§ tions in particular. 
> When Navigation (fays Mr, D' An- 
vers) was in its Infancy, and no- 
thing but little Coating Ve ffels were 
yet invented, it was look’d upon as 
a Sort of Madnefs and Prefymption 
in Mankind to tempt an Element, 
which was not defign’d for Them by Nature, and could 
arife only from an infatiable Thirft of Lucre. 
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Bat all fach Kind of Reafoning is now utterly exploded, 
and a Man would be laugh’d at as a moft ridiculous Enthu- 
fialt, who fhould talk of the Wickednefs of Navigation and 
Moerchandige, in this Age, or treat them as an unna. 
tural aud prefumptuous Infult upon Providence. ‘The 
Sea, no Doubt, was created for our Ufe, as well as the 
Earth ; efpecially for the, Ufe and Defence of Thofe, 
who lie im Jfands, and are generally allow’d to have 
been the frf& Mafers of the Sea, if not the Inventors 
of Nevieation; for Strabo demonftrates, as the * /ame 
Author obferves, that the Cretans were formerly fo expert 
jn this Art, that Cretenfis nefcit Felagus pafsd into a 
Proverb for one who pretends Ignorance of thofe Things, 
which He perfcGly underfands. He tells us, indeed, that 
fome People attribute the firft Invention of Shipping to 
the antient Britons ; but, perhaps, This might be intended 
as a Compliment to our Country for the many Favours, 
which He had received from it. However thus much, 
at leaft, is certain; that our Forefathers diftinguifh’d 
Themfelves very early in the Art of Navigation, and long 
fince arriv’d at the higheft Pitch of maritime Power. 

But this Art, like moft other great Inftitutions, hath 
been often perverted to very wicked, or very filly Purpo- 
fes, and inftead of being a Terror to the World, hath 
been made the Object of its Scorn and Contempt, Having 
therefore thewn, in my laft Paper, to what paultry Ufes 
the mot folemn Things have been frequently proftituted, 
[defen Dhis as an Effay upoa playing the Fool at Sea, 
and turaing FYeets into Ridicule ; which is fo fruitful and 
copious a Subject, that I was obliged to referve it for a 
Diicourfe by itfelf. | 

The firft navel Armament, which ftands recorded in 
Hiftory, was That under the Command of Admiral fa- 
ony Who was fent to Co/chis, with the Flower of all 
Creece, to fteal a Sheep's Skin, for That is all I can make

of the Story, though I am not unacquainted with the 
ailecorical IV¥ifdom which feveral eminent Writers have 


pretended to difcover in it ; but I am not Adept enough 
in this Kiad of Learning, as much as I deal in Meb/es and 
Aegon 2) to penetrate into all fuch myftical Interpreta- 
S. [tis true, indeed, that Fa/jon, being an handfome 
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Re 
young Fellow, had the good Fortune to work Himfelf ia- 
to the Affections of the King’s Daughter, who not only in- 
{tructed Him how to obtain the Prize, for which He was 
fent thither, but run away with Him into Greece ; where 
fhe afterwards play’d the Devil and all, upon being kick’d 
off, for the Sake of a new Mifre/s. 

The next Fleet of Antiquity, and of much greater Confe- 
quence than the former, was That employed in the famous 
Expedition to Troy. Homer hath given us a pompous Ac- 
count of ¢his Fleet, which was compos’d of the greatett 
Men in all Greece, and fitted out for no other Purpofe 
than to revenge the Caufe of an Har/ot, whom his Royal 
Highnefs Prince Paris, the King of Trcy’s Son, had 
pick’d up in his Travels, and carried away by Stealth 
This Expedition was fo far attended with Succefs, as to 
end in the total Deftruction of that renowa'd City, after a 
bloody Siege of ten Years, in which great Numbers of 
Men were flain on both Sides, and moft of the Ships de- 
ftroy'd; but how did This repair the Lady's Honour, or 
what were the toor Greeks the better for it ? 

I fhall pafs over the Battle of Adium, between Mark 
Anthony and Arguffus, without any Reflection, becaufe 
one of the greateit Empires, that ever exifted in the 
World, was determined by the Event of it; though the 
Folly of this Battle, on Anthony's Side, might be eafily 
fhewn ; but That is unne¢effary, fince every Boarding- 
School Mifs hath read the Story of A// for Love, or the 
World well loft. 

When Nero had refolved to make away with his Mo- 
ther, Agrippina, and was much at Lofs about the Means 
of doing it; Amicetus, a Freedman, and» Commander ia 
Chief of the Fleet at Mi/enum, offered to undertake that 
honourab'e Service, and propos’d a moft notable Device 
for effecting it. His Propofal was, * that a Ship might 
be fo contrived, that, oné Part of it being artifcially made 
to give livay, fhe night be dro-un'd before fhe fufpeded any 
Thing of the Matter. In order to make this Projed ap- 
pear the more feafable, He obferved that nething is /o 
liable to Accidents as the Sea; and if foe perifhbed by Ship- 
wreck, nobody cou'd be fo invidious as to impute That toa 
premeditated Defign, which was plainly owing to the Hinds

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and the Waves. To this He added that the Emperor 
might likewife difenife the Fact, by eret?ing Temples and 
Altars to the Memory of bis Mother, and fhewing ether 





The Tyrant was highly 
pleas’d with the Subtlety of this Scheme, and ordered it 
to be put in Execution, which was favoured by the Sea- 
fon of the Year ; for He was then. folemaizing the Fra? 
of Minerva at Baia, which lay near Mifenum. Having 
therefore feduced his Mother thither, under the {pecious 
Appearances of Reconciliation, and prepared a Vetlel fit 
for the Purpofe, magnificently adorned, He conducted Her 
to it Himfelf, and took his Leave of Her with ali the 
outward Marks of Tendernefs and Affection. But by 
the Clearnefs of the Night, and the Calmnefs of the Wea- 
ther, as well the Confufion and Bungling of ‘Vhofe, whoa 
were intrufted to put the Defign in Execution, the muin 
Part of it mifcarried; for tho’ the Empre/s’s Attendants 
were difpatch’é by Them, the efcap'd Herfelf, by a Kind 
of Providence, and reduced her unnatural Son to the Ne- 
ceflity of getting Her murdered in a more publick and 
barefaced Manner. The fame infamous Tool of Power, 
who had failed in the firft Attempt, thought Himfelf 
bound in Monour to perform his Engagement with the 
tmperor, who was ftruck with terrible Apprehenfions at 
this Difappointment. Axicetus therefore went with a Band 
ol Cut-throais, and put Her toa cruel Death in her own 
Apartment. 

| Let us now defcend a little lower, and to Times more 
ike our own ; which will furnith us with feveral extraor- 
dinary Inftances of the Purpofes, to which Navies have 
been apply'd, and the fignal Merits of Thofe, who have 
apply’d them to fuch Ufes. 

__{tisa Cuftom, of very long ftanding, for the Doge of 
Venice to fail forth every Year, with a large Squadron of 
Gondola s, in order to marry the Adriatick Sea, by throw- 
ing a Asng into it. This Ceremony is perform’d with 
great Pomp and Solemnity ; but as ridiculous as it may 
— to oe I fhall forbear any Cenfures upon it, fince it is 
stl Pa o: —— Acknowledgment that the Sea is the 
of eh . ty, ewan as the Doge reprefents the Father 
- depen: aps, fuch a Cufom might be of Ufe in 
: ofber Nations, to keep Them in Mind where their 


“hiaf Ceeror 1; . 
chief Strength lies, and how it ought to be employ’d. 
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If We come home to our own Country, (for We mutt 
not ramble too far, in fuch an Effay as this) what im- 
menfe T'reafures, and what Millious of Lives have been 
formerly buried in the Sea, upon the moft trifling and fri- 
volous Occafions; fometimes in romantick Crufado’s a- 
gainft Infidels, for the Recovery of the Holy Land ; and 
fometimes in ridiculous Expeditions againft our Fe//ow/- 
Chrifians, to gratify the Ambition of a mad-headed Prince, 
the Revenge of a favourite Miffrefs, or even of an infolent 
Minifter ? 

This was exactly the Cafe of Vi//ars Duke of Bucking- 
ham, (to give no other Inftances) who plung’d his Coun. 
try into an unneceffary War with Spain, when it was little 
able to fupport one, meerly out of a private Quarrel with 
Oliverez, the Prime-Minifter of that Kingdom ; as He 
foon afterwards engaged us in another with France, for no 
better a Reafon than to reyenge his Difappoiatment in an 
Amour. 

There is a remarkable Inftance, fo much to my Purpofe, 
in the Reign of King Charles the Ild, that I cannot omit 
it. When that Prince was efpoufed to the Jafanta of 
Portugal, it is well known that a Flect was fent over to 
Lisbon, with proper Attendants, to bring Her hither ; 
but her Majefty being inform’d that there were fome par- 
ticular Cuftoms in Portuga/, with Relation to the Ladies, 
which the Xiz¢ would not eafily difpenfe with, the Fleer 
was detain’d five or fix Weeks, at a great Expence, till --- 
her Majefty’s Hair grew. 

ff it thould be objected that I dwell intirely on the 
dark Side of the Queftion, and mention only the bad U- 
fes, to which Fleets have been apply’d ; I anfwer, that it 
was my Defign; for I chufe to leave all the great Ar- 
chievements of our Drakes, Raleigh's and Bickes, as well 
as ‘Thofe of fome Jeter Commanders, no iefs illuftrious, 
to the Hiiforians before mentyoned. I am glad to find 
that Mr. Lediard hath brought his Account down fo 
low as the Conclufion of the /ef Year, and promife 
ny feli the Pleafure of feeing an authentick Relation 
of all our Tranfactions at Sea from the Congueft- to 
this Time. But the Honour, which /ich an Hiftcry 
will do our Country, is of infinitely more Confe- 
quence than the Satisfaction it will give any private 
Perfons. What an Opinion muft future Ages conceive 
of our Strength, our Riches, and our Conduct, when 
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They shall read the Account of our naval Exploits, both 
Abroad and at Home, for fen or twelve Lears pati? With 
what Admiration will They review all our late Expediti- 
ons to the Baltick, the Mediterrancan, and the Vef In- 
dics 2 What a glorious Figure will our pacifick Armada’s 
at Spithead make in their Eyes? How will They applaud 
our Generofity, as well as our Politicks, when They be- 
hold us introducing Dox Carlos, with a numerous Army, 
into Italy, and paving the Way to that Crowz, which He 
hath fince acquired ?

«© Speeches, but the better to ftop his Mouth, he took 
‘ca large Cruft of Bread out of his Pocket, well greaz’d, 
“which he offered him by way of Bribe, telling him

<< went on with a little Bufinefs very neceffary to be done, 
<< and (adds the Thief) if you fhould alarm the Houfe,

“« Crufts as long as you live ; but the faithful Dog 
‘with great Indignation refufed the Bribe, with thefe 
‘“« Words: 

“ Jn the firft Place, I would have you to underftand I 
‘cam not of fo bafe a Nature to betray my Truft for a 
ss Bribe. 

‘¢ Next, I am not fo mean fpirited to fell the 
“Fame of my Family, and my own particular Re- 
*< putation for my whole Life to come, for a Cruit in 
‘¢ Hand. : 

“¢ In the third Place, I would have you to know, I am 
‘¢ not fuch a Fool to truit to the Ptomifes of a ‘Thief, 
“ Tam too well accquainted with the Nature of you to 
‘© be fo taken in if T fhould ferve \ on, I know 
your Kindnefs will lait no longer than while I can be 
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«« ufeful to you in your fcandalous Defigns upon in- 
“ nocent and defencelefs People, and fhould you draw me 
“< in tolofe my Reputation, I fhall be turned off and defpi- 
<* fed by all other Perfons of Honour, and ftarved into 
‘“« the Bargain, for nobody will employ Ae. Onis and 
“< Tcan tell you another Thing, which, tho it Oo ght to 
«¢ be the leaft Inducement to Fidelity, yet it 1s fomething 
«¢ jn Point of common Prudence, which 1s, that it is my 
«* own private Intereft to prevent your Defigns, for if 
«< [jet you rob the Houfe,the whole Family will be impo- 
«© yerifhed, and of Confequence, I fhall live the worfe here- 
s* giter. : 

«© With that the Dog feiz’d him by the Throat, the 
«« Family came to his A fliftance, and the Thief was taken 
«¢ and hanged. 

The Moral of this Fable tells us, fays Mr. Fog, that 
fair Words, Flatteries and Bribes, under the genteel Name 
of Prefents, are the Methods of ‘Treachery in all Affairs, 
both Private and Publick. 

Sut to be more particular, it is certain the 
Moral of this Fable extends to all Kinds of Trufts what- 
foever, but in a more efpecial Manner to thofe where 
the Libesty and Property of a whole Nation are concerned, 
for it that Saying be true That the greater the Truft, the 
greater the [reachery, of Confequence, it muft be a Crime 
ofa more flagitious Nature to betray a whole Nation, than 
a private Family. 

But let usa little confider the Reafoning of the Dog, 
upon the Propofal that was nfade to him. 

t is to be obleryed, that upon the very firft Motion of 
the ‘Lhing, the Bafenefs of the Action flies in his Face, 
and he tells the Thief that it is not inthe Nature of Dogs 
to betray their Truft, next, the Reputation 
of his Family rifes on his Mind, a Family that was never 
ftain'd with Treachery, and he refolves not to be the firft 
that fhall bring Difgrace upon it, fo far he is actuated 
by a Principle ol Honour; but next he comes to Reafon 
upon the Conflequence of the Thing, li L fufter you 
to ro the Houle, fays he, the whole Kamily will be im- 
poverith'd, and of Courfe I fhall not be maintain’d fo

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fine fat Crufts. Thefe Arguments are all thrown 
away, for the Dog gives him to underftand that he thinks 
there is no Faith to be placed in the Promifes of a Thief, 
and that he knows how they always treat their vile 
Tools when they have done with them, and upon the 
whole abfolutely refufes to have any Dealiags with him, 
fo that here brinciple and good Senfe prevailed over 
Corruption, —— the Thief went to the wrong Houfe, 
and we may fay he was undone for want of knowing 
his Doz. ; 

But your Political Thief has fometimies better Luck, be- 
caufe he has often to do with Animals who have not the 
generous Qualities of the Dog in the Fable. 

Men are diftinguified under different Claffes by our 
Poet Shake/pear, as well as Dogs, he tells us that 
Mattiffs, Hounds, Greyhounds, Mongrels, Spaniels, 
Showghes, Water-Rugs, Demi-Wolves, and Curs, are 
all called Dogs, but they are to be diftinguifhed according 
to the different Gifts which bounteous Nature has beftow- 
ed upon them, as, the Fierce, the Swift, 
the Slow, -~—the Subtle,——----the Houfe- 
keeper, the Hunter, the Lurcher, and the 
like ; fo amongft Men,— the Brave, the Cow- 
ardly, the Faithful, ———the Treacherous, are 
alike number’d in the Catalogue of Men, but the diffe- 
rent Qualities which Nature has imparted to them makes 
Man pilfer more from Man, than from any Animal of 
another Species. When therefore national Truftees are 
obferved to take the Cruft, and to connive at publick Rob- 
beries, we may fuppofe they are of the Mongrel or rather 
of the Cur-Kind. 

I know thefe laft think themfelyes much wifer than the 
Dog in the Fable, and reafon in a quite different Manner 
from what Tray has done in this Place, 

Firft, as to the Point of Honour which the Dog could 
not get over, they will tell you that Honout is not to 
be eat or drank, that it will neither purchafe a good 
Table nor French Wine, nor a fine Equipage, nor a Birth- 
Day Suit , that a Sttumpet will not take it for 
ready Monty, that it will not pafs for a Subfcription at 
Faranelli's Opera, nor procure a Man a good look from 
the Knight of the Brazen Head. In fine, that it will not 
procure any of thofe Donzours which have not a little con. 
tributed to make national ‘Treachety fathionalle ; that Ho-

nour istherefore a Phantom invented to keep Fools honett, 
and that all the clever Fellows of the ‘Times have thrown 
it afide as a Dead-weight upon their Fortunes.— 





Next, when they have a good Cruft in Hand by way of 
Earneft, they don’t fee why they may not take the 
Thief's Word for future Bribes, when they know he mutt 
be punctual for his own Sake, fince he cannot do without 
their Connivance and even A fiftance ,fo they put themfelves 
upon the Foot of Swi/s, to be paid as long as they be- 
tray. In the next Place, they do not underftand 
how they can be maintained the poorer, for fuffering the 
Thief to rob the Nation, when they are to have part of 
the Plunder ; if they are well fed what is it to them, 
that their Countrymen are half-ftarved ?---If they are fleek 
and {mooth, let others look rough and dirty, their Finery 
will be the more confpicuous, when every body elfe is in 
Rags about them. 

We need not doubt but this isthe Light in which they 
place the Matter, but thofe amongft them who think to 
glofs. over the Affair and give it the beft Colour they 
can, have been heard to fay, that they fee no Harm in 
taking the Cruft, provided they enter into no Engage- 
ment or Promifes todo any Thing for it, ~- but 
who is fo Weak to be impofed upon by fuch fhallow Ex- 
cufes ? Does not every Body know that in Cafes 
of this Nature, thereneeds no exprefs or written Contract 
betwixt the Thief and the Betrayer. In the 
very accepting the Gift (or, to call it by its proper 
Name, the Bribe) the Service is implied, and the Thief 
and the Receiver underftand one another without com- 
ing to any open Ec/aircifement ; but even where there 
is a particular Service exprefs’d it is always done under 
the Seal of Secrecy, and therefore what they fay muft 
go tor nothing, and we muft in all Cafes of this Kind 
make a Judgment of the Fraud, by the Behaviour of 
the Parties concern’d. Do they connive when the

Treafures of Kingdoms with as little Controul, as if the 
Fortunes of all their Fellow-Subjects lay in a heap before 
them to be difpofed of as if it had been their own private 
Inheritance. 

I have read of one of thefe who never moved but load- 
ed with Crufts, which he fcatter’d about with a moft la- 
vith Hand, in order to corrupt thofe who happen’d to 
be elected into Publick Truit; ----------- when any Ha- 
croachments were to be made upon Publick Liberty, in- 
ftead of employing Art, Management and Addrefs to 
bring about the Mifchief, his only Argument was the 
CRUST, when he had bribed thofe whofe Duty 
it was to watch againft fuch Attempts, and prevailed up- 
on them to give up what they were chofen to defend, 
this furnifhed him with frefh Crufts to bribe anew; fo 
that all the Myftery of Politicks in his Time confifted in 
no morethan to know, who would and would not take 
the: Cruf. 

Among two-legg’d Truftees, Men of fome particular 
Profeflions have been obferved to havea greater Propenfity 
to Crufts than any other,— as for Example, Law- 
yers Perfons, I fay, of this Profeffion ave rare- 
ly been known to refufe the Cruft ; however, at particular 
Times, the bluftering Soldier that never knew Wars, bue 
who is apt to look Valiant upon full pay in ‘Time of 
Peace, has not fallen fhort of the Lawyer iu this Refpect ; 

es, the pacific Hero hasbeen known to fawn andcringe to 
the Political Thief,and more than once has given his Word 
and Honour to betray his Country for a vafvable Con fide- 
ration, that is to fay for a Cruft ; nay, even fome Kce- 
clefiaftical Drudges have been obferved to be moft yora- 
cious Devourers of Crufts. No Animal (fays P/ay the 
Elder) hunts its Prey withamore keen Appetirethan thofe 
Rats that are to be found in our Temples.—---It is certain 
that fome of thefe with their wolo, Fc. have been fome- 
times known to fnatch the Croft out of thé Corrupt Hand 
which held it before it has been fairly préfented to them, 
after they have lick’d it for a confiderablée Time, till théy 
have drawa a great Part of the Subftance out of it, they 
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have fawn’d and begg’d to have it chang’d for a larger, fo 
inordinate is their Love of Crufts. ha 

I think, the firft Time that we read of this infamous 
Race of Craft hunter’ makirg any, Buftle in the Worid 
was inthe corrup: Limes offame of the Remon Emperors, 





particularly in the Reigs‘of TrFerizs, 2 creat Part 
of the Roman Senate hada nic. fx’d upon them by 
the Peonie,and were call’d Sejanas’. «+ for this Reafon, 
fays the Hiftorian,becaufe they tawn’u i oe um,and bark’d 
at every Body elfe, ————« Some Authors are of Opinion 


that the breed has been continued ever ince in one Coun- 
try or other, and that at certain Times they have encreas’d 
to fuch a Degree asto bring their Cotntry in Danger of the 
fame Servitude which Rome fuffer’d in thofe fcandalous 
Days. 

But be that as it will, it is certain that we read of other | 
Nations, and at other Times, where every Civil Employ- 
ment in the State of any confiderable Value was turn’d 
into a Cruf, Regiments were Crufts, nay Titles of 
Honour were nothing elfe but Crufts ;----indeed the Au- 
thor does not fay that Bifhopricks were fo; for by the 
Cuftoms and Manners oi the People I am apt to think 
it was not a Chriftian Country; becaufe thefe Writers tell 
us that great Numbers were become fo bafe and merce-

in Princely Laxury and Splendor, each hoped to himfeit 
the fame Advantages, fhould the Party in which he 
inlifed but meet with egua/ Succefs. Add to this, 
that the Country Populace (whofe Indufiry us’d to procure 
them a fparing Livelihoood) excited ncw by publick 
and private Largeffes, preferred the sd/e Life of Citizens, 
tothe ungrateful Labour ot Counirymen. Thefe, and ethers 
ofthe fame Kind, were fed by the Diforders of the Com- 
monwealth. Nor is it tobe wonder’d, that Per/ins of a- 
bandon’d fives, of defperate Circumftances, and extrava- 
gant Expectations, fhould prove no better Friends to the 
Publick than to their own private Intercfts.

Such whofe Families had futiered Profcriptions, 
who had loft their Efates and even Privileges, (during 
the late Commotions of Syl/a) had the fame /icws and the 
fame Hopes in the Diffurbances of the State, with the 
Inferior or Ambitious. And to conclude, all fuch in ge- 
neral, as were Qut-cafs from the prevailing Party of the 
Senate, were follicitous to fake the Government if not to 
fubvert it, rather than have no Share inthe Adminifra- 
tion. The turbulent Spirit of Party, that hadlong Jain 
dormant, reviving afre/p in the Confulthip of Marcus Craf. 
fusand Cneius Pompey, whoasfoon as rais’d to this Authori- 
ty, reftored the 7ribunitial Power to the People, and with 
all the Vigour of Youth and Ferocity of Nature began to ex- 
afperate their Minds againft the Senate, and by great Lar- 
geffes and greater Promifes, daily to inflame them more 
and more; whence they them/felves became more power- 
ful, and were held the Patriots of the Pecp/e. ‘Thefe the 
Nobility oppofed with all their Power, to fupport, in Ap- 
pearance, the Authority of the Senate. For, to fay all in 
a Word, whoever in thefe Times difurbed the Publick 
Peace neyer wanted honef Pretences; fome frofi/firg to 
maintain the Liberties of the People; others to affert 
the Privileges of the Senate; all affecting the FPubiick 
Good, but all intending their Private Advantage : Nor was 
there any Temper or Moderation obferved in their Conten- 
tions, both Parties makingtin their Turns a cruel Ufe of 
their Vifcrics. But fromthe Time that Pempcy was com- 
miffioned away to the Piratick and Mitbridatick Wars, 
the Power of the People declined as the Authori/y of the 
Senate increafed : The latter difpofed of the Prow:nces, the 
Magiftracies, and allother Employment; and livi-g in 
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Safety and Eafe above Competition and Fear, as well 
conftrained the Tribufies to fubmit to their Judicial Autho- 
rity, as induced the eople more temperately to bear their 
Adminiftration : But as foon as the leaft Hope appear’d 
of anew Change, the old Contention» re-animated the 
Minds of the People ; fothat had Cati/ine been fuperior 
in the firft Engagement, or had he got off with equal Lofs, 
an infinite Slaughter and a vait Calamity had followed, to 
the Detriment of the Commonwealth. Even they to whom 
the Victory-had fallen, would not have long enjoyed the 
Fruits of their Victory ; for after they had fpent their 
Force and weakned their Party, fome ftronger Competi- 
tor had arofe, that would have wrefted from the Conque- 
rors their fhort-liy’d Laurels, and introduced univerfal Sla- 
very.

fented. 


The Tuftice of an Houfe of Commons muft ever be re- 
lied on as the Security of the Conftitution ; and this Juftice 
is no where of greater Effect than in thefe Determinations. 


It mutt therefore be confidered as a Bufinefs of the great- 
eft Confequence that can come before them, when any 
Election is to be determined; it muft deferve the fullest

FRANCE. 


H E Conftitution and Policy of the Court of France

Troops in Provence ready to march into Italy, in Cafe of

The Clergy of France are to hold another Affembly foon 
after Eafer, to give them an Opportunity of making a 
fecond Free Gift to the King (if they think preper.) "Tis 
certain that the Campaign in Germany will be opened by 
the French, much later than was imagined ; which fome 
afcribe to the Hopes of an Accommodation ; others, per- 
haps more probably, to the Impoffibil ty of procuring Fo- 
rage for the Troops before the Grafs grows. 

The Parhament of Paris have lately publifhed an Edict

R. Kalkven, Ambaffador from the States-General to 

the Porte, has fent word to their High Mightinefes, 

that notwithftanding the late Diforders on the Frontiers of 

Servia, and the Army raifing in Bofnia, it may be relied 

upon, that the Grand Signior. will not break the Peace this 
Year with Chriftendom. 

Mr. Van Bor/elen, who was feveral Years Envoy Ex. 
traordinary, from the Republick of Ho//and, at the Court 
of Great Britain, died lately at the Hague. By his deceafe 
the Place of Receiver-General of the Demefnes in the 
Diftrict of Bois /e Duc, mn Brabant, became yacant, which 
being in the Gift of the Council of State, the Members of 
that Council drew Lots, as ufual, who fhould have the 
Difpofal of it ; and it fellto Mr. Hop, Brother to their 
High-Mightineffes’s Minifter at the Ariti/b Court. It brings 
6000 Fiorins per Annum. 

Her Royal Highnefs, the Princefs of Orange having late. 
ly had fome extraordinary Diforders, a Doubt began to 
arife as to her Pregnancy ; but it is now affured, that her 
Royal Highnefs is happily advanced into her ninth Month, 
fo that the News of her Delivery may be fpeedily ex- 
pected.

‘THE 8009 Imperial Troops, which, for want of 

Provifions and Forage in the Mantuan, entered lately 

the Borders of the Dutchy of Modena, are increafed there, 

for the fame Reafon, to the Number of 14 or 15,000 Men. 

They are in Poffeffion of all the Ground there from the 

Secchia to the Fortrefs of Fina/, leading on the Right 
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towards 
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towards Crevacore, upon the Confines of the Bologneze. 
The Marthal de Brog/io has got together 18,000 Men, of 
the beft Troops of France, at the Bridge of Navicello, 
confifting ee of the Brigade of Anjou, with fourteen 


‘ompanies of Grenadiers and Carabineers. ‘That General 

cae yet explained himfelf with regard to the Ufe he 
defigns to make of thofe Troops ; but it 1s thought, by 
the laft Difpofitions he has made, that he will march againft 
the Imperialifts, and fcour the Modeneze of thofe trouble 
fome Guefts. The Marquis de Maiiiebois, with 12,000 
Men, is upon the Banks of the Secchia, ready to join the 
Marthal de Broglio; and the Duke d'Harcourt has entered 
that Dutchy, with moft of the Troops that were quarter- 
edin the Parmegan and Placentia: Thus two thirds, at 
leaft, of the French Army are actually in the Modeneze ; 
the reft are in the Cremoneze with the Forces of the King 
of Sardinia. The Marquis de Cay/us, who commands in 
Cremona, has fent a large Detachment towards the River 
Zano, in the Bologneze, to facilitate the Arrival of the 
Column of Spanifo Troops that are crofling the faid 
Dutchy. 

The Jmperial Troops have made many Motions for fome 
Days paft: They had a Defign to furprize Guafalia, but 
were prevented by the French. They attempted after- 
wards to make themfelves Mafters of Fort Urbino ; upon 
which the Marfhal de Broglio caufed four Battallions, and 
three Squadrons, to march thither, who attacked the Jm- 
perialifs, and engaged them ina fort of a Skirmifh, which 
coft fome Men on both Sides. The Imperialiffs have fince 
deiended with great Bravery a Convoy of Provifions and. 
Forage, that was bringing to them from the Ferrereze, 
and was attacked by the French upon the Road. 

The Governour of Meffina having offered to Capitulate 
was refufed till the Arrival of Doz Carlos ; upon this,

Count Wa/lis is very bufy in Lombardy: He had actu- 
ally fent to Rome for a Paffage for 16,000 Men through the 
Ecclefiaftical Territories, with a Demand of Quarters, 
and Provifion as furnifhed the Spaniards; he had ordered 
all his Officers to repair to their Pofts by the 6th Inftant, 
N. S. and had prepared a Train of Artillery, with every 
Thing elfe neceffary for an Expedition. “Tis faid his 
Defign is to take Advantage of the Abfence of Don Carles, 
and make an Attempt upon Nap/es, leaving in Mantua a 
Garrifon ftrong enough to refift allthe Efforts of the 
Allies. The Pope and Cardinals are terribly puzzled at 
the Demand of the Jmperia/ General’s, the Beach A mbaf- 
fador having declared at the Vatican, that if the Germans 
have the Leave they ask, he fhall immediately defire the 
fame for 24,000 French. The Emperor’s Army is now 
compleated to full 40,000 Men; though the Numbers they 
have loft by Sicknefs is hardly credible. 


GERMANY. 


LL is quiet upon the Upper Rhine, the Freach not 
haying made any Motion, fince the Remoyal of their 
Bridge from Hunningen to =k’ ; but they give out, 
that they will appear in the Field with 100,000 Men at the 
Beginning of next 4pri/. 

The Contingent of Troops with which the Elector of 
Cologn is to furnifh the Emperor, have already received 
Orders to be ready to march. 

Aceording to the Lifts from the Hofpitals in A//ace, the 
French bave loft by Sicknefs 38533 Men there, fince the 
End of the laft Campaign. But it is pretty much abated, 
fince the Weather has been more moderate, and permits 
them to leave the Towns, and breathe the Country Air. 
The Marquis de Balincourt, who commands at /Vorms, has 
got 7 or 8000 Peafants together near that Place, with 
whom he defigns to affift the French ‘Troops, in raifing the 
Banks of the Rhine fo high, that the Jmperialifs will not 
be able eafily to pafs that River. 
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Prince Eugene defigns to be at Frankfort the latter End 
of this Month, to take upon him the Command of the 
Imperial Army. A Marriage 3s talked of between the 
Prince of Sulthach, and a Princefs of the Houfe of Lor- 
ain. ) 

The Court of Pienna have received a Confirmation of 
the Advices they before had of the Hoftilities committed 
by the Turks in Bofnia, It is faid thofe Infidels have 
drawn together a Body of 40,000 Men on that Side, which 
has obliged his Imperial Majefty to countermand the March 
of the Regiments in Hungary and Tranfilvania that were 
defigned for Lombardy. ae 

An Eaft-India Company is faid to be going to be efta- 
blifhed at Hamburgh, under the Protection and Authority 
of the King of Pruffia. ag 

Baron Starke, lately fent by the Duke of Ho/fein, with 
a Commiffion to London and the Hague, appears no more 
at Court : He was firft Minifter and Favourite to his Roy- 
al Highnefs ; but is faid to have been fo far from amafling 
Riches whilft in Favour, that he has entirely ruin’d him- 
felf by the vaft Expence he was at to maintain with Luftre 
the Dignity of the Poft he enjoyed under that Prince. 
He cannot then be charged with being guilty of Pe- 





culation, 

The King of Pruffa is building a fpacious Arfenal at 
Stetén ; and has ordered a vaft Quantity of Brafs Cannon 
to be caft for its Furniture.

The Bavarian Minifter, has lately prefented their Im. 
perial Majefties with the Picture of the young Electoral 
yrince, whence it is concluded, that his Marriage with 
one of the Arch-Dutcheffes is likely to take place.

The Prince Royal of Pruffia is to command the Body 
of Proffian Troops next Campaign on the Rhine.

UR Advices from Po/and are not only very uncer- 

tain, but perfectly irreconcileable ; for whilft, on one 
Hand, it is pretended that the Palatine of Avow, Crown 
General, has accepted the Conditions propofed to him by 
the Commiffaries of Ruffia and Saxony, and has aecording- 
ly made his Submiffion to King Auguffus, with the whole 
Army under his Command ; and that his Example has 
been followed by the Great Marfhal of the Crown, the 
Caftellan of Cracow, and feveral other Noblemen ; it is 
given out, on the other Hand, that King Sianiflaus has 
made fuch adyantagious Propofals to that Palatine, as have 
entirely fatisfied him ; that thereupon he has abfolutel 
rejected the Offers from Warfaw, and given treth Affu- 
rance to King Staniflaus of his and the Crown Army’s 
fincere Difpofition to continue firmly attached to his Ma- 
jefty. Upon the whole, however, we believe there may 
be fome Grounds for the Report of that Palatine’s havjng 
fubmitted to King Augaffus, with about 2,000 Men of the 
Crown Army, which were all he could prevail on to 
enter into his Sentiments, the remaining part being gone 
over to Count Zar/o. Be that as it will, we believe his 
Lofs more than made up by the Gallantry and Abilities of 
the latter, on whom it is certain, that the moft advanta- 
gious Offers that could be made him by the Bithop of Cu- 
javia have had no Effect ; on the contrary, he has broken 
off all Conferences, and even refufes to grant that Prelate 
any Paffport to Return, fo that he is obliged to ftay at 
Creflochow, 
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Creftochow, for fear, the Confederates fhould force him 
along with them, and a Body of Ruffians are actually on 
their March to fet him at liberty. ’Tis faid, the other 
Generals of King Stenifeus’s Army ufed their utmoft 
Endeavours to reconcile the Palatine of Kiow, and Count 
Tarlo, and that the latter geacroufly declared he was al- 
ways ready to facrifice his private Sentiments to the ub- 
lick Good.

Ships, in order to keep the Seamen in their Exercife. 
Her faid Czarian Majefty, out of her abundant Tenderne/s 
to her Subjects, has generoufly remitted to them half a 
Year's Taxes.

If there could be any 
Doubt whether the Oppofition on one Side was juft, or 
not, I think the fhuffling Defence on the other, muft prove 
it fo. I remember when a certain Gentleman, 
who formerly dealt in Hay and Cora, was called to an 
Account for giving an early Specimen of thofe great Abi- 
lities, which have made him the Darling of his honourable 
Partizans ever fince, the Lord Chief Juftice R 
at that Time a Member of the Houfe of Commons faid, 
that he never faw ftronger Proofs of any Fef in any of 
the Courts below ; but had thefe Proofs been lefs ftrong, 
there was no Jury but muft have found him Guilty, even 
upon his own Defence.—--——I believe we may apply this 
to our prefent Political Difputes,-and if fome Perfons 
have been accufed of weak and corrupt Practices, I am 
perfuaded, ifthe Publick would read the miferable De- 
fence they make (or is made for them) they would be as 
much convinced of the Truth of the Charge, as by what 
is urg’d on the other Side. 

Among the Shoals of Papers and Pamphlets, on that 
Side of the Queition, which have lately been thruft inte 
the Houfes of efencelefs People, both in Town and Coun- 
try, there is one concerning the pretended Coalition of 
Parties (as they are pleafed to call it) which I am not a 
little pleafed with. This Coalition, to which they 
give the Name of pretended, I find frightens all the Mer- 


cenaries out of their Wirt 
Scheme, big with the : they look upon it as a 
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to unite againit it, and we may perceive by their 
Writings, 
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Writings, that they think, like the reft of the World, 
that every Attempt to eafe and relieve the Publick, muft 
bear hard upon them, and is an Attempt to put an End to 
all Frauds, Tricks, and Publick Robberies, however 
foftened by the Name of Perquifites, 

This Author fets out by telling us, that a Free Go- 
vernment, by its happy Effects, naturally interefts the 
whole People to preferve it, though this be the 
plaineft Truth in the whole World, one would hardly ex- 
pect to fee it acknowledged from that Quarter, but our 
Author has no fooner fet up this Truth, than he knocks

I would fain know from what Writer in Politicks this 
Gentleman ventures to ground fo abfurd a Suppofition, 
as that the People by the Influence of others, fhall become 
generally difaffeéted to a Government they know and 
feel to be good. Iam fure he will find no Autho- 
rity for ir, either in Tacitus or in Machiavel, for both 
thefe Writers tell us the direct contrary, it is their Opi- 
nion that the People never are difaffected againft a good 
Government. 

In the next Place I would fain ask him, whether from 
the Beginning of the World to this Day, he can give one 
Inftance where the landed Men, the money’d Men, and

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« in fhort, the whole Adminiftration of Publick Affairs is 
« wifely purfued, and with a ftrict Conformity to the 
«< Principles and Objects of the Confiitution. We call it 
<< a bad Government, when it is adminiftered on other 
<< Principles, and directed to other Objects, either wick. 
“ edly or weakly, either by obtaining zew Laws, which 
« want this Conformity, or by perverting o/d enes which 
<¢ had it; and when this is done without Law, or in open 
<< Violation of the Lews, we term it a tyrannical Go- 
“<< vernment. . 

Thefe are the Differtetor's own Definitions, and Diftin. 
€tions of Conffitution and Government, and as he has long 
been the Grand Accufer of the Britifo Government, I now 
appeal to the World, whether it was trifling and foolith 
for the Frrends of it, to ask fuch Sueffions as could not be 
anfwered directly and plainly without ranking the Govern- 
ment under its proper Denomination of Good or Bad ; and 
whether this is not manifeftly the Caufe why our Author 
will not anfwer them, why he evades them, and calls them 
foolith Qucfions ; for was it not natural for the Friends of 
Liberty to ask him if there was any Conformity, any Simi- 
litude between his own Definition of a bad Government, 
and the prefent Government ? Was it not neceffary for 
them to ask him, if there had been any Violation of the 
Conftitution? If any Power had been exercifed againift 
Law, or without Law ? If any aew Laws had been enact- 
ed to the Prejudice of Liberty, or any o/d Ones perverted 
to its Detriment ?

Such therefore have been the Queftions we have asked, 
and our Conduct has been confonant to his own Dodtrines, 
as well as founded on a Conviction, that fo long as the 
Laws which conftitute our Liberties fhall remain fecure 
and unviolated, fo long our Liberties will alfo remain fe- 
cure and inviolate, and if thefe Laws thall be immortal, 
our Liberties will be immortal with them ; that they may 
be fo, that the Liberties of Great Britain may be immortal, 
will be the Prayer of every honeft Briton; but let not this 
Foundation of /higgi/m, this frp Principle ot Liberty, be 
proftituted to the Deftruction of that Caufe, in which 
alone it can live, and move, and have its Being, the Pro- 
tefant Succeffion. Let not the People be taught fuch abfurd 
Tnoierences, as that they muft oppofe, and refift every 

Prince, 
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Prince, who is the Protector and Guardian of their Rights, 
becaufe they may refift any who is the Subverter and De- 


ftroyer of them.

on the skilful Performance of the Actor.

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The Garrifon at Gibrai/tar complain of having been 
fadly fupply’d with frefh Provifions, fince the Trou- 
bles broke out in Barbary ; infomuch that they have 
hardly any Poultry brought thither, and fo very few 
live Cattle, that a Sheep has been fold for four Pounds 
Sterling. 


RoME and ITALY. 


HE Marthal de Broglio having received Advice, that 

a Party of the Jmperialiffs had advanced towards 
Buenporto, {ent a Detachment of the Garrifon of Cremona, 
under the Command of M. de Douffet, Commandant, and 
went himfelf within three Miles of the Place where the 
Enemy had entered, and fortified themfelves in a Caffine. 
M. de Douffet attacked them there, but having loft ten or 
twelve Men, and four Officers, befides having about twent 
wounded, he judged it proper to acquaint the Marfhal 
with it, who ordered him to retire, not being ftrong 
enough to fubdue them. A thoufand Germans paffed the 
Oglio the 2d Inftant, at one Place, and five hundred at 
another, but adyanced very little, and repaffed it imme- 
diately ; however thefe Motions fatigue the A//ies inex- 
preffilly, as they are obliged to be almoft always under 
Arms. It is faid that Guafallia has narrowly miffed of 
being furprized. 

The Cardinal fobs Baptift Spinola, Legate of Bologna, 
difpatched lately a Perfon of Diftin¢tion to General /Va/- 
4is, and a Courier to the Court of Vienna, to reprefent to 
them the Impoffibility of that State’s complying with the 
Demand of the Imperial General, to receive fixteen thou- 
fand Germans that had advanced to the Frontiers of that 
Dutchy, efpecially as the French have likewife demanded 
Provifions and Forage for eighteen thoufand Men. This 
Remonftrance, however, has had but little Effect, any 
more than the good Advice given tothe Troops that pre- 
fented themfelves. Preaching to Men both hungry and 
armed, not to eat, will always be found a very infipid En- 
tertainment, and fuch as few craving Stomachs will di- 
geft, and accordingly fo it proved in the prefent Cafe : 
For the Legate of Bologna received Advice foon after, 
that the Germans had entered that State by Force, and 
committed therein many Hoftilities, eating and drirking all 

before 
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before them where-ever they came, and carrying off alj 
the Cattle, Corn and Wine they could lay their Hands on, 
without having the Fear of bis Holine/s before their Eyes, 
The Bologneze indeed fent to apprize the French thereof, 
that they might come and deftroy their common Enemy ; 
but it happened not to be in Time, the Germans retiring 
before thofe Succours arrived. 

Two Couriers who came lately to Rome from Por. 
tugal, have occafioned abundance of Speculations among 
the Politicians of that Place. They arrived in a Poff. 
Chaife, and alighted at a Publick-Houfe without the 
Gate di Populo, and entered the City on Foot not to be 
obferved. 

The Governors of Syracufe, and Me/fina, the only two 
Places of Strength in Sicily, have offered to Capitulate; 
but the Spaniards will not let them upon any Terms, till 
the Arrival of Don Carlos, his Royal Highnefs having 


travelled fix hundred Miles, merely for the Honour of : 


receiving their Submiffion. The Garrifon of Me/fina are 
fo greatly diftreffed for want of Provifions, that, ’tis 
faid, the Soldiers muft be forced to eat each other, fhould 
the Wind continue not to fet fair for the Infant’s fpeedy 
Embarkation. 

As the Spaniards purpofe to begin their Part of the 
Campaign in Lombardy, with the Reduétion of Porto Her. 
cule and Orbditello, in order to clear Tufceny of the Ger- 
mans, feveral Veflels are arrived at Leghora with Artillery 
and Mortars proper for that End. 

The Corficans being determined to befiege the Gencefe 
in Bafia, and not being provided of Cannon, have taken 
the very Bells out of their Churches, in order to have

The Envoy of Bavaria is every Nay in Conference with 
the Jmperial Minuiters ; and ‘tis. hoped that the Prefeace 
of the Elector of Cv/sen, who is expected foon. at Ma- 
nich, will contribute very much to terminate the. Diffe- 
rences fubfifting between the Elecior of Bavaria and his 
Imperial Majeiiy.

The Officers of the Hanoverian Troops, now in Win- 
ter Quarters upon the Rhine, who had Leave to go to Ha- 
nover for fome Time, have received Orders from General 
Pont-Pietin, who commands thofe Auxiliaries, to return 
forthwith to their refpective Regiments. 

The Horfe- ourfers ufé their utmoft Endeavours, to 
provide the 250 Horfes, for remounting the three Regi- 
ments of Hanoverian Cavalry in the Emperor’s Ser- 
vice.

To This They have added another Argu- 
ment, whichI think demonftrative againft you ; for They 
have obferved, with great Strength of Reafoning, that 7 
pecuniary Influence is not the only Species of corrupt In 
feucnce ; but that every Thing ought to be equally deem'd | 
Corruption, which tends in any Manner~ to--byafs Men §

Strength with great Art. call This a demonfrative 
Argument ; tor it reduces you to this Dilemma; either | 
to allow of all Kinds of Influence, or to allow of zone; 
and confequently that every Thing is, ftrictly {peak- “6 
Ng nae or there is no fuch Thing as Corruption | 
at ail, 

But You have not confined yourfelf to rhefe Poiats, 
as inconfiftent with the Freedom of Ele&ions. You have 
likewife contended that no Kind of Force ought to be em- 
Pioyed upon thee Occafions, aud rais’d a violent Uproaf 
about 
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about a Regiment of Soldiers, who were drawn up before 
a certain Polling Place, and continued under Arms, during 
the Time of E/eGion. But it hath been already obferved 
that This was done, in order to preferve the Peace, and 
confequently the Freedom ef EleGions, not to invade it. 
Befides, this Argument is grounded intirely on the fame 
Claufe in the Bi// of Rights, which declares that ali Elec- 
tions fall be free, and therefore I muft defire to be excus’d 
taking any farther Notice of it. 

This is fufficient, as to the Manner of the late Eleions. 
Let us now fee what hath been faid, concerning the E- 
vent of them; and here, methinks, it would have been 
politick in you to have been a little more filent ; for though 
you was manifeftly defeated in the Courfe of them, You 
began immediately to triumph, as if you had actually 
gain’d the Victary, and afferted with aconfident Air that 
the Sen/é of the People had difcovered itfelf on your Side. 
But in This you was compleatly anfwered by the learned 
Author of the London Fournal, who diftinguifhed be- 
tween the Sen/e of the People and People of eft ; That 
is, between the uninform’d Multitude, whofe Heads are 


turn’d with ftrange romantick Notions of Liberty, and 
Thofe, who have Sea/fe enough to laugh at the Vanity of 
fich popular, buat unthriving Opinions. Thefe are the 


Men of Senfe, who know the World, and ought to deter- 
mine the Ser/e of the People. 

You likewife boafted that not only the Body of the 
People in general, but the principal Nobility and Gentry, 
of independent Fortunes, declared Themfelves on your 
Side. To prove this Affertion, You told us farther, with 
a moft infolent Oftentation, that your Party carried the 
Elections for moft of the Counties, as well as rich trading 
Towas, and great Corporations ——To This I anfwer, 

1. It is well known that fome of the Nobility and 
Geatry are either Facobites, or Republicans in their 
Hearts, whatever Affurances They may give to the con- 
trary; that others are actuated by Ambition, Difappotnt- 
ment, or Revenge ; and therefore it is reafonable to fup- 
pofe that allof Them, who are fo defperate as to fly in 
the Face of Power, muft be influenced by fome or other 
Of thefe Motives. 

2. As to the great trading Towns and Corporations, 
Kxperience fhews us that Wealth naturally inclines Men 
to Sedition, and therefore it is no Wonder to fee many 
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of them infeéted with the perver/e Humour of the Times, © 
But I will venture to name one Man, who hath more In. | 
tereft in fome of the riche# Boroughs, and in moft of the 
poor ones, than all your fry Patriots put together; — | 
mean the famous Mr. Henry Collet, whofe Credit is fo 
generally known and acknowledged through the whole | ~ 
Kingdom, that it would be impertinent in Me to attempt 
any farther Proof, or Difplay of it. oN 

3. Though I am ready to grant that moft of the Coun 
ties, and too many of the great trading Towns have 
chofen Perfons to reprefent them, of different Princi- 
ples from what I could with; and thought the Weight ee 
of Metal, as it is called, may poffibly be on the /eme 
Side; yet This is a moft ridiculous Way of Reafoning, in 
the prefent Cafe. Suffragia non funt ponderanda, fed nt 
meranda; That is, in plain Englith, We muf count Nofes, 
not Eftates. 

The next popular Topick, and very nearly ally’d to 
the former, is the Independency of Pirkisiaent ; That is, of 
the feveral Branches of the Legiflature om each other; 
efpecially of the Houfe of Commons oa the Crown. This 
is a Point, upon which You and your Corre/pondents have 
harangued with more than ordinary Vehemence for a Year 
or two paft, and feem to think that You have clinch’d the 
Nail, in your late Differtation upon Parties. But the mi- 
nifferial Writers have expofed the Fallacy of your Argu- 
ments, upon this Head, as well as the other. They have 
Mewn, in Defyance of Clamour and Calumny, that a 
proper Degree of Dependency is a great Promoter of that

“ The imputation of Tautology, will be of the /af 
Moment, when Point’ of the ‘greate#, are the Subje@ 
of Enquiry ; that which has been already faid there- 
fore, will be efteemed only /ubfervient to the End in 
View, and not a Reafon for declining the Purfuit of 
it. 

“The firft Qyefion gives juft Occafion to difcufs a 
Point, which hath been conftantly infifted upen, and con- 
ftantly labour’d, viz. 

‘* That Luxury, and confequently Corruption, begin with 
the People. 

** This Affertion upon many late Occafions, and in the 
rooft Auguft Affemblies of Men, hath been maintained 
with all imaginable Art; and with fo great Succefs, as 
to unite a Majority of them, againft an ineffectual De- 
fign, to remove that pernicious Influence, which hath 
fo long been the Subject of juft Complaint ; let us there- 
fore examine this Doctrine carefully, not that it deferves 
our Notice, but becaufe it hath found the greateft Ad- 
vocates, and feduced the loweft ; whofe Theories of 
Corruption, have been difperfed throughout the King- 
dom, as very corre Syftems of Government, efpecially 
for a Country of Liberty. 

‘<I might quote a thonfand approved Authorities to 
fhew, that Luxury, and confequently Corruption, nevet 
began with the People ; that they have only followed, 
never fet the Example; but i propofed to Reafon 


throughout, and therefore will have Recourfe to no Au- 
thority. 
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« As the real Strength of any Country may be truly faid 
to confit in the Wealth, fo the Security immediately 
depends upon the Strength of it; and confequently the 
Security will decreafe proportionably, as the Wealth of 
it isexhaufted ; that Luxury is not only the Bane of that 
Kind of Induftry, which is one great Source of Wealth, 
but is alfo a Means of exhaufting it, will hardly be dif- 
puted ; what Luxury therefore really is, from whence 
it arifes and receives Nourifhment, are material Quetti- 
ons ; the Reafoning upon which, will properly center 
in the main Conclufion. 

‘¢ An unexceptionable Definition of Luxury, is more dif- 
ficult than neceflary ; I will therefore give what I clteem 
to be a plain, rather than a correé one. 

‘* National Luxury, confifts in that Degree, or that Kind 
of Expence, which is diffufed through all Ranks of Men 
in any Country ; and upon the Whole, is incoafiftent with 
the lafting Security of the State. 

‘©The Luxury of any private Perfon, as diftinguithed 
from Luxury in general, which is not an improper Di- 
ftinction, confifts ia that Kind of Expence, which is either 
Cbowe the Rank he holds in the Nation; or which natu- 
rally tends to reduce him e/czy it, by impairing his Cir- 
Cumftances, or ruining his Fortune. 

‘« That the Luxury of the latter, often arifes from that 
of the former, and therefore is not immediately derived 
from thofe whorule the State, will be admitted; Bur 
that the Luxury of the former, is always immediately 
derived from thofe who rule the State, may be fhewa 
thus. It isa felfeyident Truth, that no Fafhion can 
prevail in any Country, which is not either immediately 
introduced, or greatly countenanced, by the Govera- 
ment. 

‘“‘ In the fame Degree therefore, that any Fafhion is p2- 

tronized by a Government will it be followed, and con- 

fequently the Expence of it increafed by the Bulk of the 

People ; who, in their Tura, will become as fure a 

Pattern for an extraordinary Expence of the few, as 

that of the Srate was for the commen Fxpeace of the 

many; fince the Affectation of high Appearance and fu- 

perior Condition, will as certainly poffefsa few, to excel 

the reft who are in the fame Clafs, as the Authority and 

Example of Rulers will infpire a whole People. It 
therefore Luxury according to the above a

guite far enough to compafs their Aim. A Free Peo- 
ple cannot becomes Volunteers in S/avery; they may 
follow, but will never lead the Way to general Depra- 
vity and Corraption: The next ftep therefore will be to 
fhew, that Corruption muft actually be brought upon 
them by the Government. 

«< As the Increafe of Corruption muft be proportioned 
tothe Occafions of employing it; and thefe Occafions, 
tothe Power of thofe in whofe fervice it is to be em- 
ployed, it directly follows, that Corruption cannot be- 
come the Genius, or rather the Difgrace of a Free- Peo- 
ple, without a common Fund and a common Objed? ; and 
confequently, that they cannot be corrupted by any 
Means that are fhort of uarver/a/lofluence: With thefe 
Advantages, which the Government alone enjoys, Cor- 
ruption hathbothDepth and Compa/s,andthej Majority of 
a People may by degrees be brib’d out of their /irtue : 
But in private Life it can only be directed to private 
Views, that always lie within very narrow Limits : Per- 
ty Corruption therefore muft be peculiar to a bine who 
are not under the Jnfluence of thofe Principles, which 
muft generally prevail in a Country of aires ¢ And 
as the Means of diffufive Corruption,arein the Hands of 


‘ the Government only, They will naturally be employed 


to advance that Work which Fafbion begun; and there- 
fore the Foundation muft not only be /aid, but the Sy- 
fem of Corruption muft alfo be erected by the Govern- 
ment, whofe Care it will naturaily be to fupport it ; 
fince if this be neglected, there will be fome Danger oj 
its falling, and crufhing the Bui/ders to Pieces : For the 
Herght of it will with Difficulty be born, unlefs the 
People are extremely well paid for fuftaining it. Un- 


‘ lefs therefore we can fuppofe that the Leaders of a 


State rais’d up Corruption in Order to fall by it them- 


‘ felves, and not reduce the People, they will certainly 


ufe all confiftent Means, to widen the Bottom on which 
it {tands. 
‘© The Manner in which Sentiments of this Kind, and 


‘the Confeguences drawn from them are generally 


oppofed, will engage our attention for a Moment , 


‘for they confift of Arts, which tho’ greatly fub- 


feryient to the moft exalted Vice, yet have fo near 
an Affinity with the oppofite Virtue, that many have 
actually miftaken the feveral Phrafes of Speech, 
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“by the Affiftance of which Corruption is moft effectu. 
“‘ ally defended, for a DetefPation of it; here lies the 
“« Fraud. 

‘«< If Corruptions in the State are loudly complained 

«< of, the Corruptions of the People are urged againft 
“ the Complainants; and altho’ it be frankly acknowledg- 
<* ed, that the Evil which is fought to be redrefied de. 
“ ferves redrefling ; yet Corruption begins 
“¢ with Them ; They are the Source of it, and till their 
“© J yxury is reduced, their Nece{fities or their Crimes will 
<< always expofe them to the /nfluence of it; the j'eople 
«< therefore, and not their Reprefentatives, are the Eae- 
«¢ mies the Confituticn hath to fear: And thus Crimes that, 
‘<¢ are actually impofed upona whole People, ferve equally 
‘“ to aggravate their Gui/t,and palliate the Condu@ of their 
*¢ Betrayers. ‘ 

«« The Defects of fuch contemptible Arts, being /upplied 
‘¢ by the Number of thofe, who are fupported by them,

. T’ is the great Teft of a publick Writer, that he fpeak | 
Truth ; that he reprefent the State of his Country as, 

t is, and neither draw a Tiberiys for a Ve(pafian, nor Be 
cloath a Caracalla with the Virtues of a Trajan; that he, @& 
mourn Over Liberty in its Wane, but confefs its Luftre a8 
when cherifhed by an upright Adminiftration ; that he a! 
expofe the Caufes and the InSruments of publick Mifery, . 
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when fuch there are, but avoid mifguiding the Paffions of 
a believing Populace, by fo mifreprefenting publick Felici. 
ty, as to bring on a Fit of Political Vapours : In fine, that 
he fuffer neither the Art, the Wealth, or the Power of a 
guilty Minifter to fcreen him from a full Detection of his 
Crimes ; but that he deteft the Thoughts of painting a 
Patriot in the Colours of a T’raytor, and of Conjuring 
up a Sejanus from the Shades, and then pafling him on the 
Publick for a living Statefman. 

Tt would not be underftood to condemn all Parallels, or 
to fhut out hiftorical Applications from political Difcourfes; 
that would be to declare myfelf againft the eafieft, the 
faireft, and the moft natural Way of inftructing. But I 
am againft that rude bungling Way of characterizing which 
is practifed in the Craft/man and Fog, whercin we {ee ori- 
ginal Pictures terribly mangled, Features fubftituted, which 
never were in the Face, and thofe changed, which ’till 
they attempted Limning, were always thought the ftrong- 
eft in the Piece ; and all this to give it a Likenefs to fome- 
body elfe, which, after all, is fo clumfily done, that the 
are afraid the People fhould miftake it, and therefore to 
prevent their Pains from being quite thrown away, they 
under-write the Portrait of a Rafiaus or a Cochran, Don't 
mind the Marks of Age about this Painting, for the Face 
is Sir R. W's, tho’ the Drapery be after the Mode of 
Greece or Scotland. Such excellent Delineators are 
thefe ! 

The Publifher of a late Pamphlet, called, 4 Caveat to 
Britons, has taken the right Courfe in this Manner of in- 
ftructing. He has given the World an old Tranflation of 
afamous J/ta/ian Writer ; fothat he cannot be charged 
with hightening or exaggerating much lefs with changing 
cr interpolating his Author. He tells us candidly whence 
he had the Piece ; he gives us, and informs us as candid- 
ly, what were the Motives which inclined him to Publith 
it, and to give it this Title. He owns, that he imagines 
that there is Similitude between the prefent State of Bri- 
tain and the State Genoa is defcribed to have been in at the 
irit Contrivance of this Confpiracy. But he leaves it to 
his Readers to determine whether he be right in that Con- 
Cture or not. He ftates his own Thoughts ; but he med. 
cies not with thofe of his Author. He fays indeed, that 
there are. in his Opinion, Fye/chs in the Land of Britain, 
but he does not lay hold of this or that Man’s Character, 
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and, after torturing it, confefs a LikenefS, cry Out, ms 
Britons bebold Fiefch! 

The Genoefe, before Andrew Doria, by his Intereft with 
the Emperor, eftablifhed their Affairs, were in a very un- 
comfortable Condition ; they were mere Dependents on 
France ; but as all Dependents are rather defpifed than con- 
fidered, the Remembrance of Liberty made their Chains 
more uneafy than if they had been inur’d to Subjection, 
and the Methods taken by France to fecure their Obedi- 
ence by aGarrifon, and keeping the Grandees in Pay, ex- 
cluded almoft all Hopes of better Days: But the Virtue 
of one noble Citizen atchieved all that the moft zealous 
Lovers of their Country could wifh. Doria, whofe Pow- 
er at Sea rendered him extremely formidable, efpecially 
as Things then ftood in Jta/y, finding the French perfidi- 
ous in their Conduét, and that there was not any Shadow 
of Probability that they would give his Country Eafe, 
went over to Ca/ar; but on what Conditions? Not 
that he fhould make Doria great, but preferve Genoa 
free. 

A Projett fo juft, fo glorious, and in the Hands of fo 
great a Man, could not fail of Succefs. Doria delivered 
the Republick, fettled its ancient Government, reftored the 
Nobility to their Honours, the Merchants to a free Trade, 
and brought Peace and Plenty to the People. Such Bene- 
fits naturally (in fome Countries at leaft ) ftir up Gratitude, 
the Nobles, the Traders, the Populace, were loud in their 
Applaufes; and Doria, though he fought it not had an 
abfolute Authority in the State, becaufe he had the Hearts 
ot its Members.

Giddi- 
nefs drew in a Few, Prejudice againft Power, wherever 
placed, {welled their Numbers, and Indigence encreafed 
the Faction with a formidable Train of Confpirators, with 
whom Gain attoned for any Thing. Thus the Ruin of 
the moft juft, gentle Adminiftration was contrived by the 
moft deteftable Oppofition, the ancient Enemies of Genog 
could fet up. But Providence interpofed, took off Fye/ch 
in the very Execution of his Defign, and preferved both the 
City and its hoary Protector.

peffibility of Power; you who fee the Folly of the late Game 
you have been playing, contending {cr Men out of Power @- 
gain Menin Power, when ’tis impcffible you fheuld ever 
obtain your End by either of them. "Tis time, 
high time, indeed, to fly to Philofophy fer Relief. But 
why do I talk of Relief? Or, why do you talk of Per/e- 
cution? You can’t, you know, te et bbe your great 
Blefjing is, you can’t be curfed: No Being, tho’ vefted with 
Omnipotence, can hurt you ; for you have nothing to take 
hold of: You can’t be difappotnted ; you can’t be oppreffed ; 
you are perfect Reafon. I will therefore immediately en- 
ter intoa Difcu‘fion of a few Points depending between 
you anc me about the Confitution, the Revolution, the In- 
dependency of Parliaments, &c. in which Debates, I will 
endeayour to make ufe of Reafen on/y, without the leaft 
Mixture of Pa/ffion. Such is my Ambition to approach as 
near you as pofhible. 
it is, f own,a very difficult Thing to write againft you; 
not trom any Superiority of Argument, but from the Pria- 
ciple i you have laid down, and the Subjects you have de- 
fended. You have wrote in general upon Principles of Li- 
berty , you feem to reafon in Defence of the Confgitution 
and the Reve/ution, two glorious Subje@s! So that the 
Friends of Liberty are naturally prejudiced in your Fa- 
vour ; and apt to imagine, That Whoever wrires again 
jou writes againft Liverty, againft the Cenfitution, and a- 
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gainft the Jndependency of Parliament: Whereas the Truth 
is, you have, Satan-like, transformed your felf into an 
Angel of Light ; you have made ufe of the Principles of 
Liberty,to difgrace a Free Government ; you have laid dowa 
everlafting ‘Truths about the Conftitution, only to infinu- 
ate, that the Conftitution is in Danger, at a Time when 
‘twas never in more Health and Vigour ; and you have 
difcours’d about the sae peer of Parliaments, on pur- 
pofe to render the two Houfes of Parliament odsows and de- 
teftable to the People, as corrupt and dependent upon the 
Crown. This you have done ; and the Anfwers which I 
have made to you (for I am accountable only for my own 
Writings) have not been againft the Principles of Liberty, 
nor againft the Confitution or Independency of Parliaments ; 
but to fhew, that you have always made a wrong Applica- 
tion of right Principles : That you have defended the Con- 
ftitution when no Body attacked it ; and contended for the 
independency of Parliaments, at a’ Time when Parliaments 
had never fo much Power, when they| had never higher 
Notions of Liberty nor were lefs dependent on the Crown; 
if Wealth, good Senfe, and juft Ideas of the Rights of 
the People are able to preferve them from a State of De- 
pendency. 

I have afferted nothing about the Jnd pen lency of Parlia- 
ments, but what you have afferted your felf. I have onl 
contended for the Confitutional Independency of alithe Pow- 
ers of the Legiflature, as abfolutely neceflary to fupport 
the Balance, and effential to the Preferyation of the Con- 
ftitution ; and I have been confifent with my felf in this 
Argument: Whereas you have afferted, indeed, the Necef- 
fity of the Conftitutional Independency of all the Three 
Powers of the Legiflature ; and yet, atter that (to ferve a 
Turn againft the pee you have afferted the Independen- 
cy of only Two of thefe Powers, and the ab/olute Depen- 
dency of the Third Power, that is, the King; and in this 
you have been inconfiftent with your felf. 

This is the Argument, the Truth of which appears 
to me evident as the Sun ; as alfo the Neceffity of prefer- 
ving this Conftitutional Independency of all the Three Pow- 
€rs, in order to keep us from falling under the Tyranny 
of one fingle Power, For which Reafon, I defire, 
above all things, that before you ret.re wholly out 
of the World, you would difcufs and clear up fo im- 
portant a Point, and fhew me, how the Aing’s Confitutio 
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nal Independency, and his Powers of acting upon, limiting, 
and controuling the other Powers as the Nature of things 
require, can fubfift without the Dependencies upon him, 
created by the Difpofition of all Places, Civil, Military, and

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But if he departs from the juft Senfe of his Condition > 
if, contrary to the Submiffion which he made in the Face 
of his Country ; and, contrary to the Supp/ication which

SPAIN and PORTUGAT. 


HE Mifunderftanding, that has lately happened be. 

tween the Courts of Spain and Portugal, is likely, it 
feems, to be attended with very extraordinary Confequen- 
ces, his Portugueze Majefty appearing refolved to main- 
tain the Prerogatives of his Minifter. 

As this Affair is reprefented in a very different Light 
by both Parties, it will be but Juftice to relate what each 
fays for themfelves. According to the Spaniards, it hap- 
pened thus: The Officers of Juftice were conducting a 
Criminal to Prifon, and happening to pafs near the Am- 
bafador’s Houfe, four of his Domefticks fally’d out, refcued

cellency’s Houfe invefted foon after, and all his Dome. © 


fticks feiz'd, and committed to Prifon. His Excellency 





complained aloud againft this Treatment, and fent his 
Complaint to all the Foreign Minifters, but none of — 


them would receive it, alledging that the Ambaflador him- 
felf was the firft Aggreffor. 

On the other Hand, according to the Portugueze Am- 
baffador’s Manifefto, the Affair happened thus.

I im- 
mediately ordered the Fellows who were concerned in 
** the — to be ftript of my Livery, and difcharged ; 
“* accordingly the four Footmen who were prefent at the 
‘* Fray were inftantly turned out of Doors, though two 

of thei were only Lookers on. As for the Prifoner, I 
would not let him ftay a Moment in my Houfe, but 
had him put out direly. I wrote forthwith to the Pre- 
“* fident of Cafi/ie, acquainting him in proper Terms, 
_ with my extreme Concern for what had paffed, fo con- 
“trary to my Regard for the Juftice and Orders of his 
“© Catholich 
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Catholick Majefty ; adding, that I had difcharged from 
my Service fuch of my Domefticks as had any Hand in 
the Matter, that it might be no Obftacle to their recei- 
ving fuch Punifhment as they deferved. 

«“ The Confequence of this Civility, on my part, and 
of fo authentick a Proof of my Care was, that on Tue/- 
day the 22d Inftant, a great Number of So/diers, com- 
manded by three Officers, rufhed into my Houfe, with 
their Bayonets fixed to their Pieces, and laid hold on 
fuch of my Servants as were in the Hall, and on the 
Great Stair-Cafe. They advanced then to my yery 
Anti-Chamber, and had already feized on one of m 
Pages, when I came out, and asked by whofe Orders 
they committed fuch Violence in my Houfe: One of 
them anfwered, that they had the King’s Orders for 
feizing all they could find, but particularly the Livery 
Servants, tocommit themto the Publick Pri/fons, aud 
for that End would fearch the Houfe over, to take fuch 
as might be hid. I ask’d the Officer if he had his Or- 
ders in Writing; he anfwered no, for his Commiffary 
having received verbal Orders had given them no 
other. I then reply’d, that as I had no other Arms 
bat the Privilege and Sanity of my Character, [ cou’d 
only retire from being a farther Specfator of fuch an 
unheard-of Outrage. 


“ Thefe Soldiers took accordingly nineteen of my Ser- 


vants, as well in Livery as others, and tying them toge- 
ther, led them, with my Livery on their Backs, 
through the moft publick Streets of Madrid, to 
Prifon.

“< to him as Regimentary, as likewife thofe of bis Soldiers; 
‘< and that to convince him be was in Earneft he bad /ent 
«< bim that Money.” We mentioned in our BEE, 
N° 97, a very generous and popular Action of King Au- 
gufus, in ordering Count O/falinski’s Baggage, which had 
fallen into the Hands of the Ruffians, and might have been 
claimed by him, to be diftributed amongft the Soldiers : 
But we obferved thereupon, that the Action would have 
been ftill more generous and popular had he ordered the 
whole to have been reftored to the Count ; in which he 
would have imitated the Famous Mark Anthony, who 
when his Friend Ancbarbus deferted from him to Auguffus 
Ca/ar, {ent all his Money and Equipage after him ; which 
unexpected Generofity ftruck A ncbarbus fo, that it coft 
him his Life. Tho’ we cannot flatter ourfelyes with Sta- 
niflaus’s having read that BEE, yet no Doubt he has read 
the Roman Hiftory, and it is more than probable that he 
had this very Inftance in his Eye, when he behaved in 
this Manner to the Palatine of Kicw-: At leaft it is ve 
ry certain there never Was another Inftance of the like 
Generofity, fince that beforementioned of Mark Anthony, 
and every one muft own he has furpaffed King Augufus.

SIR 
believe there are few Men who have exercis’'d Power 
in the Ufes of Avarice and Oppreffion, but what at 
jome Time or other are fo ftung with Remorfes of Con- 
{crence, 
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fcience, that they would willingly diveft themfelves of it, 
could they do it with Security. Every Oppreffor muft 
as a human Creature have the Inclinations of Sy//z, though 
be wants his Refolution. Could a Man as eafily 
and fafely retreat as he advances in Iniquity, I doubt not 
we Should fee the Periods of fome Great Mens Power yo. 
luntarily fhortned. 

A Perfon in indigent Circumftances and of a low Station 
may be induced to fell or enflave his Country, merely to 
raife his Fortune and Dignity. But when he has done 
that, can any thing prevail on him to continue in a Courfe 
of Cruelty and Plunder, but the Neceflity of doing it in 
order to fecure himfelf ? Were Confcience out of the Cafe, 
Prudence would forbid him in Profperity to rely on thofe 
abandoned Inftruments he had made ufe of to raife him 
to it. How much muft fuch a Man as this be ftartled 
when he came to confider the Catalogue of thofe on 
whom he depends ? How few would he find that adhered 
to him out of Principle or Friendfhip? How many that 
would defert him as foon as their Intereft directed ? 
This Man, he might fay, who had abus’d me in 
ali Companions, who had drank Healths to my Confufi- 
oo, whofe only Merit was his Oppofition to me, who by 
that alone had been rais’d from the loweft Condition to the 
higheft Station, this Man I bought. His publick Spirit, 
his Gratitude, his Shame, all vanifhed at my firil Offer. 
Twenty Cecchines was the Price of him, and for twenty 
more he would defert me, and fly to thofe he has be- 
trayed. With like Reflections might he run through 
the greateit Part of them, and when he had, what could 
be conclude but this ? Contemptible as thefe Wretches ap- 
pear, yet muft I cherifh them ; others cry aloud for Ven- 
geance, and as I purchafed thefe by Rapine, by that muft 
f maintain them. The Neceffity of thefe Oppref- 
fors and Plunderers proceeding in their Villainies is ex- 
cellently defcribed in a Speech tranfmitted to us by Ma- 
cdiavel m his Hiftory of Florence. He gives us an 
Account of a Set of wicked Fellows, who had taken Arms, 
and committed all Sorts of Outrages on their Fellow-Citi- 
zens, and being in doubt whether they fhould lay down 
their Arms, and fubmit themfelves ‘to Mercy, one of 
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“ Were it now to be confidered, whether we were 
immediately to take Arms, to burn and plunder the 
Houfes of our Fellow-Citizens, and rob the Churches, 
I fhould be one of thofe who fhoull think it worthy 
of further Debate, and perhaps prefer harmlefs Po. 
verty before hazardous Gain. But fince Arms are 
taken, many Mifchiefs have been done, and much 
Prize has been got; it isin my Judgment moft natural 
to advife which my 3 our Gains are to be preferved, and 
how we may beit fecure ourfelves againft the Ills we 
have committed. Iam certain, if no one elfe fhould 
do you that Service, your own Neceflity would advife 
you. You fee the whole City full of Complaints and 
Indignation againft us. It remains therefore upon us 
to do two Things ; one is, to provide that we may 
not be punifhed for our paft Offences ; the other, that 
we may live with more Liberty and Satisfaction for 
the future.

Mr. Fog, in bis laf Fournal, gives usa particular Ac- 
count of the Ceremonies obferved at the Funeral of the late 
Prince/s Sobieski ; and as thefe are very different from any 
Thing we ever fee in this Country, we fancy our Readers 
will be well enough pleafed with it. 


‘ On Tuefday the r8th of February, the Body of the 
* Princefs Clementina Sobieski, cloathed in her ordinary 
* Habit, was carried from the Palace where fhe died, to 
‘ the Church of the Holy Apoftles. At the Gate 
© of the Church, the Corps was taken out of the Coach, 
* by the Gentlemen of the deceas’d, and placed upon 3 
‘ Bed of State made for that Purpofe, being met at the 
* Church Door by all the Fathers of the Convent with 
* each a lighted Taper in his Hand ; when they came into 
* the Middle of the Church, the Corps was placed upo 
‘a Frame, farrounded by twenty four Candles of white 

Wax. where the Office of the Dead was performed to 
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« After this the aforefaid Gentlemen of the deceas’d, 
bore the Corps into an inner Chamber, accompanied by’ 
the Pope’s Major Domo, the Archbifhop of Amafia, 
and the Mafters of the Ceremonies to his Holinefs, 
there being prefent Donna Ifabeila Acquaviva D’ Arrago- 
nz, Datche/s Stozzi, with the Ladies and Maids of Ho- 
nour of the Deceas’d, in the Prefence of thefe and 
other neceflary Attendants the Body was embalm’d under 
the Direction of Signior Antonio Laprotti Phyfician to 
his Holinefs. 

‘ This Ceremony being over, the Dutche/s Stozzi, 
who had attended the deceas’d Princefs in all her []- 
nefs, and the other Ladies, cloathed the Body in the 
Habit of a Dominican Nun, in Honour to the Convent 
to which fhe had once retired, when it was carried to a 
Chapel of the faid Church, where a Swifs Guard art. 
tended ; here it lay till Sunday the 23d, when it was 
to be carried to the great Church of St. Peter ; accord- 
ingly on Sunday the 23d, the Dutchefs and Ladies afore- 
faid going into the Chapel drefs’d the wee in Robes 
with rich Gold Clafpe, and trimm’d with Gold and Er- 
mine, over which was put a Mantle of Purple Velvet 
lined with Ermine, with black Tufts adorned with Gold 
Lace, upon her Legs were Silk Stockings with Gold 
Clocks, the Shoes were of Purple Velvet embroidered 
with Gold, upon her Hands white Gloves likewife em- 
broidered with Gold, upon her Head was a Cap of 
Purple Velyet, bordered at the Edge with Ermine, her 
Hair hanging loofe about her Neck and Shoulders, 
then the Corps was removed from the Chapel 
to the middle of the Church, and placed upon a Bed 
of State prepared for that Purpofe, covered with a rich 
Brocade, and a fumptuous Canopy over it, the whole 
Church being hung with Black, and illuminated with aa 
infinite Number of Wax Candles, two and thirty Card:- 
nals in Purple Habits, (which is theif Habit of Mourn- 
ing) affifting in the Office of the Dead. 

«Then began the Proceffion towards the great Church 
of St. Peter in the following Manner :

Revolutions, and you have put it out of your own Power 
to refufe a kind Acceptance of my Papers, by the extra- 
ordinary Step you took to procure a good Reception for 
your own. Your Dedication, my Lord, I freely own, 
produced mine; and as you kave endeavoured to deceive 
Mankind, by fuggefting therein falfe Charges againit Him, 
{ fhall, as far as I am able, undeceive the World, by tel- 
ling nothing but Truths to you. 

The Political Difputes now reigning in Britain are of 4 
Nature not fingular,-and yet may have an End very de- 
itructive. Our Quarrels arife from our enjoying « Plenty 
and Peace ; from our having few Neceflities to provide 


for, and fewer Dangers (except of our own creating) t0 | 


provide againft. The fame Sort of Broils have difturbed 
all Nations in the fame Circumftances, and it ought to be 
our Care, that they have not the fame Iflue here, which 
they have too frequently had elfewhere ; that is, tht 
they be prevented from introducing Confufion, under the 
fpecious Name of Reformation, and overturning the Co? 
ifitution on Pretence of amending it. In order to this, ! 
cannot devife any Method more proper than the reviewi0g 


the Rife, Progrefs, Declenfion, and utter Deftru¢tion of 


thofe Monarchies and Commonwealths, which have bee 
moft famous, and in Relation to whofe Affairs Hiftory 
Sives us the fulleft Information. This Way of Proceeding 
‘s natural, juft, open, and what will effectually recom 
mend it to y. and has been fan@tified by the continual 
Prattice of the Craft/man, whofe Papers, one and all 
you take into your Prote¢tion, and are even at a -- “ 
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Words (fo difficult a Thing is Self-Panygerick) fufficient 
to exprefs their tranfcendant Excellence. 

Thus, in my Words, my Lord, I have fet before you 
the End propofed by my Differtations, the Method E 
fhal]l take in framing them, and the Reafons which deter- 
mined me to that Method. Nor will it be poffible, even 
for your Lordfhip’s Art and Eloquence, to difprove ny

The lat- 
ter will fuggeit every Reafon which could enforce the 
pulling down a Tyranny, as an Argument for fubverting 
the former, without offering any Proof as to the Matters 
of Fact, whereon the whole turns, more than their owa 
loud and pofitive Affertions. 

If in any litigated Point, the Voice of a Party were 
taken for Evidence, ’tis plain that Juftice could never be 
done. Your abufing thofe you call Court Writers; your 
ftiling them Hirelings, Blockheads, and Proftitutes, proves 
nothing at all, nor will People of common Senfe be 
brought tothink they have lefs Confcience, Learning, or 
Integrity than Ca/ep and his Affociates, while a Repetiti- 
on of the fame foul Names are the only Teftimonies 
brought to fupport their being given at firft, juft as the 
Malecontents at Bi/ling/gate utter a Flow of Ill-Language, 
and queftioned for it, offer a fecond more filthy Volley of 
Scandal than the former, in their Defence ; fo the People 
are forced to reft fatisfied, and to enquire no farther, left 
thofe, who, an any Occafion, are ready. to lie, fhould, 
on farther Provocation, take it iato their Heads to 
fwear ; For when Men foufe over Head and Ears into 
Villany or Faction, who can tell to what a Length they 
will proceed ? 

There is no Queftion to be made, that, in Politicks, as 
well as in other Sciences, Reading, Meditation, and Elo. 
quence, may enable a Man to fpeak or write plaufibly fre 
er coz on any Topick ; for, as the common Saying has 
— =e, 
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it, Every thing bas its Conveniency and its Inconvenienry, 
Now, the whole Art of Perfuafion lying in nothing elfe 
but the magnifying the former, and diminifhing the latter, 
without Regard to the real Nature of the Thing, it fol. 
lows, that a Man of tolerable Genius, making ute of the 
Helps before-mentioned, will have it in his Power to im. 
pofe on Nineteen in Twenty of the common People’s 
Reafon, and to fhew them Objects through a Medium fit 
to sive them fuch a Figure and Magnitude, as he is wil. 
ling, in their Opinions, fhould be annexed to them. If 
Mien of this Stamp contend together, the Succefs of thefe 
Champions will depend upon their own Skill, and on the 
Paflions of their Judges, who, in the Cafe before us, are 
the People ; fo that thofe who have the ready Thought, 
and been ufed to {peaking moft, will have the Advantage, 
at Truth be not glaringly on the other Side of the Que.

a higher Nature, fuch as caballing with Publick Minifters, 
dictating for them fcandalous M m Ils, and pub- 
lifhing Falfities even in the Senate, with moft amazing Con- 
fidence, infomuch that all Things tended apace to Con- 
fufion; and there wanted nothing but a Rupture a- 
broad to have gratified the Patriots with a Rebellion at 
home.

Conclufion of the Remarks on the late Lord B———mm’s 
Apology. 


N the two laft Papers on this Subject, the Defign and 
I the Conduét of this Author, in the Dedication prehx- 
€d to the late Differtation on Parties, were fuificiently ex- 
plained. It may now be confidered, what Ground he had 
tor the Fears which moved him to write his Apology, and

In 
Breach of Faith, and of the Grand Alliance, contrary to 
his Oath,and the Duty of his Allegiance, he negotiated, fign- 
ed, and concluded, a private, /eperate, defruttive ‘Treaty 
with the late French King, the declared Enemy of this 
Nation, and the common Enemy of Europe.

protect, which our Plenipotentaries were inftructed to pre- 
ferve, and whith the Royal Hord had affured the whole 
Nation fhould be preierved, whilft the Principal Secretary 
of State, departing from his Oath, betraying the Faith of 
his Country: eluding the Queen’s Inftructions, and giving 
the Lye to the peech which he put in her Mouth, made 


mintclt the istamous Inftrument of the common Ene: 
= atthat — engaged in open War with this 
vingvom, afd the more infamous Betrayer of out 
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in we had accepted the Mediation of their Differences, 
under the moft folemn Engagement to preferve their 
Interetts. 

This wasthe Tenor of the Impeachment, and to this might 
be added an infinite Catalogue of Crimes committed in the 
Courfe of a moft proffigate and traiterous Adminiftration. 
But the Enormity of every Act alledged againft him, gave 
the higheft Energy to the fthorteft Impeachment; and 
where every fingle Fact was an Overt Ad? of Treafon,there 
was no Occafion to multiply Articles, fince any one o 
them, fingly, was of itfelf fufficient to obtain the full 
Meafure of Fuftice. 

To efcape this Enquiry, and to baffle the juft Purfuie 
of hisCountry, he fled from his Trial, to the Protection of 
that Court which had reaped the Benefits of his Crimes,and 
owed their Peace to his Treafons. 

To aggravate thefe Treafons, which he confeffed by his 
Flight, he entered into the Service, and became the Mini- 
fter of a Popifh Pretender ; and, after having betrayed the 
Interefts and Commerce of Britaintothe Power of France, 
he devoted our Laws and Liberties to Defiruction, by ftir- 
ring up a Civil War, and folliciting the Help of Foreign 
Arms, to introduce the Pretender, the Popi/h Religion, and 
an ab/folute Form of Government. 

Inthis detefted Caufe he continued, and in this deftructive 
Work he proceeded, inciting the Nobility and Gentlemen 
of this Country, at the Ruin of their Families, to. rife in 
Rebellion, and to declare War againft the Conftitution; great 
Numbers of whom, Men of eminent Quality, and of am- 
ple Eftates, forfeited their Lives, their Honours, and the 
Bread of their Children, in the Confequence of thofe 
Crimes wherein his Advice, and his wicked Arts, had in- 
volved them. 

When the happy Succefs of his Majefty’s Arms had re- 
fiored the Security of our Laws, and fupprefled a Rebelison 
again? the Conftitution; when Slavery fled to Foreign 
Climates, and the Grim Ido/ of the Facobite Faction with- 
drew himfelf beyond the Alps ; when wicked Ambition 
was abandoned to Defpair, and this guilty Man beheld 
himfelf doom’d to fuffer Intamy and Exile ; he fought by 
Submiffion, by Prayers and Tears, what he could not ob- 
tain through Blood and Confufion: He follicited Mercy 
from that Prince whofe jerfon and whofe Family he had 
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purfued with Deftruétion; he follicited the Royal Indul. 
gence for Leave to return to his Country, to breath that

With this Weight of Guilt and Odium, fupported by 
the Intreaties of a Foreign Court where he had Refuge,

Ifa Grant of Lands were confirmed at the Recommen- 
dation of the Crown by the Authority of Parliament, 
and the Confideration of the Grant fet forth in the Intro- 
duGtion of the Law were complied with, I leave this Per- 
fon himfelf to judge, whether the Crown might not recover 
the Lands, notwithftanding the Act of Parliament made in 
his Favour. 

To fet the Cafe even lower and clearer: Should 
the King by his Parcon to any one capitally con-

the Punifhment of Crimes committed againft the whole 
Body Politick of the Kingdom. If the Conditions of 
his Mercy are not obferved, he may overlook Ingrati- 
tude; but, if the Conditions of their Indulgence are 
departed from, They cannot in Juftice to thofe whom 
they reprefent, fuffer fuch violated Faith to pafs with 
Impunity.

This could only be main- 
tain'd, with Regard to the Difference, between Per/ons, 
deriving Inftruction from the one, and the other Original : 
¥n the Fir, the Gentleman, the Seldter, and the Patriot, 
are in{fpired with Sentimenis, not immediately confined to 
them/elves, but diffufive ; and productive of Bleflings tao 
the People, they are horn to 27 for ; whereas, in the Laf, 
though there are taught plain, moral, and religious, 
‘Fraths, conducive, indeed, to the private Emolument of 
the honeft, and ufeful, Pleberean, yet, muft fuch Leffons 
be allowed lefs meceffary to, becaufe already known by, E- 
very elevated, and diftinguifhed, Condition. 

Another Advantage, in Favour of the Stage, is, that 
though it applies itfelf to the Reafon, It does it not, pri- 
mart/y, and with a dry Demontitration of what is, and 
what is not, our Duty; but, through the powerful Medi- 
ation of the Pa/fions, governs the Mind, by moving the 
Heart; and fo, playing Pride againft Defire, Fear againft 
Ambition ; or Shame againft Folly ; preferves the Ba//ancé 


ot Nature ; and makes Reafon the Confequence, not Caufe, 


of our Conviction.

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Mind, to obferve the Opportunity, either ua/een, or neg- 
jetted ?——» ——Whom ought infulted O/d Age to accufe, 
that, mftead of inculcating the Reverence, due to its /Vi/- 
dom, the Stage’s favourite Endeavour is, to reprefent it, 
as infignificant, or contemptible ? IWho/e Reproach 
fhould it be, to a Nation of Trade, that Citizen, and 
Cuckold, are fynonymous Terms in our Comedies ? 
Or, that the Youth, of both Sexes, in Place of charm- 
ing Themfelves, by Help of the Stage, with the Beauties 
of Obedience, and Modefy, gather Reafons, and Exam-

FRANCE. 


H E Inclinations of the Freach King have lately 

taken a furprizing Turn, that Monarch feeming at 

refent to find his greateft Pleafure in Polliticks ; info. 

much that he has quitted the Chace for the Cabinet, and 

never fails affifting at all the Councils, whether the Delite. 
rations be Peace or War. 

His mcft Chriftian Majefty has remitted 35001. to the 
Earl of Denbigh, towards making good the Lofs his 
Lordfhip fuftained, by the Burning his fine Houfe, rented 
lately by Monfieur Chavigny at Twickenham. 

Private Letters from Paris bring Advice, that the 
French were fo univerfally exafperated, at the ‘Thought of 
King Staniffaus’s abdicating a Crown, which had plunged 
their Nation into a bloody War, and already coft them 
their heft Generals, many thoufand Soldiers, and an im- 
menfe Treafure, that the Miniftry were forced to make 
Ufe of a Feint to appeafe the People, and to deny that the 
Plan, as given out, was authentick. Some of the News- 
Papers having exhibited an Extract of this Plan, immedi- 
ately after its being communicated to the Minifters of the

SPAIN and PORTUGAL.

«< his Irons were taken off afloon as he got within that 
«© Minifter’s Houfe, which was a plain Contempt of the 
‘© Authority that put themon: The Minifter fet the 
« Prifoner at Liberty, which was plainly approving the 
‘< Conduct of his Servants; and whereas he alledges that 
«¢ he thruft him out the Moment he was informed of his 
** being there, it is well known he continued there at leaft 
‘< thirty Hours, and then conducted fafe to an Azylam - 
‘© His Footmen were not turn’d away, as he pretends, but 
‘* were all found in his Houfe. 

The Fellow about whom all this Buftle is made, is faid 
to be a Relation of one of the Portugueze Ambaflador’s 
Domefticks, who was concerned in the Refcue ; and being 
a Farmer, ferved his Excellency with Hay and Straw. ° Lis

RoME and ITaly. 


Ount Konigfegg, that indefatigable and active General, 

A is already arrived in Jta/y, where he has again taken 
upon him the Command of the Jmperia/ Army ; but what 
made his Arrival moft welcome is, that he brought with 
him from Vienna two Millions of Florins in Specie : Both 
Armies are in Motion, and a bloody Battle is daily ex- 
pected. 

Some Letters from Jta/y infinuate, that Cardinal Alle. 
roni is indefatigable in his Endeayours to reconcile the En- 
peror with Spain, thinking the prefent a fine Opportunity 
to revenge himfelf upon France, for turning him formerly 
out of his Miniftry. If this be true, his Eminencys 
Syfhem of Politicks muft be greatly changed. 

The King of France has demanded Leave of the Repub- 

lick of Genoa, to fend a Body of 18,000 Men through 
their Territories, to reinforce the Army of the Allies: 
But the Senate, already perplexed to the laft Degree, 
with the Lofs of Corfca, and the Neighbourhood of the 
Spaniards, have requefted Time to give his Majefty their 
Anfwer. The Duke de Moxtemar, at the Head of 30,000 
Men, prefies hard for the Purchafe of Port Specie, but 
the Gencefe are not forward to ftrike the Bargain, bcing 
better able to deal with fewer Purthafers. 

The Corficans haye actually thrown off entirely their 
Allegiance to the State of Genoa, and form’d themfelves 
into a Republick : Their Government is to confift of two 

rimates, a Junto of fix, and a Senate of twelve Perfons. 
Giafferi and Cicaldi, the two famous Leaders in the laft 
Rebellion (as the Genoe/e term it) are appointed Primates 
tor Life, with the Titles of Royal Highnefs : The Junto 
‘s to be named by the Senate, and the Senate to be com- 
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peek of Deputies chofen by the Cities, and great 
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The Right Hon. the Countefs of Efex is gone from 
Turin tofee Rome, where fhe was received with all pof- 
fible Honours by the Princes and Princeffes refiding there. 
Her Excellency has been fhewn all the Curiofities of thag 
famous City, and was introduced to the Affemblies held at 
the Princefs Corfini’s, the Pope’s Niece. The Countefs 
lodged at Mrs. Radcliffe’s, a Lady who is related to the 
late Earl of Derwextwater, and is fettled at Rome. 

‘Tis faid, the Number of his Catholick Majefty’s 
Troops in Lombardy, will thortly exceed thirty-five 
thoufand Men. 

The Courts of Madrid, and Turin, have had ftrong 
Temptations thrown in their Way, to fheath the Sword, 
and fit down contented ; but, “tis faid, the King of Spain 
has fent a new Declaration to Paris, that no perfonal Con- 
fideration fhall detach him from the general Intereft of 
the Alliance. The King of Sardinia is faid, at firft, to 
have thought the Offers made him fufficiently Advanta- 
gious; but he has been fince perfuaded, that another 
Campaiga would very probably furnifh him with new Ag- 
guifitions. 


GERMARNY. 


E are affured from Vienna, that the Emperor. has 

declared to the Britifh and Dutch Miuniiters, that 
he fubmitted to the new Plan, merely to give the World 
an inconteftible Proof, of his Readinefs to acquiefce with 
all the Views of the Maritime Powers, and to thew his 
Earneftnefs for reftoring the Tranquillity of Europe - 
But that he hoped, on the other hand, in cafe the Allies 
refufed to acceed, the Eyes of the Maritime Powers would 
be opened, and that they would declare immediately in 
his Fayour, in order to preferve the Liberties of Eyx- 
Tope. 

They talk likewife at the Court of Vienna, that there 
isa greater Probability than ever of gaining over the E- 
lector of Bavaria to the Intereft of his Zmperia/ Majefty ;

Should the Elefor of Bavaria join the 
French, to which he is frronely fufpected of being very 
well difpofed, fach an Enterprize will be far from being 
impraGicable. 

The Polifo Army under Count Tar/o have had divers 
Skirmifhes with the Sexons, but no Engagement yet either 
confiderable or decifive. Count Pocey, who commands 
another Body of Troops in the Intereft of King Stani/laus, 
being informed of Count Zer/o’s Danger, ts advancing in 
all hatte to join him, or at leaft to make fuch a Diverfion 
as may give him Room to Retreat if he pleafes. Some 
pretend, that this Step of Count Zar/o’s was nothing elfe 
but a Stratagem, to draw the Flower of the Polifo Troops 
into fuch a Dilemma, as muft oblige them either to fubintt, 
or expofe them to be cut in pieces. The Saxons have re- 
taken Frauenfadt from the Poles, and the Ruffians Li//2. 

The Court at Koniagsberg have received frefth Affu- 
rances that France will never abandon King Staniffaws, but 
will fpend to the lait Penny rather than fuffer his Ma- 
jefty to receive any Difhonour. We believe this 
Account to be true, but muff leave it to Time to recon- 
cile it with the Reports of an approaching Ceffation of 
Arms.

Indeed, I am aftonifhed that a Maa, 
who was able to gratify his Van ty by fuch a Work, and 
had mace Himfelt richer than his Maffer, thould be fo 
modeit as to let it go by his Name. I am fure, at leaf, it 
is more than many Men, in the fame Circumftances, would 
have condefcended to do. 

You lately took fome Notice of Pe//as, another Freed: 
ee WO was not only rais’d from the Dunghill to the 
peg a of Favour with his Prince, flattered by 
wy ee mig tr Me, Defcendent from the o/d Kings of Ar- 
44/2, and was really grown richer than any of a 
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but (a2) controuled the Emperor, as a /ate Author ob 
ferves, Jay with the Emprefs, aad was Mafer of the 
Empire. 

This Arcadian Prince, whofe high Defcent had been ob- 
fcured for fo many Generations, had a Brother named Fe- 
lix, who likewife advanced Himfelf from a freed S/ave to 
the Government of 7udea, aud was the Husband of three 
Queens. —— What a noble Pair of Brothers was here ; and 
how glorious a Figure would They make in the Hands of 
fome modern IVriters, who have outdone all former Ages 
in the true Spirit of Panegyrick ? 

I am the more defirous of feeing /uch a Work under- 
taker, becaufe the Author, whom I have juft mentioned, 
is pleafed to treat thefe s/lufrious Upfarts very roughly, 
as Vermin, In/fe@s, and the Off-/courings of the Earth, who 
were unworthy of fuch Royal Favour and Exaltation., 
(b) * It was abfolutely impoflible, /ays He, that thefe 
‘ ajle Upfarts thould love the Sexate, or any grcat Mex, 
« great in Blood, or Fortune, or Virtue; or that the Se- 
‘“ nate, or any great Roman, could love fuch wile Upfarts. 
‘« But We fee what Difguifes Fear and Falfbood can put 
«“ on! Impartial Pofterity, which neither fears the Se- 
“< nate, nor Pallas, can perceive nothing in the, Honours 
“by Them conferred upon Him, but the Infamy of 
“both perpetuated. Nor was Claudius the only Em- 
‘ peror, who was thus led in Bondage by his fraachis’d 
‘¢ Bondmen. Others fubmitted to the fame Vaflalage, to 
‘© the fame infamousCounfellors. Plerigue Principes, fays 
“ Pliny, Libertorum erant Servi; horum Confiliis, horum 
“< Nutu regebantur. ' 

But fuch Invectives as Thefe, inftead of difcouraging the 
learned Gentlemen, to whom I am recommending ¢hrs 
Task, will incite Them to it, and furnifh Them with a 
glorious Opportunity of difplaying their Rhetorick, 
They may here expatiate, as [hey have ojten done al- 
eady, on the Cruelty of raking up the Afhes of Men, 
who have refted fo many Centuries in their Graves, and 
once made fo confpicuous a Kigure on the Theatre of the 
World. They may corroborate This, by obferving 
that a Man’s raifing Himfelf from the loweit Dregs of

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the People to the higheft Pinacle of Power, is fo far 
from being Matter ot juft Reproach upon Him, that it 
is a convincing Proof of his Integrity, Ability and fu- 
perior Addrefs. They may farther urge, with their 
ufual Force of Reafoning, that it ts the undoubted Right 
of Princes to chufe their own Servants, and Favourites, 
5 well as their Duty to fupport Them, when They have 
een once employed againft all Combinations of great Men, 
ud the Joudeft Clamours of popular Fad?rons. lo 
“his it may be added, as a feafonable Remark, that 
Prebeminence is always apt to beget Ency, and that 
Revenge is the natural Confequence of Di/appointment ; 
from whence it is not wonderful that /wch great Men, 
whofe native Obfcurity gave a Luitre to their Elevation, 
fhould meet with Oppofition from their Cotemporaries, and 
be delivered down to us, in fuch odious Colours, by a 
Parcel of republican Authors. 

But to leave thefe Roman Upfarts, what were the fa- 
mous Mamalukes of Egypt, but a Race of military Slaves, 
like the Turkifh Fanizaries at prefent, or the Preatorian 
Guards of old, who depofed their Priace, fet up Them- 
felves, and maintained the Government in their own Hands, 
tor feveral Succeffions ? Nay, it was a fundamental Prin- 
ciple of their Confitution, that no Perfon fhould fucceed 
to the Empire, who had not been a S/ave Himfelf ; fo 
that here was a whole Race of Kings, who may be proper- 
ly called Upfarts, as They had no other Title, or Pre- 
tenfions to the Crown. This, perhaps, may be 
thought to carry a Reflection upon fanding Armies ; but 
it 38 certainly a moft remarkable Inftance of Men, who 
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rofe like Meteors, out of Dirt into Sovereignty, and will * 


for ever be an Apology for Zho/e, who are fired with the 
tame laudable Ambition. 

I cannot do my own Country fo much Honour as to fay 
that it affords us any Examples of the /ame Kind; be- 
caule our Conftitution does not allow of any Slaves except 
Chofe, who /e/l Them/elves; but it is evident from the 
Englifo Hiffory that moft of our Prime-Miniffers and Fa- 
vourttes have been New-Mea, who have rais’d Themfelves 
from private, and fometimes yery ob/cure Families, to the 
higheft Pofts of Truff and Pewer. You have given us fo 
snag {nftances of This, fince the Congueft, that it would 
we impertinent to repeat them, or infift any farther on 
the Frooi of a Point, fo generally acknowledged on both 
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sides. My only Detign, as I {aid before, is to give a few 
Hints toany Perfon, who will be fo generous as to vin- 
dicate the (/pfrarts of all Ages from the common Re- 
proaches, W hich have been caft upon Them, and to fet 
their Characters in that Light, which they truly deferve. 
I fhall therefore conclude with a general Remark, or two, 
on the fame Subject. 

It is demonftrable from Hiftory that wheneyer Mez of 
this Chara@er have got into Power, no Matter by what 
Means, They have generally exercifed it with more Spi- 
ritand Authority than Perfons of a much fuperior Rank. 
There is fomething in Men of high Birth, Fortune and - 
Difin@ion, which makes ‘Them think it a Diminution of 
their own Characters to opprefs, and infult over Thofe 
beneath Them; whereas an Upfart, who fprung from 
the People, is commonly afhamed of his Original, and 
therefore endeavours to diftinguifh Himfelf from Them, 
by taking all Opportunities to ufe Them ill. This is the 
Reafon, no Doubt, why fo many wife Princes have chofen 
to rule by /uch Subfitutes rather than by others, whofe 
Nobility ot Soul, as well as of Blood, will not fuffer Them 
to be concerned in many Things, which the Admuinittra- 
tion of Go,ernment requires, nor even to comply, in 
fome Cafes, with the Humours, or Paffions of their Prince ; 
whereas it is the Nature of a ¢ruebred Upffart, not only 
to undertake any Service, and to bear any Ufage, but 
even to go beyond the Commands of his Prince, to project 
fevourite Fobs, and recommend Himfelf by Works of po- 
litical Supererogation. 

It is true, indeed, that rhefe Men fometimes grow fo 
much elated with Power, that They are not contented 
without domineering over their Mafer, as well as their 
Fellow Subjects ; but then They commonly do it in a very 
genteel Manner, and ‘with great Dexterity, according to 
That of the Poet ; 


The Politician [pins fo fine @ Thread, 
That Princes think They lead, when They are led. 


Ifa Minifver wants to carry any Point, which He dares 
bot propofe to his Mzfer, He may get fomebody elfe ol 
more Credit to inftil it into Him, by Way of Advice, and 
then receive it back again, in the Form of a Command; by 
which Means, He hath the Merit of obeying his Sove- 
Tilgys 
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reign, whilft in Truth He is only executing a Projed of 
bis own. | 

I defigned to have added fome Obferyations on a fubor. 
dinate Race of Upfarts, commonly called Scrubs, who al. 
ways fwarm in great Numbers, where the other are in 
Power, and take their Name from doing their dirty /ork. 
But as This would carry me too tar, I muft referve 
it for another Opportunity.

Mr. Fog’s laf Fournal contains a Letter from one of bis 
Correfpondents, who begins his Epifile wth a foort Ex. 
comium upon Military Difcipline, and then proceeds in 
the following Manaxer. 


F (fays this Gentleman) the Laws for preventing Defer. 

tion in the Army were extended to all Civs/ Deferters, 
and that thofe, who are wicked enough to betray their 
Country, and the Caufe of Liberty, were to be punifhed 
with Death, this execrable Crime, which is now commit. 
ted with Impunity, would be prevented, and many a ftout 
Briton, who rides Poft for goo or 500 Miles, in Order to 
fell himfelf, would be obliged to preferve his Honour and 
his Confctience, by preferving his Freedom. I ‘Should like- 
wife be extreamly pleafed if the Article of /Var, which 
provices fo effectually againft Defertion, was added to the 
Articles of the Church, and that every Prieft and dignified 
Clergyman by fubfcribing to it fhould fubject himfelf to the 
iame Penalty, to which the Military (Sentlemen are liabie. 
I co not know any one Thing, that could doa more real 
service to the Church of England, or more Honour 
to the Hierachy. Then we thould never fee a venerable 
Poor marching atthe Head of his Brethren, and founding 
his Bell againft Herefy, and by and by leading the fame 
Men to affift the Robbers of his Country. Then we fhould 
never fee a great Clerk appear To-day a Witne/s tor Fe/us, 
and To-morrow open with Vehemence againft his Doc 
trine, and plead the Caufe of Ccrruption. In fhort, we 
fhould never fee any great Fcclefiaiticks or others, who 
have had a liberal and ingenuous Education, brib’d by * 
lucrative Dignity or Penfion to defert their God, or ther 
Country, provided the Danger were as. great as the poo 
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Soldier’s, who runs from his Colours. God knows,the Crime 
is infinitely greater. Cuftom indeed and the general Con- 
fent of Mankind have branded thefe Civi/ De/erters with 
a Mark of Infamy, fo that they are fhunned, detefted and 
defpifed wherever they appear. ‘They are even reviled 
bythe Hyre/ines who write in Defence of the fame bad 
Caufe, anda /Valingham or Osborne would think himfelf 
difhonoured by their —— Is it poffible for a rational 
Creature to fall lower! However, all this is not a fuff- 
cient Punifhment, fince it neither ties up their Hands or 
their Tongues, nor reftrains their Power of doing Mif- 
chief ; efpecially when they change the Scene of Action, and 
go into Places where they are not known. 

I was fo full of thefe Reflections the other Day, when 
an old Friend came to make mea Vifit, that I could nor 
forbear communicating to him what I have here faid to 
you. At the fame Time I asked him with fome Earneft- 
nefs, what could pofflibly induce a rational Being to become 
an Enemy to his Country, fince if he fucceeds in his En- 
terprize, he muft neceffarily enflave himfelf and his Pofte- 
rity; and whether he fucceeds or not, he is fure to be 
looked on with Abhorrence and Deteftation, while he lives, 
and his Name will be infamous inall Ages ? Whether any 
Dignitiesor Preferments, Places or Penfions, can make a 
Man a fufficient Compenfation, who has thus proftituted 
his Chara¢ter and his Confcience ? In fhort, whether ail 
the Gold and Jewels in the Mines of Brazil can give a 
Luftre to fuch a Wretch, asall the Water in the Sea can- 
not wafh clean ? I muft inform you by the W: y> 
that the Gentleman, to whom I thus addreffed myfelf, is a 
learned Roficrucian, who perfectly underftands the Na- 
ture of Spirits, and their various Orders and Operations, 
I may fay full as wellas our great State-Chymiff under ftands 
the Nature of Metals, and the different Powers and Ef- 
lects of Silver and Gold. This is enough to give you a 
proper Idea of my Friend’s great Capacity ; and fo much 
it was neceffary to premife, that you may the better com-

They are difpatched from the Pandemonium two or three 
Times in every Century, and are commanded to conti- 
nue on the Earth till they have executed their Commif- 
fions ; that is, till they have perform’d fuch a fignal 
Mifchief, as may merit the Thanks of their great Ma- 


‘fier. They are of different Orders and Profeffions, but 


are well known to the learned Ro/cruciansby the Names 
or ‘Titles which in all the Eurcpeas Dominions they 2i- 
fume from the Letters of the Latin Alphabet. Thus 
one is ftiled the Demon A. another the Demon B. and the 
third the Demon C. Whenthey have made themielves 
famous by any notable Exploits, or fuperlative Villanies, 
they are at Liberty to double their Letters Honoris Cau- 
sé. For Example, the Demon A. will then be called 
A. A. the Demon B. the Demon B. B. Gc. If it hap- 
pens (as fometimes it does) that there are feyeral Demons 
of the fame Name or Letter, they muft then be diftin- 
guifhed by the Places of their ordinary Refidence ; 4s 
thofe of the fame Clan, Name or Family are diftinguifh- 
ed in Scotland. Now the Letter, which for many Years 
pait has made the greateft Figure in the Briti/> Deme- 
notracy, isthe Confonant V; the Arch-deferter or Di- 
re‘Tor-gencral of allthe other De/erters being denomina- 
ted from that Letter. For this Charaéter let me refer 
you to fome Reams of Panegyrick, which are daily pub- 
lifhed, and are to be had Grass at every Foft-Houfe in 
Great Britain, unlefs you rather chufe to form a Judg- 
ment of this Arch-Spirit from a late famous Dedications 
Which contains a fummary Recapitulation of all his great 
Actions and Defigns, without the Jeaft Mixture of Flat- 
tery or Compliment. There you fee, that his new Me- 
thods of Corruption, his various Frauds and Oppreffion, 
but above all, the great Power, which he has acquired 
‘ 
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by his 4poffacy, has given him a juft Preheminence over 
all his Fellows and Contemporaries.

confpicuous Proofs of his great Abilities, and is at prefent 

i fuch high Efteem in the Pandamonium, that it has been 


; ananimoufly refolyed to add a third S. to his Name, and 


to beftow on him a rich Collar with all his E/fes curioufly 


‘engraven on it. For this has been fometimes practifed to 
tewardExtraordinary Merit; the trza nomine being reck-

HE * Motto of Augufas, as it fhewed the good 

Senfe of him who chofe it, fo it is a Maxim which 
every Man muit learn, who is prompted by a generous 
Ambition to excel in the Bufinefs he undertakes. ‘Lo 
nake too much Hafte is as great a Sign of Folly as to 
creep ; and as Moderation is a Virtue in moft Cafes, fo, 
in writing, a Man muft open his Principles clearly, or his 
Deductions cannot fail of being intricate and ob{cure. 1 
make this Apology, becaufe I find myfelf conftrained to go 
back as far as the Original of Civil Government, in order 
to give a jaft Account of Faction and its Effects. 

Thofe who make Society a thing natural to the human 
Species, and thofe who affirm it to be the Refult of Fear, 
agree in this, that Men make a Surrender of fome of 
thofe Rights which God has given them with their Being, 
it order to obtain a Security in the Exercife of thofe 
which they retain. 

But tho’, at firft fetting out, thefe things feem plain 
enough, yet when we come to examine the Queftions that 
are immediately dependent upon them, we fhall find 
them more crabbed, and requiring much more Skill and 
Attention to determine any thing about them ; for as to 
the Rights which are neceffary to give the ruling Powers 
competent Force to protect thofe who are to obey them, 
who can affign them? Or rather who can affign them ex- 
actly ? Conititutions differ, and confequently require diffe- 
rent Meafures of Power ; the Situation of the Country, 
the Genius of the People, the Circumftances of their 
Neighbours, are all Things to be confidered in the De- 
termination of this Queftion. 

A Man that weighs thefe Points prudently, and com- 
municates his Thoughts on them impartially, is an honeft 
Man and a Patriot : But he who fets himfelf to confound 
the Notions of his Countrymen on fuch Topicks, to per- 
‘dade them that they are abufed; that the Government 
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is poffeffed of, or afpires to the Poffeffion of a greater 
Proportion of Power than is fit for it to have, in order to 
ferve himfelf from thofe Commotions, which the propa. 
gating fuch Doétrines tend to raife : The Man, ! fay, 
who does this, is a feditious Incendiary, and thofe who 
join in his Schemes, are a Faction. | 

This Root of Faction, therefore, is never Wanting 
under any Conftitution, nor ever can be wanting, while 
human Nature is as it is; while there are fome capable of 
d=ceiving, and many eafy to be deceived ; while the judg. 
ments of the few are cool and timerous, and the Paffions 
of the many turbulent and eafily inflamed ; while thefe 
things continue as they are (and it is but reafonable to 
believe they will ever continue fo) we need not wonder, 
that a few Chiefs of eminent Parts are able to raife and 
maintain a Party ina free State. Men are to be charmed 
with Sounds, and thefe Chiftians take Pains to charm 
them. This isno new Evil, nor is it like to be quick- 
ly cured ; for how can we change the Humours of our 
Species, or infufe an univerfal Regard to Virtue and to 
Reafon through the Mafs of Mankind ? 

But, inftead of infifting on. thefe kinds of Speculations, 
fF will go on to explain what I juft now afferted, that it is 
very poilible to know a good Government, that is, a Go- 
vernment rightly conftituted, from a bad or ill conftitu- 
ted one, though we cannot define a perfect faultlefs Go- 
vernment, becaufe there can be in Truth no fach Thing. 
Governments are good or bad, in Proportion to the Li- 
berty and Property they allow to all their Subjects; fo 
that, by Way of Comparifon, we may affirm, that Go- 
vernment ts be#, which makes mo Men happy. Now, by 
Happinefs, in a political Senfe, I take nothing more to 
be meant than Rational Freedom ; for, without that, a 
Man cannot be happy. The Slaye can call nothing his 
own, he lives from Hand to Mouth, and may _ be plunged 
into the deepeit Mifery at the Will of his Mafter. A 
Nation of Slaves are no way better for their Number; 
they are every one of them in as bad a State as he who 
rows in the Galley, though it may be they carry no out 
ward Badge of Slavery, nor are thoroughly acquainted 
with their Condition. ~ 

In abfolute Monarchies, the Frince is free, and every 
other Perfon in his Dominions a Slave, or very little bet- 
ter. In fome that are called limited Monarchies, as 
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the Power of the King is controuled by a numerous No- 
bility, the Body of the People are as generally, and as 
effectually Slaves, as under defpotick Monarchs, though 
they have not one Mafter, nor is Liberty quite fhut out of 
their Countries, becaufe their Nobles are free. But if, 
from this Confideration, fuch a limited Monarchy be pre- 
ferable to an abfolute one, how much more a Monarchy, 
wherein all the People are alike free; wherein the Con- 
ftitution makes no Difference, fets up no unnatural Di- 
ftinctions, but diffufes its Prote¢tion as freely as Heaven 
does its Bleflings, to all who, either by Birth or Choice 
dwell within the Compafs of its Authority ; yet as clear a 
Cafe as this may feem, Men of no mean Parts have doubt- 
ed the Excellency even of fuch a Government, and {fwayed 
by Intereft, or Prejudice of Education, contended for a 
Liberty in one Part of the People, to infult over, and 
trample upon another.

A LETTER to the Author of the Differtation on Parties, 
concerning the Conftitution, Government, Friends aad E- 
nemies of the Government. 


Very Confitution is more or lefs perfect, as it takes in 
and fecures more or lefs of the Natural Rights of 
Mankind: But that Conffitution alone is perfe@, which re- 
cognizes, efhablifbes and fecures all our Natural Rights: All, 
I fay, notwithftanding what political Writers of great 
Names, and on the Side of Liberty too, have afferted, that 


fme of our Natural Rights muft be given up to fecure rhe 


rf. This is falfe; for every Right of Nature is a Right 
arifing from Rea/on; in all which Rights there can be no 
Coatradiion, Clafbinz or Interfering, as is often found in 
Rights eftablith’d by Men, thro’ want of Ji'i/dom or Inte- 
&rity. The Rights arifing from Reafon, are one, Uni for iti, 
immutable, confifeent. and all naturally tending to promote 
human Happinefs ; fo that whatever can be proved to he a 
Right of Nature or Rea/fon, ought to be fublife'd, confirm- 
ed. and enforced by Law. 

Py. hether our Confitution is thus perfed, is not the prefent 
weftion. I think ‘tis not, but that it may be improv'd: I 
Mean, not the Form of the Conftitution, or the Conffituent 
Powers ; 
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Powers ; for they feem to me, as well ballanc’d and as pere 
fed as human Wifdom can make them; but, FE mean, that 
there may be an Alteration of fome Laws, and an Addition 
of others, (tho’ very few) which would render our Contti- 
tution perfect; becaufe it would then take in and fecure 
all the Natural Rights of the Subjects. 

But in this, Sir, I believe I fhall go further than you; 
my Notions of Liberty will carry me thus far, That every 
Man has a Right by Nature or Reafon, and_ought, 
pome ogt to have a Right by Law, to the free and full Bx- 
ercife of all the Faculties of the Mind; and to fuch an 
Ufe and Enjoyment of his Perfon and Property, as is conf 
frent with the Rights of all other Men to the Ufe and En. 
joyment of their Perfons and Froperties. 

When a Confitution has fecured all thefe Things, ‘tis 
then perfec; ours comes the neareft to it of any that ever 
was in the World, and it is almoft brought to the higheft 
Point of Perfection. 

The Conftitution may then be faid to be broke through or 
efed egainft, when either the Confituent Powers of it are 
alter’d, or the great and fundamental Laws relating to Per- 
fon and Property are chang’d for worfe, or mew ones made 
which defroy or weaken thofe Natural Rights that were be- 
fore eftablith’d or allow’d by Law. 

To bring this home: The Occafional and Schifm Aé, 
made in the Clofe of Queen Anne's Reign, was breaking 
through the Confhitution ; not through the Form indeed, but 
the Spirit of it; becaufe it took away the Natural Rights 
of the Subject, which, before that At, were acknowledg’d 
and efablife'd by Law. You remember this yery well, Sir, 

and that the Quakers were, about the fameTime, tamper’d 
with, by your Friends, to give up their Right of Voting for 
Members of Parliament, in Exchange for their Affirmation 
AG. They virtuoufly refufed it. But you know and feel 
the Truth of what I am going to fay, That nothing but 

the Death of a certain Great Perfon prevented you and 
fome others then at, the Helm, from executing what you 
defign'd; which was, taking away, not only the Quakers, but 
ali the Diffenters Votes. Uf this had been effected, you 
would have violated the Conflitution; becaufe you would 
have depri ved the Subje Qs ot Righis arifing from Reajon, 
and efablife d by Law too: You would have broke through 
not only *he Sorrst, but the Letter of the Conftitution ; you 
wou'd not, mdeed, have alter’d the ComPituent Powers of 
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ihe Legiflature, but you would have deftroyed fome of the 
fundamental Laws ot the Kingdom relating to Perfon and 
Property ; which is infinitely wotfe for the Pecpile, (fot 
the Drc(avation of whofe Rights all Government was in- 
ftituted) than a/terine the Conftituent Pavers, and yet pre- 
ferving the great Laws of Liberty, founded on the Righrs 
of Nature. , 

Thefe Inftances are enough to explain clearly what is 
meant by acting contrary to the Spirit of the Conftitution : 
For the Spirit or Defign of the Conftitution, being to fe. 
cure every Subject in the Poffeffion of af? his Rights ; 
whatever Law is enacted that aébridges or leffens thofe 
Rights, is againft rhe Spirit of the Conititution. But 
fince the Acceffion of the prefent Royal Family, thefe 
Laws, which fo zotorioufly invaded the Rights of the 
Subject, and were fram’d in ditect Oppofition to she 
Spirit and Letter of the Conftitution, are repealed ; and 
many excellent Laws made which have énlatreed and enfor- 
cedour Liberties ; but not One which hath deprived us of 
any ju Liberty we enjoy'd before. Not one Law, I fay, 
no not the Riot A, hath been made fince the Hanover Suc 
ceflion took place, which hath /e/fened or weakened our Li- 
berties ; but many which have enlarged and /rengthened 
them: How is it then, that the Government hath been a- 
Grunt the Confitution? Or that rhe Friends of the Govern. 
ment ate Enemies to the Confttution.

Government, I wonder he did not put it in Execution, 
But perhaps Modefty might reftrain him trom making ufe 
of it in his ow Praife ; and therefore he hath leit it to 
Others, who could do it with a better Face. For my Part, 
I like the Proje&t extreamly well, and think it admirably 
fuited to our prefent Condition. 

In the firf# Place, it would fave the Nation immenfe 
Sums of Money every Year, in Hackney Hriters and Hack. 
ney Peft Her/es, that arz now employed in /preading abroad 
the Virtue of a@ Minificr and making bis Adfions circulate. 
Whenever therefore he carries any great Point, or makes 
any notable Attempt, for the future, let it be immediately 
fent to the ingenious Mr. C---d---t, with Orders to be 
ftampt on a /refh Coin, and made current through the 
Kingdom. This would not only bea Kind of Gazette, as 
Mr. Addifon obdferves, but would likewife anfwer all the 
Purpoles of London Fournals, Coxrants, Free Britons, Corn- 
Cutters, Hyp-Doétors, and namberlefs other Papers and 
Pamphlets, which at prefent lye fo heavy on the Govern- 
ment. How many thoufand Tons of Good Copper might 
be ftampt into Meda/s, and even difpers’d about the Coun- 
try gratis, like the/e Papers, at a much lefs Expence? But 
when we confider that the Crown does not find the Me- 
terials, and is even allow’d aconfiderable Profit for the 
Manufafure; the Minifiry would be really Gainers by 
this Expedsent, and turn a Penny by trumpeting their ows 
Prai/e, inftead of paying fo dearly for it. There is no 
Occafion to add, that this Kind of /olid Panegyrick would 
be of much longer Duration than the other. 

Secondly, this Expedient would in fome Meafure anfwer 
that Reeulation of the Prefs, which hath been fo long and fo 
eagerly defired ; for the Mint being in the Hands of the 
Crown, and nobody having a Right to coin Money, without 
his Majefty’s Authority, it would be in the Power of Mi- 
nificrs to {pread about whatever Reprefentations they plee- 
fed of their own Condud?, without any Danger of a Re ly; 
and thus, as Medals were @ Kind of Printing (to ufe Ar. 
Addi/cn's Expreffion, in another Place) before the Art wi 
snvented ; fonow they might be made ufe of to reftrain the 
Liberty of the Prefs, or to fupply its klace, when it fhal 
be extinct. 

Thirdly, it happens very luckily for Us, that the fitteft 
Meta s for this Ufe are Brafsand Copper ; of which J thank 
“sod, we haye as yet a pretty good Stock; whereas if n0- 
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thing but Si/ver or Gold would ferye the Turn, the Scheme 
would be abfolutely impracticable, for Want of Materia/s 
to execute it; and our great Men would be ftill oblig’d to 
make ufe of their Paper Medallions, which I may ven- 
ture to call a Sort of Exchequer Bills ; not only becaufe 
one generally pafles in Payment for the other, and there- 
fore they are properly convertible Terms, but likewife 
becaufe they are doth circulated, at the publick Expence, 
for the Support of, what is commonly call’d, the pubsick 
Credit. 

Fourthly, and laftly, I cannot omit a pertinent Obferya- 
tion, in this Place; that the dete Coinage of Copper- 
Half Pence for Ireland, would itfelf have furnifhed a 
noble Subject for a Medal, and at the fame Time have 
propagated it through the whole Kingdom. But, alas! 
thet glorious Defign was defeated, like our Exci/e Bill, by 
the Artifices of faious Patriots, the Clamours of /editi- 
ous Trade/men, and the general Torrent of a di/contented 
Nation. 

_Mr. Addifon then proceeds to give us feveral Inftances 
of the Ditterence between antient and modern Metals, 
both as to the Occafsens, and the Subjeés of them. 1 
ihall mention only one ; which He expreffes in the fol- 
‘Owing Words, and none can be fo proper as his own. 
‘“ The Romazs ufed to regifter the great Actions of Peace, 
“that turned to the Good of the People, as well as 
“ Thofe of Var. The Remiffion of a Debt, the taking 
“ of a Duty, the giving up @ Tax, the mending @ Port, 
“or the making an Highway, were not look’d upon as im- 
‘* proper Subjects fora Coin. They were glad of any Op- 
‘* portunity to encourage their Emperors in the Humour 
‘* of doing Good, and knew very well that many of the/e 
“< AG@s of Benificence had a wider and more lafting Influ- 
© ence on the Happinefs and Welfare of a People, than the 
“ gaining aVi¢fory, or the Conguef of a Nation. In Eng- 
‘© land, perhaps, it would have look’d a little odd to have 
“< ftamp’d a Medal onthe abolifhing of Chimney-Moncy, 
“* in the laft Reign? (meaning King /Villiam’s) or on the 
“eving an hundred thoufand Pounds a Fear, out of the 
Civil Lift, towards carrying on the Jwar, in this ; (meaa- 
“ ing Queen Anne.) : : 

His Reafon for this is founded on the following Conjec- 
ture——«¢ Our Princes have the Coining their own Medals, 
“and perhaps may think it would look like Vanity to e- 
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*« rect fo many Trophies and Monuments of Praife to their 
“ cw Merit ; whereas among the antient Romans, the Se- 
‘s nate had ftill a watchtul Eye on their /mperor, and if 
“© they found any Thing ia hie Life and Actions, that 
«« might furnifh out a Meda/, they did not fail of makin 
«¢ him fo acceptable an Offering” —But here I muft beg 
Leave to diffent from that great Maz; for a Briti/h King, 
who hath the fole Power of ftriking peb/ick Medals, hath 
a lefs Share in conferring fach Acs of Beneficence on the 
People than the Parlioment, ulei{s he does it, like Queen 
Anne, out of his own Civil Lif ; and therefore, with great 
Submiffion, I can fee no Reafon why the Crown fhould not 
pay the fame Compliments to a publick /pirited Pariiamen, 
which the Roman Senate fed to their Emperors, upon all 
great Occafions. I fhould think, for Inftance, that the Re. 
miffion of two Militons to the Scuth Sea Company, to lay no- 
thing of Five Mi/lions remitted before, the aking off the 
Salt Duty for ebove a Year, and the giving up the Excife 
Bill to the Humours of a mifguided Populace, deferve to be 
medaliged as much as any Ads of Beneficence, that are ta 
be found inthe Roman Hittory. Nor canI fee the Reafon 
why the laying on a aew Tax, or loading the People with 
new Debts upon certainOccafions, does not deferve the fame 
Honours as taking off one,or remitting the other; but this 1s 
fo tender a Point, that I dare not touch upon it any farther. 
As for men ding Ports, making Highways, and the lke,every 
Body knows that our Government is fo different from the 
Roman, in thefe Refpects, that I do not think either the 
Prince or the Repre/ntatives of the Pecple, ought to have 
any Compliment paid them for what the People generailly 
do themfelves, at a very great Expence, in their colle@ive 
Capacity 
Our Auther tells us <‘* that he does nct remember to 
«< have feen, in the upper Empire, the Face of any private 
<< Pe rfon, that was not fome Way related tothe Imperial 
1 oeeeet: though he cannot deny that Sejanus hath his 
onluiinip mentioned on a Coin of Tiberius; ” whichis 
fomewhat like the Ego e¢ Rex meus, in our own Hiftory; 
and indeed, I have often wonder’d that Wol/ey thould be 
fo modeft as not to have it infcribed on a Meda/, with 4 
proper Device, during the Plentitude of his Power. But 
face Mr. Addifen feems to admit that fuch a Prattice ob- 
tained in the lower Empire; This is fuficient Authority for 
me to infift on the Juftice of reviving its; and left proper In- 
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triptions fhould be wanting, the fame great Auther hath 


jeft us a Collection of feveral of the moft famous Roman 


Coins, which may be apply’d, withyery little Variation, to 
the prefent Times. As for Inftance ; upon our Alliance with 
France, Fieds mutua.—Upon the Jntroduton of Don Carlos 
intoItaly, Rex Hetrufcis datus.— Upon the prefert Plan of 
Accommodation, Regna adfignata—Upon a certain nobsie 
Gentleman, Gaudium Reipublica, or Hilaritas Populi Bri- 
tannici -Upon his Excellent Brother, Pacator Orbis; 
orif they fhould chufe to ftand both together, like Czfor 
and Pollux, on cne Medal, Bono Republica nati. ; 
Upon Standing Armies, Fides Exercitus

But as there are fever’! other great Subjc&s, worthy of 
publick Monument for which it cannot be expected that 
the Rowan Age fhould furnifh us with Legends, I will en- 
deavour to fupply them, as well as my poor Stock of Latia 
will allow. For the Bank Contra, Fallendo Falla- 
tem, or the * Biter’s Bit -For the Fleet at Spithead, 
CunGando, non pugnando For the late Appli- 
cation of the finking Fund, effunditur For a Vite of 
Credit, Ratio ultima. 

Mr. Addi/on feems to condemn any Sort of Mirth, Rail- 
lery, or Satire upon Mede/s becaufe he can find noA uthority 
for it among the antieat Romans ; though he is obliged ta 
confefs that they run into mott abominable Flattery ; and 
even feems to grant that one is, at leaft, as juftifiable as the 
other. However the Reader will obferve that I have com- 
ply’d entirely with his Doctrine in this Particular, and have 
hot recommended one Subje, or Infcription, which can be

that it was Luxury which transformed ancient Rome from 
a City of Heroes into a Nef of Cowards ; after which he 
proceeds in the following manacr. | ie 

Iam not now (/ays be) going to give an Hiftorical 
Account of the Progrefs of Slavery over the greatef 
People in the Worid, it could not be comprehended with. 
in the Compafs of this Paper, but I fhall take Notice of 
the Obfervations which Hiftorians as well as the Writers 
upon Politicks have made upon Lxury. 

Machiavel fays, that Luxury is not only the Sign of 
a State fick, but of a State expiring, and he is of Opi. 
nion, with Tacitus, that it was the Ruin of the Romaz En- 
pire. 

Mezeray who writ the Hiftory of France, when he 
comes to the Lije of Harry the Third, is very particular 
in defcribing the diffolute Manners of the Court, and fet- 
ting forth the numerous Grievances under which the 
Sudject groan’d at that, Time, after which he has thefe 
Words: 

‘“¢ The moft univerfal Caufe of all thefe Diforders was 
Luxury, the high Taxes in this Reign had engenderd 
* this proud and delicate Monfter, the many Peo- 
“< ple m Civil Offices, (which as has been obferv’d wert 
“‘ greatly increas’d in this Reign) in a Word, all thole 
*« through whofe Hands the Publick Money pafs’d, wal- 
*< low’din Wealth, the largeft Sum fometimes coft them 
no more than the Dafh of a Peo, it was but fal fifying 2 
\ccount, and they fill’d their Pockets, and as it cast 
‘* fo eafily, it made them Jaunch into all Kinds of Supét- 
* fluities; but the worft of it was, the bad Example ™ 
fected others, for a great Number of private Gentleme?, 
either through their own Folly, or puthed into it by 
the Vanity of their Wives or Children, were proud 
equalling thefe Pickpockets in their vain and idle Ex. 
pences, fo that, like FE lop’ s Frog, they burft with 
a iwelling, many of them mortgaged their Eftates, 
only becaufe they would not be undone by thofe whoa 
they ought to be afhamed to refemble in any Thité: 

* “ «¢ other 
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‘ others ran themfelves into fuch extreme Necefiities, 
“ that having nothing elfe to fell, they folc their Honour, 
‘; and became Tools and Abettors to thefe odious Fel- 
« Jows; others were fo bafe as to marry the Daughters, 
« Nieces, or Sifters, of thefe Plunderers, thinking to re- 
“ pair their broken Fortunes, by a rich Marriage, which 
“ they could not do by an Alliance with a vertuous Fa- 
« mily, not confidering that from fuch bafe and corrupt 
‘¢ Blood no vertuous Iffue could proceed. 

Next the Author fet forth the various Pretences and Ar- 
tifices that were made Ufe of for impofing new ‘laxes, 
and defcribes the miferable State of Poverty to which the 
People were reduced by thefe opprefiive Meafures, after 
which he {peaks as follows, 

“Tt is an old and true Obfervation, that Luxury never 
“ rifes to fach a Heighth, as in Times of Poverty and Di- 
“ ftrefs, for which no other Reafon can be given, but that 
“it isa Scourge of Heaven, fent to punifh the Sins of a 
‘““ Nation, and fhould be looked upon by us of the fame 
“ Nature with Civil War and Famine, of which it is ge- 
“ nerally the Fore runner. 

When we confider the Deftruction which Luxury has 
caufed in all thofe Nations, where it has been introduced, 
we fhould tremble to think to what a Heighth it is rifen 
within a few Years in this Nation, we are fenfible, 
that for fome Years paft, our Commerce has been declin- 
ing, our Manufactures going to Decay, the Rents of 
Lands and Houfes falling, and great Numbers of the in- 
duftrious Part of the People wanting Employment. 
This isa Truth that every landed Gentleman, and every 

reat Trader has feen and felt, and yet this proud and de- 
ucate Monfter ftalks about and fpreads its Conquefts, in 
Proportion as the Publick Poverty encreafes, we fee 
allthe effeminate Pieafures of Jta/y introduced amongft 
us, at fuch an immenfe Expence as makes fome of our 
Neighbours think the whole Nation is fallen into a Fren- 
zy ; thoft Pleafures which enervated the People that once 
commanded the World, and rendered them the Contempt 
of all other Nations are tranfplanted here, as~if it was 
thought by fome of our Corrupters, that the Follies and 
Vices of our own Growth could neither render us effe- 


minate nor peor enough for what they intend to bring 
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I will not affert that it is the high Taxes, that have in 
troduced thefe Foreign Fopperies amongft us, I thall leaye 
every Man to determine that to the beft of his Judg. 
ment; but all the World muft have obferved that it 
the Swarm of People in Civil Employments, thofe 
who are in the Way of getting ‘T houfands by the Dath of 
a Pen; that are the Patrons and Encouragets of thefe enor. 
mous Follies, it is they who lead the Fafhion, while too 
many others ate vain enough to follow the pernicious Ex. 
ample, without the fame Methods of Supply. 

We always fee that, what is got by Fraud, by Rapine, 
or Plunder, is {pent in Riot and Profufion, it is the Prac. 
tice of great and fmall Robbers ; if therefore thofe who 
are to live upon a moderate Patrimony, or depend upon 
Traffick, and honeft Induftry, for the Support of them- 
felves and their Families, muft needs vie in the Prodiga- 
lity of Hxpenee with thofe whofe Fingers are in the Purle 
of a Nation, how will it end? but that, like the Gentle- 
men of whom Mezeray {peaks in the Reign of Harry the 
Third, they muft fubmit at laft to be dependant ; 
and they fhould confider whether it is not the Intereft of a 
certain Faction to encourage thefe profufe Diverfions for 
that very Purpofe. 

It is certain, that no State Magician has ever yet found 
out any Enchantment like Luxury, either for bringing or 
keeping Nations in Servitude When Cyrus the 
Great demanded the Advice of his Counfellors, what was 
the beft Method of keeping a Nation which he had con- 
quer’d in Subjection, one advifed the keeping a Body of 
Perfian Troops always over them ; but another faid, Let 
them be only forbid the Exercife of Arms, Jet Singers 
Dancers be introduced amongit us, and let their Youth be 
brought up mm learning the Lute, and there will be no Oc- 
cahoa for keeping Troops to awe them, for they will foon 
grow effeminate and bafe, and loofe all Senfe of Liberty. 
———This Advice was looked upsa to be the beft, and fol 
lowed accordingly, + 

Tacitus, freaking of our Countrymen the ancient Bri- 
toms, fays, that Trebellius Maximus the Roman Governor 
Cacouraged Luxury, and all kind of effeminate Pleafures, 
in order to keep the Britons quiet in their Servitude ; 
the fame Hiftorian, in his Life of Agricola, giving an AC 
count what Methods this General took to eftablifh 
Roman Power in this Ifand, fays, the Britons were by ed 
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grees drawn in by the Charms of Vice and Diffolutene!s 
to imitate the /tomaés in magnificent Galleries, fumptuou§ 
Bagaio’s, and all the Stimulations and Elegance of Ban- 
quetting ; nay, all thefe Innovations were by the Vain 
and the Idle amongft them called Politenefs and Hu: 
manity, Whereas in Effect they were only Part of their . 
Bondage. | 

Notwithftanding all thefe Examples, we live to fee the 
Day that we can vie in Luxury with Rome itfelr; even in 
its moft corrupt Days.— Let. us read the Satires of 
Fuvenal, let us examine all the Vices which were the 
Difgrace of the Roman Name, and let us fee whether we 





‘may not with Juftice cry out with that Poet, 


Nil erit ulterius quod noftris moribus addat 
Pofteritas. Eadem cupteat facientque mincres 
Omne in Precipiti vitium ef. 


Pofterity can add mothing to our diffclute Manners, et 
worft they can but do as we have done, fir Vice is at a fend. 
Never was thete a Time which fo well defetved 
the Scourge of the moft fevere Satire as the prefent ; one 
would think that the affected Crowd of both Sexes, who 
of late are become fo fafhionably diffolute and vain, have | 
a Notion there is no fuch Thing as Wit left in the World, 
otherwife they dare not be fo ridiculous ; but I hope our 
Englife Horace will not let them continue in that Miftake, 
he has already lafh’d one Lord Feaay, and all the World 
is pleas’d; let him go on, there are affected Ladies, and 
Men more effeminate and affected than Ladies, that will 





furnifh him an ample Field. 


Let him reprefent Patricians, Place-Men and Pénfioners 
ambitioufly afpiring to the Glory of being Directors of a 
Band of Fiddlers, thew them fitting in Council; and giving 
Audience to Candle-fhuffers, or receiving Petitions from 
Journey-Men Taylors, who are folliciting the high Ho- 
hour of being made Captain of Farone//i’s Guards, or let 
them be laying their wife Heads togethet, and fetcling 
the important ;oint of a propet Trimming for Caggont's 
Tail, let them appear extremely wife and folemn in ail 
thefe Trifles, and let them think Nothing a Jeft but the 
Liberties of their Country, let them pafs their ridicu- 
‘wus Lives in this Round of aad (to wle the Words 
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6f the Poet) defpis'd when living, and, when dead, 
forgot. “aig 

Next let him fhew one Matron taking the rich Jewel 
from her Finger, perhaps the firft Token of her plighted 
Lord, and prefenting it to the {peaking Eunuch, 
. another putting the Bank Biil into the Gold Cafe curioufly 
wrought, on which Darts and Arrows, and all the Ep. 
blems of foft Love are reprefented, and, thoughtlefs of 
Husband or Children, fend it to the warbling Charmer 
of her foolifh Heart. 

Let him reprefent the fiddling World breaking out intoa 
Civil War, ready to draw the Sword about the Merit of 
two Rival Singers, but wifely reftrain’d from Bloodthed 
thro’ the Fear of their Perfons.

Court of the South Sea Company, on Special Affairs; par-

Advantage to this Nation, if fome very odd Di/putes had 
not happened between Spain and us fince the Conclufion of 
the Treaty of Utrecht.

Remarks on the Difference between a Spirit of Liberty and @ 


Spirit of FaCtion. ‘ 


Hen thofe who are fincerely attached to the Ser- 

vice of the Commonwealth, who endeavour, by 
all the Methods poflible, to introduce Juftice, Frugality, 
and a due Attention to the Publick Service, have notwith- 
ftanding the Misfortune to be difliked by a confiderable 
Part of the People, on the Score of their Virtues; 1t is an 
Event not hard to be forefeen, that the State, in fuch 2 
Cafe, fhould fuffer. Oz when Men of no exemplary 
Life, and who hays done any thing confiderable for the Com- 
monweal, ciamour loudly againit. their’ Superiors, talk of 
Infriugements on the Rights of the People, when the 


“Laws are put in Force, and are always murmuring at the 


heceffary Expences of the Government, can run them- 
{elves by thefe Practices, into the Applaufe of the Manyy 
and procure Power fuflicient to carry their Schemes into 
Execution, the Ruin of a Republick from fuch Caufes 
may very eafily be foretold. 

When political Altercations grow warm and loud, it is 
a Thing incumbent on prudent and honeft Men, to iook 
ftrioufly into the Caufes of them, and to oppofe their Ba 
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eavours early and vigoroufly againft the Attempts of 
thofe, who would excite Civil Commotions, and are for 
difcuffing every Controverfy by Force, Such a Scrutiny, 
and fuch a Conduét is the fureft Means to preferve Peace 
and the Cenftirution of one’s Country. A juft Senfe of 
this occafioned that Law among the Arhenians, that, in 
Times of Publick Difcord, every Man fhould chufe his 
Side, and not carelefsly behold the Struggles of con- 
tending Parties himfelf a Neuter. For it is vain to fancy 
we fhall be fafe, when the Publick Peace is deftroyed, 
fince Reafon teaches the contrary, and Experience, if we 
hearken, will inform us, that thofe who have been laft ia 
drawing their Swords for their Country, haye been firt 
buried in its Ruins. It is therefore of the higheit Impor- 
tance to him, who being born, 1s defirous to live Free, 
to acquaint himflf tho-sughly with the Caufes of faCtions 
Stirs, and when Parties charge each other with Crimes, 
to fearch out where the Truth lies, and if there be not 
juft Reafon to condemn both. By what Rules his Judg- 
ment is to be directed in this Enquiry, cannot eafily be 
thewn, From the following Period of the Romen Hiftory, 
which, from the beft Hifiorians, I have endeavoured to 
digeft in a plain and natural Stile, it may be, fome In 
ftructions may be drawn, at Jeaft, the Danger of not pro- 
ceeding on honefter and fteady Principles in chufing which 
Side we fhall join with in the State, will evidently 
appear. 

After the Death of Heliogabalus, whofe Vices had 
cifhonoured the Imperial Purple, and brought exceffive 
Evils on the Roman Empire, Aureliys Alexander Severts, 
sit. Coufin, was made Emperor. Alexander was about 
Sixteen whet thns acvagced to the higheft Honour in the 
World. His Mother Manimea, who was a moft excel- 
lent Lady, took care to have him well educated ; and his 
own Difpofition agreed fo well with the Faftructions of 
his Mafters, that on his afcending the Throne, he 20pear- 
ed to have deferved it by his fuperior Merit, rather tia? 
to have received it from Refpect due to his Birth. He 
refufed the Sirnames of Antoninus and Magaus offered him 
by the Senate ; and the Harangue he made on that Occafe 
on, thews a Modefty and Greatnefs of Soul fcarce to be 
parallel’d. His firft A@ions had moreover this farther 
Merit, that they were true Omens of his future Deeds ; 
and not afew good Things done at the Inftance of his 
Moths; 
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Mother, or while he was under the Direction of his 
Tutors. 

In order to reform the Romans, miferably cor. 
rupted through the Luxury of the former Reign, he 
difcharged all unneceilary Officers of what Rank foever, 
that the Publick might not bear needlefs Burthens ; or as 
he himfelf expreHled it, bi dae Pupillum effe Imperatorem, 
gui ex vifceribus Provincialum hominos non neceffaries nec 
reip. utiles pafceret.  Becaufe an Emperor wes ax ill 
Steward, who out of the Bowels. of the Provinces, fed Men 
neither requifite nor uleful to the State. This Reform 
reached not to the Minifters in the Frovinces only, but 
even to his own Houfhold, his Furniture, his Drefs, and 
his Table. He caufed Proclamation to be made, that no 
wicked or difhoneft Perfon fhould approach him, or infa- 
mous Woman, his Mother or his Wife, under pain of 
Death. He was fo great an Enemy to Bribery, Oppref- 
fion and Mate-Adminiftration in Governors of Provinces, 
that the yery Sight of fuch Perfoas would throw him 


| intoan Agony, and fet him a Vomiting. His Difcourfes 


with his Companions were always on weighty Subjects ; 
he had a numerous Council of very learned and honeft 
Men, efpecially fuch as were well verfed in the Laws, at 


| the Head of which was U/pian, fo famous for his great 


Skill in that Science, and whofe fteady Adherence to Ju- 


| fice, procured him many Enemies. Inftead of that conti- 


nued Rotation of fenfual Pleafure, which was the Delight 
ot his Predeceffor Alexander, regularly difcharged the 
Functions of a fupreme Magiftrate. In the Morning ear- 
ly, he went to his Devotions, then he bathed, walked, 
and break-fafted, afterwards he repaired to Council, if 
only ordinary Things were tranfacted there ; but if any 
thing of very great Moment were to be debated, he went 
thither even as foon as it was Day, and would fit with the 
utmoft | atience till it was thoroughly canvaffed, though it 
took up many Hours, his Countenance always equal, and 
his Mind incapable of Paffion. In a Word, through his 

ifdom, the whole Empire flourithed, Virtue was efteem- 
td, Taxes leffened, Trade increafed ; through his Forti- 
tude the ancient Foes of the Romans were kept in Awe, 
the Frontiers preferved in Quiet, and Artaxerxes, King 
of Pera: whofe Arrogance prompted him to treat Rome 
with Infolence, overcome in Battle, and forced to a Peace, 


hrough his Vigilance, Juftice was every where a 
‘gone 
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donc, Informers were difcouraged, and great Offenders 
detected and punifhed ; through his Severity the Soldiers 
had Difcipline reftored, their Vices in fome Meafure root. 
ed out, and Modefty and Obedience, which had fo long 
deferted their Eagles, were once more brought back to 
the Camp: Through his Example, Probity grew into Fa. 
fhion, Acts of Gratitude and Generofity were frequent 
Things, and great Men foughe to be diftinguifhed not 
much by Titles or Habits, as by their Virtues. 

Such were the thirteen Years Reign of Alexander Sew. 
rus, a Prince of great Parts, great Courage, and great 
Goodnefs. Yet was he cruelly murdered in his Tent, 
and with him his ancient Mother, a Woman of acknow. 
ledged Virtues. Thofe who perpetrated it, pretended 
that Mammaa was Coverous, that fhe fcraped together 
immenfe Sums, and that the Emperor her Son was too 
much under her Direction. Yet this was refuted by the 
Confequences of their Murder ; for no immenfe Treafares 
were found in their Cuftody ; but on the contrary, their 
Coffers were far from being full, though the Publick 
Treafury was in good Condition. The chief Conlpirator 
w2s Maximin, a mean, brutal Fellow, famous only for 
his Stomach, Strength, and Stature, and as foon as Alex- 
ander was dead, he was proclaimed Emperor. The Se. 
nate and the People of Rome were amazed and afflitted 
at Alexander's undeferved Fate; but they had not the 
Courage to avenge it; they buried him Magnificeatly, 
they erected him a ftately Tomb, they ranked him a 
the Number of the Gods, and when’ they had done a 
this, they fubmitted to his Murderer without the. leat 
Refiftance ; they faw him tamely put to Death, the 
Friends, the Minifters, and Officers of their late Emp 
ror, the very Men, who under him had been the Inftri- 
ments of their Felicity. Yet when he afterwards extend: 
ed his Cruelty, and they found no Submiffions would 
make them fafe, they took Courage in their own Defence, 
and raifed an Army to depofe him ; they created new 
Emperors to prorect them, and proclaimed the Maxi- 
mins, Father and Son, publick Enemies. From what Bs

«« were fown berween the two Factions, which grew up to 
“the great Detriment of the Kingdom, and at length to 
“ the total Deitruction of one of them, meaning the Fa- 
“ mily of Boyd.” 

It is by a fcandalonus Perverfion of Hiftory, that 
the Lide/fer continually treats of the Beyds as Co- 
chran’s Enemies and Opponents ; whereas they were 
all cut off by the Friends of Kennedy, foon after his De- 
ceafe, and before fuch a Minion as Cochraa was known in 
Scotland. 

_The Hiftorian, fpeaking of this Minifter Keancedy’s Pe- 
tod, fays, ‘* It was mature encugh for Himfelt if we 
* refpect his Age ; but was fo lamented by all good Men, 
“as if in Him they bad lof a@ Publick Father. Yor in 
“that Man there. was a high Degree of Frugality and 
‘* Continenee at Home, notwithftanding great Spleadcr 
“and -AMlagnificence Abroad. He exceeded all in his Sta- 
“‘tion that ever were before or after him in publick 
“ Liberality. He ere¢ted a Magnificent Monument, which 
‘yee the Malignity of Men envied him, though he had 
** deferved fo well privately of moft Men, and publickly 
“of all Men. ‘They-alledged, it wasa Thing of too 
*© much Vanity, to beftow fo much Coit on this Seructure. 
“* But his Death made his Virtues more illuftrious, and 
‘“‘ increafed Men’s Defires after him. For when He, who 
‘““wasa perpetual Cenfor and Corrector of his ‘Limes, 
Was once removed out of the way, the Publick Admi- 
nifiration became by degrees to grow weak and remufs; 
and at laft to be fo corrupt as to bring ail things with 
* itfelf to Ruin.” | 

The Confecuence ofthis: Great Man's’ Removal and 
Death Was, that the Buxds, who had envied a Minifler 
whofe Virtues they would not imitate, aud whofe For- 
tunes they could not endure, ¢nflaved the Kinz, and pro- 
sured the Regency to. be vefted inthemfelves, to the fil- 
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grace of their Sovereign, and the Oppreffion of the Sub. 
yects. 

In Conelufion thefe ambitious Men, whofe Nob/e Birth 
was their only Recommendations, and whofe Outrage had 
haftened the Death of the mof expericnced and mcf able 
Coun/fellor the Kingdom had ever known, engrofling their 
Prince to themfelves, and provoking the whole People by 
their Knormities, became the moft Fatal Examples, which 
any Age ha&produced, to warn the unworthy Supplanters 
ofa moft faithful Minifter. One of them had his Head 
cut of by the Judgment of the Eftates in | arliament. A- 
nother died in Exs/e in England, whofe Son was declared 
a publick Enemy, without hearing, and all their Eitates 
were confifcated. The Earl of Arran, Thomas Boyd, 
who had married the King’s Sifter, and afterwards taw 
her efpoufed by Violence to another, he being yet 
alive, revenged his Quarrel with the Court by aui- 
mating Foreign Nations to invade his Country, and 
Without any Commiferation of the Pecp/e, incited their 
a to plunder their Ships, and interrupt their 

rade. 

Thefe were the Calamities which the Boyds brought 
upon their Country, and upon themfelves. Nor is it from 
any Defire fuch Example of Vengeance fhould ever 
be revived. that I have rehearfed them; but to fhew 
that ambitious Men, who envy the Power of wot- 
thy Magiftrates, foment the Popular Rage, and autho- 
rize all Kinds of Violence, may. juftly expect to be o- 
verthrown themfelves by Factions which they raife, and by 
eroitrary Power which they eitablith for the Oppreffion o 
Others, 

“rom this unwarrantable Eavy, and © uajuf Oppolition, 
carried on by ambitious young-Noblemen, againit a De/e- 
zing Prime Minifer, flowed all the Difturbanees and 
the Musiortunes of the Kingdom: And, notwithftanding 
tie Blemifhes which were afterwards imputed to the Go- 
vernment, itis moft undoubtedly, true that had this Aim, 
with Juttice, Wifdom, and Firmnefs, fapported the Countel- 
lors who had deferved fo well of him and his Father, ha¢ 
ne acted as greater and happier Princes have done; in difcou- 
roging Faction, and maintaining the Faithful in his Service, 
his Time had not only been blefed with Tranquility but 
his Death might have been deferred to the Fulnefs a. his 
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Age, and his Name would have been remembered with lefg 
Difadvantage by Pofterity. 

For Buchanan fays, that ** This unfortunate King was 
« pot fo mucha Man of a bad Difpofition by Nature, as cor- 
«“ rupted by evil Cuftom and Acquaintance. For having 
“ firft given Indications of great and notable Ingenuity, and 
« ofa Mind truly Royal he degenerated by Degrees (the 
« Boyds being the firftOccafion thereof,) into all manuer of 
« Licentioufnefs.

Am forry (fays the Prompter) for the fake of both 

Sexes, to obferve, that Love in an Orieata/ Breatt, 
makes a nobler Figure than in an European. In England, 
we confine that Paflion within a very narrow Compafs, 
and have none of thofe e/evated Notions that poffefs the 
Eaftern World, and carry their A¢tions to fuch a Height 
of Dignity, that our coo/ Reafon queftions the Poflibility 
of what we admire inthem. If one fhotild venture to 
alert, in thefe Northern Climates, that there may be 
Circumftances, in which it wou’d fhew the tenderett Paf- 
fion in the Lover, to giv: his Miftrefs up to his Friend, 
and to ufe Arguments with her, toconfent to become hs 
Friend’s ; I fhould be immediately anfwered, That the 
Maa who could confent to fuch an: A@tion, and per- 
fuade the Woman that loves him to confent to it is no Lo- 
ver at all. 

In our Conception of Love, we banifh all thofe gene- 
rous, and noble Sentiments, that over-look the narrow 
Gratifications of Paffion, which thews itfelf in /en/ua/ De- 
ites, or the Inclination of being together, when the more 
lating and extended Happinefs of the Object beloved comes 
in Competition with it. An Eafern Lever confiders, with 
fo much paflionate Fondnefs, the Happinefs of his lov’d 
Miftrefs, that he quite forgets his own. He voluntarily be- 
Comes a Sacrifice, goes to Slavery, or Death, if fuch is the 
fatelCircumpance, provided, either by his Death or Slavery 
“can fecure her much dearer Happine/s to him. —— He 
‘elifts her Intreaties to fhare one common Fate, and 
G g 2 infifis 
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infifts as a Proof of her Paffion fdr him, that fhe fhould 
leave him to drink the bitter Cup alone, and ¢rans/er all the 
Love fhe had for bim, to bis Friend, whofe happier Lot_en. 
ables him to enjoy that Fudlne/s o; Bii/s he had flatter‘d 
himfeit with in her charming Society.. 

A Struggle like this, has fomething in it, that awakens 
every Power of the human Soul. Great Paffions alone 
thew ereat Minds, anda generous Refignation of one’s own 
Happine/i, has more of true Zenderne/s in it, than an ob- 
finate Perfeverance that involves what we /ove in our De- 
firuciion. Ev'ry body can acta right Part in the Ca/ms of 
Life, where nothing ruffles the Paffage ; but in fuch a Storm 
as this, that fhakes the wery Foundations of Nature, how 
bard, how Nice, to fteer conffently. 

Lhe Difference between Love in the Eaftern World 
and in ours, is this: With them, Love gives Life and Vi- 
gour to every generous Sentiment of Virtue, the Mind of 
Man is capable of; withus it kills them. Ey’ry Tie of 
Nature, or of Friendthip, with them, is inforced by their 
Paffion ; with us, lefflened. The more they love their Mi- 
ftreis, the more Reverence they conceive for, their Parents, 
the more Regard for their Friends. With them, Love 
like the invigorating Spring, calls forth every latent Virtue 
and gives it. Action and Energy ; with us, Jike Winter, it 
chills the Seeds of ev’ry Sentiment of exterior Virtue; the 
more we love our Miftreifes, the lefs Regard for our 
Friends. It mines ev'ry Paffion but itfelf, and is never the 
Source of any generous Action that does not relate to the 
Object it confines itfelf to.

FRANCE. 


Here is little News from Erance but the following, 

a: Which is a fort of Journal of Mr. /falpole’s late 
Motions at that Court. On Monday the 17th of latt 
Mouth, he arrived there from, Loadon, and repaired to his 
Excellency the Earl of Weldegrave’s Palace: An Hour 
after Mr, Van Hoey the Dutch Ambaffador went thither 
to vilithim, and thefe three Minifters had a Conference of 
two Hours, to fix on the Means of facilitating the Conclu- 
fion of a Peace: Which is no eafy Matter, ‘The next 
Day Mr. Halpole went to /erfailes, in Company with the 
Earl of Ma/degrave, who prefented him to the King. His 
Majeity gave him Audience in hisClofet, and difcouried him 
alopg Time upon the Subject of his Commiffion. ‘That 
Prince talked likewife of Affairs in general, and difcover’d 
a Knowledge little expected, fhew’d agreat Share of Tem- 
per, and profefs’d a fincere Defire for Peace (/Ve can hard- 
ly believe this, becau/e.it is in bis own Power to have Peace 
whenever he plea/es.) TheirExcellencies then complimented 
the King on the Queen's Recovery andretired. After that, 
they had a long Conference with Cardinal Fleury and the 
Keeper of the Seals. Onthe roth in the Morning they 
had anether, and the Cardinal carried them afterwards to 
ify, where they dined. The Keeper of the Seals was alfo 
there, and as foon as Dinner was over they had a third 
Conference, which is faid to have been decifive. In the E- 
vening thofe four Minifters returned to Ver/ailles, and Mr. 
Walpole immediately difpatched a Courier to London, to 
accquaint his Britannick Majefty how he had been received; 
What were his mof Chrifian Majefty’s Sentiments upon 
Affairs in general, and in what manner the Cardinal and 
Mr. Chauvelin explain’d themfelves during the three Con- 
ferences. Mr. J alpole could not have arrived at the 
french Court in a more proper Juncture for receiving a 
Cecifive Anfwer ; the King of Sardinia’s Refolutions upon 
the } Jan being already arrived there, and thofe of Spain 
ourly expected, ‘Tis faid that his Sardinian Mayetty 


declares; that as the Satisfaction offered him, for . his 
ains 
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Pains and Expences, relates to a Country, included in his 
Treaty with the French King, he can do nothing but in 
Concert with that Prince. ’ is likewife faid, the King of 
Spain will not confentyto yield to the Emperor the Coun. 
tries mentioned in the Plan, unlefs the LTroops be kept 
there by his Jmperia/ Majefty be agreed on not to exceed 
a certain Number. ‘The fame Objection is alfo made by 
the Emperor with Relation to Don Cer/os.

It would be fomething dificult to namethe Per/enal Merit 
which gave thatGentleman thePre-eminance over the other 
Candidates ; but it was neceffary, it feems, to oblige the 
Cardinal his P 


inal Dis Patron—weeebecaufe he has often the Qucews 
Ear in private. 
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The Troubles in France, arifing from Church Difputes, 
are likely to give the Minifiry great Uneafinefs, They 
have now broke out with greater Fury than ever, and (it 
is faid) divide the Kingdom with greater Animofity, than 
ever /Vbig and Tory did England. Several Prelates have 
fubicribed to the Sentiments of the Bifhop of Papoul, that 
is, fo far as to affent to his Manifefto ; for they ik ep their 
Bihopricks ftill, —Jeing loth to refign them, left the 
Church foould faffer, by the Lo/s of fo many Pillars. The 
general Affembly of the Clergy of Fraace being to meet 
foon, the King has clapt his Neg :tive upon feveral Prelates, 
who he fufpected would appear there, for other Reafons 
than purely to contribute to the Free Gift his Majefty ex- 
pects. Tnis has given Rife to new Complaints from the 
Mitre, and much murmuring amongit the commoa

The Manifetto, fent by the King of Portyga/ to foreign 
Courts, is faid te be very fmart, He alledges therein, as 
his Reafon for feizing the Spanifo Embaifador’s Servants at 
Lisbon, that the Court of Spain having firft affronted him 
in the Perfon of his Minifter at Madrid, carried the Infale 
fo far as to demand Satis‘action of him for that Miniffer’s 
Behaviour ; but that his Portugaege Majefty, inftedd of 
giving any, had taken what was due to himfelf and made 
Reprifals. 

‘Tis even faid his Portugueze Majefty has a€tually de- 
cared War againtt Spain. 

On the other Hand, it is confirmed from Spain, that his 
Catholick Majefty is fo exafperated againft the King of 
Pertugai, for approving of his Minifter’s Conduct at Ma- 
drid, and making Reprifals, that he has ordered three fe- 
parate Corps of Troops to enter Portuga/, and march di- 
rectly to Liskon to demand a Reparation of the Affrontr, 
and prevent the Arrival of Foreign Troops. ’ Tis added, 
tnat the faid Forces make near 18000 Men, and that his 
Portugueze Majefty has only a Body of 8000 to oppofe 
them; as alfo that the Towns of E/vas and Fffremos, fitu- 
ated on the Frortiers of Portuga/ are already invefted, E/- 
zs is ftrongly fortify’d, and held out formerly againit the 
Sfaniards for the Space of four Months, ‘till the King of 
Portugal could draw together an Army fufficient to raife 
the Siege, 

The Infinuation that his Portugueze Majefty, had beea 
fome time feeking an Occafion for a Quarrel with Spain, 
at the Inftigation of a certain Court, is highly improbable ; 
fince the Portugueze would undoubtedly have beea better 
Provided for a Rupture, had it been premeditated. 

here is Advice from Lisbon, that the regular Troops 
and Malitia continue their March towards the Fronticrs, 
and that fuch other Preparations are making, as fe.m the 
fore-runners of am open Rupture, if other Powers do not 
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interpofe, and find fome other means to accommodate the 
Difference. 

The Court de Belmonte, Minifter of Portzga/ at the Court 
of Spain, has been order’d to quit that Kingdom in twelve 
Days, and is accordingly fet out on his Return to Lisbon, 
where the Spanifb Embaffador has alfo receiv’d Orders to 
leave Portugal in three Days, and is likewife fet out on his 
Return to Madrid. 

The Spanifo Troops alfo are on full March towards the 
Frontiers, and the four Regiments of Horfe, which were 
on their March for Lombardy, through the Southern Parts 
of France, have had Orders fent them to return immedi- 
ately to Spain. 

Tt is faid, that the King of Portuga/, in the Manifeito 
by him ay, publith’d, infifts on his Catholick Majefy’s re- 
figning the Crown to the Prince of the 4furias ; it having 
been fo ftipulated in the Articles of Marriage, between 
that Prince, and the Infante of Portugal. 

Notwithftanding they have proceeded fo far on both fides, 
our laft Advices fay, it is now believed Matters will not 
be carried to Extremities, but that fome Overrures have 
been made towards an Accommodation between their Por- 
tugueze and Catholick Majefties.

This Demand may pofftbly create 
Ill-blood;, and if new Overtures fhould be made in the In- 
terim to that Prince, on the Part cf the Empire, it is not 
impoffible but he may tread in bis Father's Steps. 

Don Car/os has made his publick Entry into Me//inz, 
with great Acclamations ; the ufual Concomitants of No- 
velty and Power. Great Preparations are making at Pe- 
lerma, the Capital of Sicliy, for the fpeedy Coronation of 
Don Carlos, as King of Naples, and Sici/y. 

Affaffinations and Robberies are fo frequent at prefent ia 
italy, that fcarce a Night paffes without feveral Accidents 
of this Kind in all their Cities: The Invention of Air Guns 
is in great Ufe: Several Monks and Fryars have been feiz’d 
for carrying Daggers concceal’d under their Habbits, A 
French Officer guarter’d at Cremona, going home late one 
Night, was attack’d by four Perfons drefs’d like Women 
One ftopt his Mouth full of Rofn ; a fecond ty’d his 
Hands behind him; and others p/uader’d him of 120 Du. 
cats (of which he had perhaps Before p/under'd others.) 
The Guards coming up, the Robbers were feiz'd in an In- 
ftant, and found to be a Fid/er, a Cordelier, and two Soldz- 
ers of the Captain’s own Troop. 

The Campaign in Lombardy, to all Appearance, will nor 
be open’d yet for fome Time ; the Emperor having order’d 
feveral Regiments from thence to the Rhine, where, it i: 
faid, he will foon have an Army of 120,000 Men ———~ 
This will hardly prevent its being open'd the fooner ot the 
Side of the Allies. 

They write from Jta/y, that the Duke de Montemar, the 
Shani General, going lately to reconnoitre the Ground 
before Orbitello, had his Horfe kiJl’d under him, by a 
Cannon Ball from the Garrifon. It is added-that a Report 
Was Current at Parma, that the Imperial Soldiers in Pe/ca. 
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ra, who had deferted the Emperor’s Service, and lifted in 
that of Lon Carlos, finding themfelves fuperior in number 
to the Spaniards of that Garrifon, rofe in the Night, cut 
dll their Throats, plunder’d the Place, and made their 
Efcape to Tricf#e, by Means of {everal fmall Veticls which 
lay ready at Hand. A Report was likewile current at 
Cremona, that fome Regiments of Croatians had defeared 
5000 French inthe Modeneze. 

The Duke de. Montemar has had an Interuiew with the 
Marthal de Neaslles, and the Spaniards are to join the 
Allies torthwith. Porto Hercole holds out ftill, but as a 
Breach was made when the Letters came away, it is be- 
heved it muft foon capitulate. The Governor of Orbitella 
has been fummoned to furrender, but is refolved before he 


does to put the Spanierds to the Trouble of a Siege in 


Form, as well as the Commandant of Pcrto Hercole. In- 
deed the Reduction of the whole State Delli Prafedii is 
of immediate Importance to the Spaniards, becaufe it is 
on the Mediterranean, and isa fort of Key to Tu/cany ; 
but were Orbitello to be befieged, the Junction of the A/- 
lies would be deferr’d too long, wherefore it will be only 
blocked up, and the Siege lett to another Opportunity. 

Advices from Lombardy fay, that the Jmperiali/s are re- 
folved to be only upon the Defenfive this Year, and were 
accordingly fending fevere! Regiments of Horfe to the 
Rhine, in Fxchange for a Re-inforcement of Foot. Count 
Konigh-gg has paid his Army four Mouths Arrears, and 
-has difpofed. his Troops in fuch a Manner, as to be able 
to attack Guafalla, in Cafe the Allies befiege Mirandola.— 
This feems to contradsé the Refolution of flanding only up- 
on the Defenfive. 

The, main: Body of Allies is near Final, eight Leagues 
from Mirendola. > There is no Talk of the King of Sar- 
dinia’s making the Campaign this Year. ‘The Diftemper 
which. has carried off fo many Germans is at length got 
among the A//ses, and all poffible Means are ufed to pre- 
vent its fpreading: In Parme they are drawing Lines to 
cut off the Communication; and in Mi/an they are making 
Proceflions, and courting tle Saints for a Protection —— 
We believe the firmer is*tikely to prove the moft fucce/sful. 

They write from Rome, that the Pope has undertaken to 
be Mediator between the Emperor, and the King of Spaia, 


and that his Nyacio at Vienna has actually had f{everal Con- 
ferences 
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ferences to that End with the Imperial Muinittry. But 
that wants Confirmation. 

Letters from Naples mention a Piece of good Fortune 
which happen’d lately to a Peafant at Pelmi. Don Carlos 
being one Day hunting, was catch’d in a terrible Srorm, 
fo that he was forc’d to take Shelter, in the firft Cotrage 
he came to. ‘This chanced to be a Peafant’s, whofe Wite 
was in Labour when he enter’d the Houfe, but was deli- 
vered the Moment after of a Boy: His Royal Highnefs, 
pleas’d at the Accident, order’d Him immediately to be 
chriften’d, ftood Godfather himfelf, and gave him his own 
Name. This done, he madea Prefent of so Piftoles to 
the Woman in the Straw, and 2000 Ducats to the Boy ; 
befides which, he order’d him a Penfion of 2g Ducats a 
Month tili he is {even Years old, when he is to be carried 
to Court for his Education.——Done like @ Prince; what- 
ever Virtues the young Spaniard may want, it is plain be 
don't went Generoiity. 





GERMANY. 


“Tr IS faid at Frankfort, that the French talk of invading 
k Saxony with forty thoufand Men. 

They write from Vienna, that his Britannick Maijefty 
has, at laft, declared, upon the Anfwer of the French and 
Spanifa Courts to the Plan of Peace that had been offered 
them, that he will have a very coafiderable Fleet at 
Sea this Sammer, and fee whether that will not forward 
the Peace. 

The Jmperig/ and Auxiliary Troopsupon the Rbine, are 

in full March to canton along the Neckar, over which 
they are laying three Bridges, The French make 
alfo great Motions on the other Side the Rhine, and 
feem.to have a Defign of laying Siege to Bri/ac. , 
. The Emperor has fent Orders to Sssefa to raife a 
Corps of Militia to prevent any future Attempts of the 
Poles ; and to that End every fourth Peafant isto take up 
Arms throughout the Country, and every Man without 
Employment in the Towns ; The Silefan Gentry are 
to put themfelves at the Head of this Militia, and to 
difcipline them in the beft manner they are able. 

The fix thoufand Men with which the King of Den- 
mark farnifhed the Emperor are reduced by Sicknefs and

Defertion to 3500. The Emperor is in Treaty with the 
King of Pruffta for borrowing a Sum of ‘Money on the 
Dutchy of Siefia. It is reported in Germany, that in Cafe 
Great-Britain finds it neceflary to engage in the War, 
fome thoufands of Pruffians will be taken into her 
Pay. | 
A Gang of Thieves have been lately apprehended and 
executed at Vienna, after having amafs'd, by their Induftry 
a Booty of 20000 Florins. In fime Coumtries 
Rogues are faved for their Money ; in otbers they are fure 
to be hanged for it. 

The Bifhop of Sal/tzburgb, at the Interceflion of the 
Dutch Minifter, has granted Leave to the Emigrants, who 
have left any Effects behind them to return to their 
own Country, and fettle their Affairs without Molefta- 
tion. 

The Marfhal de Coigny is fet out for the Rhine, to take 
upon him the Command of the French Army, and prepare 
for opening the Campaign. The Troops of the moft 
Chriftian King’s Houfhold have likewife begun their March 
and all the General Officers are ordered to be there by che 
20th Inftant. 

It is affured the Emperor will hazard a Battle with the 
French upon the Rhine, and that he proceeds upon this 
Maxim ; that if he beats them, it will goa great Wa 
towards retrieving his Affairs; and if he is defeated the 
Maritime Powers will be obliged to came to his Affi- 
ftance, and not fuffer the Progrefs of France in the Em- 
pire.. 

They write from Vienna, that Prince Eugene's Depar- 
ture for the Rhine, is fixed to the 22d Inftant. It is faid 
that Gount Munich, Field Marfhal General of the Ra//- 
an Troops who is at prefent in Poland is to proceed to 
the /mperial Court, there to execute a Commiflign concern- 
ing anew Alliance reported to be on Foot, between the 
Courts of Vienna, Petersburgh, Drefden, and another 
Power. The Baron de Morman, Minifter of the Elector 
of Bavaria, has had a private Audience of the Emperor 
on Account of the Affair of Count Plettenburgh, his Impe- 
rial Majefty’s Plenipotentiary to the Circle of A<fpbaliz, 
which Affair, we are now affured, is entirely accommoda- 
ted. The Prince de Traut/an, the Emperor’s Commifli- 
oner to the States of the Kingdom. of Hungary, aflembled 
at Presburgh, has fent Advice to the Court, that - faid 
tates 
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States have not only confented to the ordinary Subfidies, 
but have alfo granted his Jmperial Majefty a Free-Gift 
of 500,000 Florins:s There is a talk of raifing 22,000 
Men in the Emperor’s Hereditary Dominions, in order 
to effect which with Eafe, a Refolution has been taken 
to choofe one Man out of every 27 Families. The Duke 
of Wirtemberg has made the Emperor a Prefent of a Re- 
giment of Foot, which will be in his Jmperial Majefty’s 
Pay. It is faid, the Government ot Belgrade which bie 
Highnefs refigned, in Favour ct the late Prince Frede- 
rick his Brother, will be given to the Prince of Heffe- 
Darmfadt lately Governor of Mantua. 

Great Preparations are making at Hanover, for the Re- 
ception of the King of Great.Britain, their Sovereign, at 
that Court. Orders are already given for fettling the Sta es 
upon the Road from Holland thither. ‘The Count de ‘Kil. 
monfeck and the Baron de Borg have obtained his Majefty’s 
Leave to make the Campaign upon the Rbéze. 
The Troops of Hanover will not move out of their Quarters 
till the End of this Month, when they will March to join 
the Imperial Army. 

The Sicknefs among the French Troops on the Rhize 
Was greatly abated, but rages now more than ever. fo 
that their Army will not probably take the Field fo foon 
as they intended. 

It is comfirmed from Vienna, that the Emperor refolves 
to ftand on the Defenfive this Campaign in /ta@/y, and 
will make a Pufh upon the Rdize. It is computed thar 
his Army there including Auxiliaries of all Kinds, will 
amount to 130,000 Men. The Frea:h apprehend, that he 
intends to draw together his Forces towards the Mo/e//e, 
and begin with the Siege of Thionvi/le, which will open 
him a Paflage into France itfelf ; wherefore itis not doubt- 
ed but the two Armies will come to an Engagement almoft 
affoon a3 they take the Field. This howe<er, will hardly 
be tillafter the middle oj May, that the Grafs may have 
Time to grow; the Horfe having fuffer’d greatly, on both 
Sides for laft Year want of Forage, which was owing to the 
Cutting the Grafs too early. 


PQLAND 
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PoLAND, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN PowERs. 


Dvices from Poland grow daily more contradiGtory and 
uncertain ; all Accounts feem to agree that there has 

been an Action in Si/efa, but the Polifand Saxon Writers 
conteft ftill fo warmly for the Victory, that although the 
Battle was fought a Month ago, we know not when the 
Difpute will end, and the World be fatisy’das to the Event; 
tho’ we believe we may venture to fay the Saxons were wor- 
feed. It is equally difpated where Count Ter/s’s Army is 
at prefent: If we believe the Account from War/aw, they 
have pafs’d the Warta intheir Retreat to Po/and, and have 
fent to acquiint King Steniffaus, that unlefs he fend them 
immediate Succours, hemm’d in as they are by the Ru/fians 
and Saxons, they muft be obliged to fubmit to King Au- 


gufius. Some Advices even fay, that the Ruffians have ene 


tirely defeated the Poles, aud that the Palatin of Lubliz 
with the Starof# Facelski are retired to Frankfort upon the 
Oder. Onthe other Hand, they write from Kozingsberg, 
that the Po/i/e Army is advanced farther into Po/zenia, tri- 
umphantly burning and ravaging the Country, and carrying 
off all the Corn and Cattle. 

Court Potecki Palatin of Kiow, Brother to the Primate, 
and Regimentary of the Crown, who lately made his Sub- 
miffion to. King Augufus, and was going to 74orz to per- 
fuade his Brother to do the like, died fuddenly on the 
Road. He was eighty Years old, and had a confiderable 
Hand in the Troubles of the late King Avgaffus 11. Upon 
his Death, 2000 of his Troops have revolted and gone back 
to King Staxiflaus, which foews tbe inclinations of the Poles 
in general, Uponthe whole, it is thought, that the Palatin’s 
late Behaviour will reflec no great Honour on bis Memcry. 

It is faid King Staniflaus, who receives frequently very 
confiderable Remittances from France, and whofe Court is 
very {plendid, has written to the King of France, that he 
would much rather have lived and died in the Circumftan- 
ces of a private Mam, than have been-acknowledged for 
King of Poland, and forced to abdicate ; and that in Cafe 
he could not be fixed on the Crown of Poland he was de- 
termined never to fhew his Face in France again. We 
cont help foying we think this feews @ Soul truly great and 
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Our Advices from Poland continue ftill as contradic- 
tory and uncertain as ever. According to fome Ae 
counts we are told, that Count Zar/o made fo judicious a 
Retreat trom Si/efia, that his Troops artived on the Fron- 
tiers of Hungary, without any Moleftation: And that as 
foon as he had feen his Army in Safety, he intrufted the 
Command of it with his Coufin the Palatine I.ube/ski, and 
fet out for Koningsberg, with feveral Grandees to wait up- 
on King Staazflaus: That they pafs'd near the Ruffae 
and Saxon Armies without being difcovered, and embark- 
ed on Eafer Dey upon the Coaft of Pomerania, fince which 
no certain News had been heard of them. According to 
our Accounts, the Hopes King ing se had formed to 
himfelf, from the faid Count’s late Expedition, are quite 
vanifh’d: There are yet no certain Accouuts of his Army; 
but, it is faid, they are clofely purfued, both by the Ru/- 
fians and Saxons, and were marching with all poffible Ex- 
pedition to gain the Mountains ot Cracow. Other Ac- 
counts again fay, that the Palatine of Lud/rm, upon his Re- 
turn with his Army towards Crefocbcw, fent to defire a 
Conference with the Buhop of Cujevia; and having a- 
greed on an Armiftice for three Days, with the Confeat of 
General Leflie, the Poles perfidioufly took that Opportu- 
nity to fall upon the Ruffian Pofts, but were bravely re- 
puls’d, and are fince retired towards the Mountains near 
Hungary: That General Leffie being in Purfuit of them, 
came up with their Rear-Guard, which he foon put into 
fuch Confufion, that they abandon’d their Equipage and 
Baggage which he had taken. Other Advices again fay, 
that the Palatine of Lub/in has received Letters trom King 
Staniflaus, wherein he defires him to continue firm only 
till Midfummer; for asa Treaty is on Foot for a general 
Pacification, better and more honourable Conditions may be 
made for the Republick, than if they fhould fubmit at pre - 
fent. Woich of thefe Accounts is to be depended on, 
we fubmit te our Readers; we believe bcwever Count Tarlo 
is mot in fuch a defperate Condition, as is reprelented ; nei- 
ther does King Staniflaus hope for any good Effes from the 
gentral Pacification, at leaft not fo jonas Widfammer.

fure, that Juftice exacted fuch a Conduct from you, and 
your well known Modefty would enfure it for the future. 

Others there are of ftill more favourable Sentiments to- 
wards you, who think, that neither /ngzorance nor Fear 
have been the Caufe of your Silence, or prevented your 
Invectives againft the prefent Conduct of Britain, but ra- 
ther that you have been governed in your Behayiour by 
the publick Profeffions of fome of your Parity. They have 
feen the wifeft among them declaring in the ftrongeft Man- 
ner, that Negotiation, that Mediation was the only Con. 
duct in the prefent Conjnncture, agreeable to the Honour, 
Dignity, and true Interett of Britain ; they have feen 
them afferting, ¢ that ic muft be Infatuation or worfe in 
© Great Britain to enter into the War, ‘till fuch ‘lime as 
© Holland called upon us for our A fliftance,’ 

Heace they apprehended that your Si/ence about Foreign 
Afairs might proceed from a Contormity of your Senti- 
ments with thofe of your ableft Patrons, and did not expect 
to fee you profeffing yourfelf an Enemy to Negotiasion, a 
Contemner of Treaty-making; for I don’t know by what 
Means, but they had got fo abfurd a Manner of Reafon- 
ing into their Heads, as to imagine, that if Mediation was 
the only Part which the Dignity and true Intereft of Bri- 
tain called upon her to aét, it could not poffilly have its 
defigned Effect, but by the Intervention of Treetics, and 
therefore they wonder’d to fee fuch warm Endeayours to 
explode Treaty-making, come from the fame Qyarter tha 
acknowledged the Conduct which Great Britaim ought to 
hold in the prefent juncture of Affairs was Treaty-making 
for that I think is the End of all Mediation. 

Thope, Mr. D' Anvers, your future Conduct will un- 
ravel thefe Myfteries, reconcile thefe Inconfiftencies. ard 
More fully explain whether Fear, or gnorance, or Seale, 
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have been the Caufes of your Silence ; whatever be th: 
Caufe, your Country has no doubt been ferved hy it, pes 
haps it is the oaly way in which you can ferve your Coun. 
try; though your Corre/pondent congratulates you on hav- 
ing formerly help’d your Country at a dead Lift; + what 
he means he can beft explain; but I hope he would not 
infinuage that to yqn we owe the Jaf Treaty of Vicnza. 

In the mean time, pray tell me, Mr. D’ dnvers, to what 
End can all your Pains be taken to perfuide the Powers of 
Europe, that Britain is the Caufe of the Var, but in hopes 
to involve us in its Calamities? For what other Purpofe 
can Negotiation be ridiculed, and 7rceaty-making condemned? 
But go on excel/ent and worthy Patrict, afiert the Caufe of 
thy Country, rife filled with Britifs Zea/, and inftruct the 
Princes ot Eurcpe: Go, tell the difraded Poles, who is 
the Author of their Confufions; let a Britif> Tongue de- 
clare tothem what they never heard from French or Ger- 
gynan Voice, aftonifh them with the News. that neither the 
Emperor nor France have offended, that Britain is the 
Source of all their Miferies, that fhe has open’d this Scene 
of Blood; that fhe ra:fes all the Storms in Europe, not to 
mention Afa, Africa, and America: Fear not, ‘Mr. D’42- 
wers, the Lofs ot Leather; let every Court in Europe be 
witnefs to your Patricti/m. Go, divulge to them what 
none but you have diicovered ; fhew them where all their 
Refentment, all their Vengeance fhould be aimed; thew 
them that itis Briterm which has deftroyed the Peace of 
the North, and light up Flames in the South, and that all 
the Guilt of War is to be Charged on your own Cowuntryi 
then laugh at Negotiation, fing the Praifes of War, extol 
the Decitions of the Sword, and teach Mankind to hate the 
Name of a Treaty.

rius and Sy//z, by Pompey and Ca@/ar, and by Anthony and 
Augufius, that he attained this Felicity by obferving the itrict- 
eft {mpartiality and Integrity, by never entering into thofe 
Conteits, or engaging in thofe Factions which diiturbed the 
Commonwealth, by doing a thoufand Kindnetles to Men 
ef each Party in their Turn, and by conftantly refuting 
to accept of any Poft or Ofnce in the Government.

ordinary }’retenfions, and endeavours to pafs himfelf upon 
the World for one fuch ftrict Juftice and intancible Inte- 
grity, as to be under no Influences, to be governed by no 
Prejudices, and to be determined only by ‘Truth and Rea- 
fon, and the real Merits of the Cafe, it will be neceffar 
to look a little more narrowly into his Conduct, and to 
compare one Part of it with another, to fee if, upon the 
whole, he has all that Virtue which he afcribes to himfeli, 
or if he oxly puts.on the Shew and Appearance of It, in 
order to make himfelf fignificant, and to impole upon the 
Weaknefs and Credulity of the People. 

Suppofe then a Man, univerfally notorious for the moft 
fordid Avarice, of a peevith, capricious, froward Temper ;

Convincing Reafon, and yet his Ears always open to the 
groffeft and moft fulfome Flattery, never to be prevailed 
on by the former, in any thing, tho’ moft plainly and ma- 
miicitly for the Publick Good, and yet to be Crawn in vy

tient and over-bearing, in things that require the greatef 
Serioufnefs, ‘Temper and Deliberation, Captious, Pofitive 
and Important in the moft light and trifling, led into conti- 
nual Errors and Inconfiftences for want of Judgment, ne- 
ver to be better informed for want of Temper ; of great 
Weight and Confideration in his own Opinion, a Man in- 
tirely govern’d by Caprice and Whim, in every Body's 
elle. 

Should fach a Perfon, I fay, as has been above defcrib- 
ed, fet himfelf up for the Oracle of the State, and the 
Ido! of the People, for a Man ot the moft confummate 
v iidom, and the moft untainted Virtue, for an indepen- 
dent, difinterefted, un! yofs'd Patriot, a Friend to neither 
one Party nor another, but equally Juft and Impartial to 
all, unwearied in fupporting thofe that do Right, as inde- 
Jatigable in oppoling thofe that do W rong : Should there 
be found fome weak enongh to believe all thefe extraordinary 
4 ings ol him; thould there be others artful and defiga 
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jag enough to flatter him ’till he believes them of himfelf; 
fhould the former from the high Idea they have conceived 
of him, fuffer themfelves to be led and directed intirely by 
him, fhould the latter, by impofing on his Weaknefs and

Here was a Pamphlet publifh’d this Winter, intitled, 
Some Confiderations concerning the Publick Funds, the 
Publick Revenues, and the annualS upplies granted by Parli- 
ament: ‘This Pamphlet contains a full and compleat An- 
{wer to the Enquiry into the Condu of our Domeftick Af- 
feirs. The Author reafons in a ftrong and plain Manner, 
upon Ads of Parliament, and other tncontefable Fai7s; and 
fets in the faireft and cleareft Light the State of the Sink- 
tag Fund, (about which fuch a ridiculous Noife is made 
the Civil Lif, the Bank Contra, and the Votre of Credit, 
with other incidental Things of great Importance to the 
Nation. 

The Introdu@ion to this Pamphlet fets forth the Rea/in 
of its Publication, which was not to defend a certain Honour- 
able Per von againft the malicious Slanders of his Enemies, 
but to defend the Government itfclf, two Kings, and two 
Parliaments, againft Publick Defamation, publick Infults, 
and {candalous and feditious Libels; rendering that Autho- 
rity contemptible, which can alone fupport Magiftracy, and 
Without which Government cannot fubfift. ‘This is the 
Reafon the Author gives, why he took upon himfelf the 
Trouble of revifing fo many Aéts of Parliament, and of 
Making fuch numerous Calculations and DeduZio BS. It was 
theCaufe of the Publick, not the Caufe of a M:ai/er.But 
let us hear him in his own Words : 

‘ InmyPurfuitof thisEaguiry, fays he, TI foon loft Sight of 
' the Per/on I thought moft injur’d, and found him the leait 
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concera’d of any Body in the fatal Confequences of fach 
falfe } R. ae aaieasiog of the Publick Conduct.

So that this #hike Mafs 
of Mal- Admi nifiration aud wicked Condu, appeared to 
me to be nothing | ut the AG sof the Leetfiature, or the 
Rejolutions ot one or both Houles of P arliavt nt, as the 
feyeral Articles of Butinefs came properly under theit 
Confideration ; but are now to be imputed zo one Maa, 
who is to be made anfwerable for all the Proceedings in 
Parliament that are difagreeab le to a Sert of Men, 
who will ee ligt x ard to be rightly done that was op- 
pofed by them, altho’ it was evident at the Time, that 
they opp Lok only ms the Sake of Oppofition.’

the Honour of any Man, than to be emp! yec d and conti- 
ied for fo many Years in Offices of the higheft Truf 
and Confidence, to undergo the fevereft Sc “rutiny, and 
firicteit Inguifition of a Bond lof Meck-Patricts, a Combi- 
Hatton scl 7 Si the Difuppointed a nd Disc ntented, 
anomerop 1 rain in ail Ages: an f all the di/afeded 
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liberations, muft te the Ei Fea of irdireF Influence and 
Corruption ; and, as if all Honefty and Integrity, as well 
as conimon Senfe and Underttanding, were the peculiar 
Gifts and Portions of thofe righteous and able Patriots.’

flick Affair s ¢an be nothing but to render @// Perliaments 
‘that have differ’ d, or fhall differ from thefe Gentlemen, 
contemptible, and fal pe Sed tothe P People, and to alienate 
the Affections of the Subjects ftom the Kix is ; for whofe 
Sake and perfonal pas ef, and not the Nation's Jnteref,, 
thefe g! reat Burdens and Hardthips are fippofed to be 
impofed upon the People.’

ftr actions upon innocent Intentions, and mak cing the Cafe 
of the Minifery, t the Cafe of the Xing, in order to fcreen 
he Miniftry|trom the juft!V engeance due totheir Crimes; 
for I fhall pro.e, in he Courfe of the Argumenr, that 
what Iam now writing may More properly be call’d A 
fence of two Kings and iwo Parliaments, than a De-

‘ This, indeed, carries itsown Evidence ; for if the M7- 
nifiry hath done nothing (befides previoufly concerting 
Meafures for the Publick Good, which mutt neceffarily 


* precede their being laid before the Publick) without the 
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Approbation of Parliansent, then it follows, that the 
Cafe of rhe Minifry and the Cafe of the Par/iament, is 
One. It does by no means follow, (as has been snvidi- 
ously aflerted ) that the swo /ate Pan liaments were Mint. 
Serial } arliaments ; but that the Minifiry was a Pare 
liam niary Minifiry and did nothing either in Don efiick 
or Fi oreign A fairs, without the concurrent Voice of the 
Pechle affemb led in P = ament, and U any thing can ree 
Commend a Miniftry to seb adem nt and Afle&ions of

The laf Prompter contains, The Cafe between Dramatick 
Writers and the Town: /bée feall prefent our Readers 
with an Abridgéement of it. 


N the Cafe before me, I can’t help thinking of both Pee? 
{ and Town to ftandin need of Prompting, in the Methods 
refpectively taken in bring'ng on, and receiving Plays. 

The Poet affembles his Friends, whom he difperfes thro’ 
the Houfe, to be ready with their Hands and Sticks, tofup- 
port his Mufe, in cafe her Charms fhould prove infufficient. 
The Town, confcious of this Male-; ractice, conceives In- 
dignation at it ;. and looking upon it as forcing an Affent, 
whether merited or no, from thence becomes picqued againft 
the Poet, and his Work, which is heard, for that Reafoa, 
uawillingly and partiaily. 

{t may be worth while enquiring, how this Practice of 
the Poet came firft in Fafhion, and whether the Step is ju- 
itifiable, or whether it ought to be refented by the Town? 

it is an undoubted Truth, that fome of our beft relifhd 
Plays now, have mifcarried the very firft Night of their 
Reprefentation, either troma Diflike to the Poet or Want 
of Lafte in the Audience ; for every Age has its Run ofbad 
as well as good Tafte, and perfonal /iking and diffiking. Whe- 
ther this may firft have put Poets, who have fail’d in theif 
good Pieces, upon applying to their Friends for Support, 
and whether they are juftifiable in it or no, will appear 
trom this Confideration, That, as in a full Audience, one 
cannot 
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cinnot reckon above one Tenth Part true Judges, and as 
the other Nine Tenths cannot fo quickly and nicely judge 
of the mafterly Touches, either of Tragedy or Comedy, 
Poets think they have not always fair Play, and therefore 
have Recourfe to this Artifice. Ey’ry Body indeed, with- 
cut being a Judge, can laugh and be pleafed, but there are 
Things, comick in themfelves, the Vulgar will fplit at, 
that a true Judge will heartily defpife, while a delicate 
Touch of Comick Humour, will efcape common Obferva- 
tion, becaufe it has none o; the druyant Charaderificks of 
Mirth, by which vulgar Mufcles are fo merrily diftorted. 

It remains then ftill a Doubt, whether Poets firft called 
intheir Friends on fome i/] Succefs cf a good Performance, 
or to fupport @ bad one. In the firft Cafe they are ex:u/e- 
able, in the latter S/ameable and deferving of Refentment. 
But the Cafe has receiv’d fome Alteration now ; and what 
at firit may have been wrong and unjuftifiable, may trom 
Circumfiances become neceffary. | 

The Town now being prepoffeffed, that this is the Me- 

hod generaliy practifed by Poets, without enquiring whe- 
ther they really do it or no, cabal in their Turn, againit 
them, and detach Parties againft Parties. The Confequence 
of this is, the Houfe is filled with Uproar, and the Play 
not heard asit oughtto be. The Poet’s Friends ate de. 
termin’d to /upport every Thing, and the ‘Town to’ /pare 
hone. The indifferent. Spectator, who comes neither as 
Friend nor Foe, is difappointed of his Entertainment, on- 
lefs he efpoufes one Party or other, which yery ofte he is 
oblig’d to do in his own Defence. Befides, the prevailing 

umour of a Company, it 1s well known, often communi- 
Cates itfelf to a Stranger on his firft Eotrance. “Thus aft 
Uauats'd Perfon, on coming into a Play-houfe, are very apt 
'0 receive one from the general Tura he obferves, and, a¢ 
COrding as that Biafs happens to be, it fares well or 
With the Poet. 

Phe Poet's Plea for this Behaviour, is, That the lows 
Pots him under a Neceffity of bringing in his Ayxiiraries 0 
{apport his Performance againft their Cabals ; that its well 
xno va, a firft Night is crowded not with the moft favour- 
ale kind of Auditors; and that in the very beft Play there 
¢ Faults, which, profecuted with the Severity of a firft 
Night’s Audience, would hazard greatly its Succefs.

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og -—This is look’d upon as invading their Prerogg. 
? : ; -: . . 
ve of Judging, and taking the Merits of the Play from 
hem; they are defirous of being Judges of a Play, which 
is wrote for them; and confequently ought naturally to re. 
ceive its Ree or Fo//tromthem. 

This mutual Sufpicion between the Poet and the Town, 
is the only Poiot that divides them ; for it is the Intereft of 
the Poer to love the Town, becavfe they reward his La. 
bours both with Lucre and Reputation ; and of the Towa 
to love the Poet, becaufe he furrifhes them with Enter- 
tainments. They ought to be a mutual Support to each 
other, and would dc, but for this Ms/underfanding. 

The Point is, how to remove it. The Poet per. 
haps expects too much Indulgence for his Faults; and the 
Town, too much Perfection in his Work. The Poet 
is naturally fond of his Off-fpring, and blind to its Defects; 
the Town values it only for its real Worth—_————_The 
Poet does not care to truft it to the Mercy of thofe who 
have no natural Tie to love it, and the Town will receie © 
it.on no other Condition. 

It might not therefore be impolitick to form a fort of an 
amicable Treaty between the Town and Poet, whofe natu- 
ral Interefts, as I have obferv’d before, mect in the fame 
Centre. Some of the Articles might run to the following

‘ Ihe prefent calamitous Condition of J/ta/y is owing to 
my weak and blundering Negotiations. 

‘ Iconfefs, and I take Shame to my felf when I confefs 
it, that I have often revenged my own little private 
Quarrels with my Mafter’s Weapons, and I have always 
declared Thof, who were not my Friends, to be his Ene- 
mies; nay, I have made our holy Father the Pooe declare 
the fame. | 

‘foiten made my Mafer himfelf the Canal to convey 
my Will, and Pleafure, and give Aythority to my Re- 
lolutions and Decrees. After which I have iniifted upon 
it, that thofe Refolutions and Decrees were inialiible. I

When we compare the glorious. Days of Arheas, whe 
Furope and Afa rang with the Noife.of its ViGoriess 
thofe latter Ages, when the Power of Pailip and Alexe” 
der the Great, reduc’d it to a State of Servitude, we yoo 
hot but be furprized at the great Change which happen 
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in that Republick, but it is of fome Importance to 
9to the Bottom of the Caufe, and to thew the Degrees 
of its Declenfion, which has been done by Monfieur Tor- 
rei in his Preface, to the ‘L'ranflation of the Orations of 
Demoft benes. 

You will find, fays he, no Remains of that vigorous and 
and mafculine Policy, which ferv’d to fecure good Succefs, 








and repair, bad. Nothing remain’d but aa empty 
Pride, which generally evaporated in vain, and pompous 
Edicts and Decrees, they were no no more the 





fame Athenians, who being threaten’d with an Invafian of 
Barbarians, pulled their Houfes to Pieces to build Ships 
with the Materials, and thofe very Women fton’d the Per- 
fon who propos’d to pacify the great Monarch, either by a 
Tribute or Homage. Sloth and Pleafure, had in- 
tirely ftified all Love of Glory and Independance. 

Pericles who was foabfolute, that he was called a fecond 
Pififrates was the firft Author of this Decay and Corrup- 
tion. —In order to ingratiate himfclt with the { eople, 
he introduced a Cuftom, that upon thole Days, whea 
Games and Sacrifices were celebrated, certain Pieces, of 
Money fhould be diftributed amongit the People, and that 
im: thofe Affemblies, where the Affairs of the State were 
deliberated, every Perfon was to be paid fomething for 
their Attendance, this is the firft Time that ever Republi- 
cans made the Commonwealth pay for their Care in govern- 
lag it, by which they turn’d the moft noble Function of So- 
vercign : ower, into a fervile Drudgery. 

It was eafy enowgh to forefee what fuch Diforders muft 
produce. But they pretended to prevent all the Iaconveni- 
cacies which might flow from them. by appointing a Fund 
to be laid up for the Exigencies of a War, ordering that no 
Perfon under Pain of Death, should propofeto apply it to 
any other Ufe. Thefe Abufes appeared tolerable, 
while the Citizens, who lived upon the publick Liberalities, 
endeavoured to deferve them by fecuring nine Months at a 
Time in the Armies ; every Man fery’d in his Tarn, and 
he who abfented himfelf from his Duty, was treated as a 
Deferter; but at length the Offenders in this }oint got the 
betrer, both of the Law and the Punifhment-by their Num- 
bers, and then they encreafed more and more. Peo- 
ple accuftomed to the effeminate Life of a City where they 
Pafs’d their Time in Spectacles and Shews, conceived a 
Mott infurmounrable Averfion to all Fatigue aad 3 ae 
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which they began to look upon as not fit for Freemen, a® 
they improperly call’d themfelves. 

It was neceilary therefore to find out fome Ways to a. 
mufe fuch a People, in order to employ t:e heavy Time 
of a floathful Life. It was this which drove them in- 
to that Paflion, or rather that Fury for publick Shews,— 
the Death of Epaminodas, which feem’d to flatter them 
with great Advantages, finifh’d their Deftruction, —-— 
their Courage (fays fufin) did not long furvive that illv- 
ftrious Theban, no fooner were they deliver’d from this E- 
nemy. who kept their Emulation’ awake, but they fell into 
a Lethargick Slorh and Indolence, that Wealth which 
fhould have fer ed as a Fund for their Defence, both by 
Land and Sea, was confumed in Games and Shows ; that 
which fhould have ferv’d as Pay, both for the Soidier and 
the Mariner, was diftributed among the worthlefs and lux- 
urious Part of the Cit zens; this Uifeof Pleafuré enerva- 
ted their Hearts,_——T he Reprefentations of the The- 
atre, were preferred to the Exercifes of the Camp,— 
Valiour and military Science were in no Efteem, 
great Generals were no more applauded, and all their Ae- 
clamations were given to Players. 

When Things are carried to this Excefs, it is eafy to i- 
raging what Crowds of Spectators flock’d to thefe Repre- 
féntations, as no Expence was fpared in their Decoration; 
the Theatres ran away with immenfe Sums, and if we 
could (fays Plutarch) exactly compute what every Thea- 
trical Reprefentation coft at Athens, we fhould find that 
the Expence oj playing the Bacchantes, the Phaniciens, 
the Edipus, the Antizonus, the Medea, the Elefra, and {e- 
veral other Pieces of S-phocies, as well as Furipides, fell 
not fhort of thar which was laid out in Defence or the Li- 
berties of Greece. asainft the Berbarians. A Lace 
demonian olferving the vaft Charge of the Reprefentations, 
and the great Bole that was made by thefe Magiftrates 
who were appointed to pr 
cried out that there could be na Wifdom in that City, 
which gave fo ferious an Application to fuch frivclous 
‘Things. For in fine, ays he, Games fhould be looked om 
only as Games, and it 1. not reafonable to purchafe a few 
Hours Amafement at fo high a Price : Thefe Sort of Plea 
fures are only to be induiged to relieve j eople when they 
are tired with more ferious Occupations, but fhould “— 
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te fuffered to prejudice the publick Affairs, or be purcha- 
fed at an Expence, that was wanting for any d hing elfe, 

Atter all (fays P/utarch) to contider the Left of thefe 
Spectacles which were the Tragedies, of what Advantage 
were they to Athens, however admired, they may be by 
the World? I fee that Themifec/es witely furrounded the 
City with ftrong Walls, that Pericles by his Magnificence 
and fine Taite, embellifh’d and adorn’d it, and Milriades 
by his generous Bravery itrengthen’d its Liberties, that the 
temperate Conduct of Cimon gain’d it in Eftect the Govern- 
ment of all Greece. lt the wife Poetry of Euripi- 
des, the fublime Dictoa of Sophecles, or the Buskin of Ef- 
chylus, have procur’d the like Advantages to Athens, either 
in delivering it from fome impending Mifchief, or gainin 
itany Honour, I coafent (fays P/utarch ftill) that the Dra- 
matickPieces fhall be placed among the Trophies of the 
Commonwealth, the Theatre be efteemed equal with the 
Camp, and the Compolitions of the Poets be put upon a 
Foot with the greateft Actions of the Generals of 
Armies. 

The Conclufion which Pluterch draws from this, and 
which all Men ought to draw from it, is, that it was the 
Heigth of Impudence in the Athenians, to fuffer Pleafures 
and Amuafements to prevail fo faras to draw away Me.s 
Thoughts from the Care of the Publick, and to fuffer the 
Love of their Country, to give Way to an eff:minate Paf- 
fion for publick Games and Theatrical Reprefentations. 

Thus we fee that too great an Attention to Theatri al 
Entertainments enervated the braveft and wifett People ot 
antient Greece; it was that which diverted their Though’s 
from the Confideration of rhe publick good, which cer- 
tainly ought to be the principal Object of a brave aud iree 
People ; but yet there was fomething to be faid in Defence 
of thefe Dramatick Entertainments, which cannot be urged 
te juftify thofe more effeminate and expenfive Amuliements 
Which the prefent Age has introiuced, and which do not a 
little contribute to the general Corruption that has over- 
flowed us. thefe Dramatick Pieces, I fay, might have 
been writ with a Defign to recommend Vertue and Honour, 
and tho’ the People might run to fee them only witha View 
of being diverted, yet it is poffible the Mor:.| might infen- 
fibly fteal into their Souls, and mena their Hearts, they 
might come away from the Sight of one of thefe Drama's 
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Inftruction might be drawn even from the Comedies; Mey 
might learn to avoid fome Follies, and to leave off fome 
filly Habits, which might render them ridiculous in pyj. 
vate Life, which certainly is of fome Ule; but I would 
fain know whether a Man ever returned wifer from an 0. 
pera than he was telfore he went to it, except he repented 
and laughed at his own Folly, \or having given fo much 
Money for a Song Has Ferene//i, with that {weet 
Pipe of his infpired any of our Mercenaries, who are the 
People that flock moft to hear him, with more vertuous or 
honourable Sentiments in refpect to their Country? Has 
he mended their corrupt Hearts? will the fineft Opera 
that ever was heard make a Man afhamed of his Follies; 
or teach him to leave off fome filly Habits that might make 
him ridiculous? I have feen hundreds of both Sexes that 
have become extreamly ridiculous, and almoft turn’d to 
Fools, by frequenting Opera’s; but never yet of any one 
Perfon that was cured of being ridiculous by it; and laftly, 
let me ask whether any Body fuppofes that a young Wo- 
man returns froma Maiquerade with more Virtue and Mo- 
defty about her than fhe had before fhe went tot. 

If a Man of Senfe and Honour had the Misfortune to 
light upon a Wife bredup in the fafhionable Follies of the 
‘Times, one who had received all her Notions and Impref- 
fions from Operas, Mafqueradcs, Ridottos, Affemblies and 
Quadrille, as is certainly the Cafe with fome Hundreds at 
this Time, what a comfortable Mate would he find in one 
whofe Mind had been thus poifon’d with thefe moft ex- 
travagant and juxurious Pleafures, what Decency and Oe- 
conomy could you tee in fuch a Family, —what fine 
Example woula fuch a Mother give to her Children? She 
would be juft fuch another Wile as Milton defcribes,— 
good for nothing but to rew/e the Fye, and prowle the 
Tongue,——the poor Husband would be deafen’d by the it 
ceflant Praites of that Singer and that Dancer, for her idle 
and giddy Head could entertain no other Ideas.

N the moft early Ages, of which we have any Ac. 
Account of the Manners or Conditions of the Gre. 
uans, we are told they lived but in an uncomfortable W ayy 
continually involved in Wars, one Tribe contending with 
another, ‘till the weaker was reftraiu’d to remove and quit 
their Country to the Stronger. In thefe Struggles, how- 
ever, Attica efcaped beft, becaufe lealt worth fighting for, 
from the Barrennefs of its Sou, and the Poverty of its In- 
habitants. From the Oryzian Flood, the People thereof 
lived One hundred and ninety Years without any Kings, it 
may be, without any Goverament amongft them. At the 
Expiration of that Time, Cecr ps, whom fome Authors 
of great Credit affrin to have been an Feyptian, arrived 
ia their Couatr y- He took Pains to civilize the ftroling Pea- 
fants of Attica, to teach them the Convenience of Society, 
and to initruct them how to fupply by Art, the Unkind. 
nefs of Nature, fo as to lead lefs laborious and painful 
Lives. On this Account he was permitted to aflume the 
Oifice of Sup: eam Magiftrate, and to become their Kiag. 
What the Dut ies of that Function in thofe Times were, 
a+ learned Author of our own Country teils us; and 
becan fe it will elucidate both this and fubfequenot Papers, 

I will not think it tog much Trouble to abridge what, on 
good Grounds, he has deliver’d. The ancient Kings were 

Pey ‘fons of great Worth and Renown, and for their Cou 
rage, Prude ence, and other Virtues, promoted to that Dig- 

nity by ie general Confent and Eleétion of the People, 

who yielde 1 them Obedience out of Willingnefs rather than 

Nece{lits y; out of Advice rather than by Compulfion ; 
while they, on the other hand, chofe rather to be obey’d 

Out o! Lov > and Efieem ot their Virtues, and Fitnefs to 

fovern, than by the Force of their Arms, and out of a 

flay ith Fear of their Power: ; They propofed to themfelves 

tage than the good and Welfare of their 
their Authority no farther than 
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jt was neceffary to that End, Their Dignity and Office 
confifted chiefly in three ‘Things: Firft, in doing Juftice, 
compoting Differences, deciding Controverifies, and taki 
Care that the Laws were put in Execution, where they 
had any Laws; for among many People, the Juftice and 
Equity of the Prince ferved infitead of them, and was de. 
cided according to his Pleafure, in fuch Cafes as came be. 
fore him. Secondly, in leading them to the Wars, where. 
ifi they not only exerted the utmoft of their military Skill 
for the Service of the State, but expofed their Perfons to 
the utmoft imminent Dangers, as appears from antient Hi. 
ftory, and is ftrongly recommended as a juft and generous 
Return for the great Honours paid them, in the Speech 
of Sapedon to Glauchus, in the Iliad. The Performances 
of the Solemn Sacrifices, and the Care 0. Divine Worhhip, 
was Part of the King’s Bufinefs. ‘Thus it is plain, the 
executive Power was in the Prince, from which Order, 
Franquility, and publick Security naturally flow, and Con- 
fequently the higheft Gratitude, as well as Loyalty, wat 
due to good Monarchs, who fettled growing Republicks 
on firm Foundations, and by wife and gentle Methods 
efixed thofe Roots, from whence fuch flourifhing Stems as 
that of Athens in time fprung up. But to return to Cecrops. 
Inftead of Fear, Solitude, and Penury, in which the 
Dwellers in Attica remained, before he, by drawing them 
into a regular Society, beftowed Peace, Amity, and a com- 
fortable Subfiftance, who reformed their Vices, polifhed 
their Manners, and provided for their Security, by raifing 
a City on a Rock in a large Plain, to which, with the 
Country round it, he gave the Name of Cecropia. To 
render the Diftribution of Juftice more eafy, and to make 
them unite more thorougly, he divided them into Tribes, 
caufed a Poll to be taken, and found in a fhort Time, that 
his Lenity, Care, and Political Forecaft, had procured him 
Twenty thoufand Subje@ts. In order to fupply the Defects 
of a bad Soil, he taught his People the Ufe of Ships, and 
by Degrees the Arts of Commerce ; fo that they drew 
from Sici/y and Africk, thofe Stores of Grain and other 
Things, which Nature had at Home denied them. Befidet 
ali this, he framed many good Laws, and introduced Pitty 
and Morality among thofe, who, till he taught them better, 
lived without any Law, without Religion, and without i 
corporating one with another; rather like Savages ¢haa 
Men of tame and quiet Tempers, and utterly void of f 
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the Bleffings moft valuable to rational Beings. Under five 
fucceeding Kings this People lived apy enough, ‘till Ce« 
crops the Second affumed the Crown: Then being grown 
very humerous, they fell into inteftine Quarrels,. and fcarce 
deign any Submiffion to their Prince, though he fought no- 
thiag but their Good, and laid out all hisLabours for their 
Service. However, in time they began to fee their Errors, 
and to be fenfible of his Virtues; fo that at length they 
took his Advice, and fettled in Twelve large Boroughs at 
fome Diftance fom each other. Paudion the fecond King 
of Athens, was driven out by the Sons of Mezion his Un- 
cle, for a Time; but the Popularity which expelled him, 
taking afterwards a contrary Torn, thruft forth the Me- 
bonida, and reftored him. Afgexs, whom fome make ons 
ly his adopted Son, was his Succeflor ; and his Son was the 
famous 7be/eus, of whom it will be neceffary to {peak 
more particularly. 

The Actions of this Hero, it muft be own’d, are many 
of them uncertainly related, and fome.of them plainly fa- 
bulous. But with thefe we have nothing to do. Many 
wife and learned Writers have mentioned him as a Prince 
of great Worth; and P/uterch has writen his Life fo ac- 
curately, that no Doubt can be entertained as to thofe Atts 
of his, which fhall be infifted on here. After freeing from 
a heavy and fcandalous Tribute the Inhabitants of Attica, 
who had provoked the powerful King of Crete, The/eus af- 
cended the Throne with Honour: From the Time he be- 
came a King, he thought only how to raife and render, hap- 
py, thofe whom he was by Office to direct; and having 
confider’d tne then State of Greece, he found that the In- 
habitants of Attica would be in a diftreffed Condition, un- 
lefs they knitted themfelves clofer together, and became 
Fellow Citizens. In order to bring them to his Meafures, 

not only fhewed them how much it was their own In- 
tereft to build and fortify a City fufficient to contain them 
tll; but to obviate all Sufpicions of finifter Defigns in him, .. 
he propofed to relinquith moft of his Royal Prerogative, 
and to become rather a popular Magiftrate thana King. Aft 
this they catched, the City was founded and fettled, and 
The/feus kept his Word, But when he endeavour’d fo brin 
about fome other wholefome Regulations, a Faction oppofe 
him fo vigoroufly and fo (accefefall , that he chofe to leave 
the new City, and to amufe himfelf with Travelling. This 


Humour was unlucky, he fell into Captivity, and remained 
2 Prifoner A 
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Prifoner feveral Years; but recovering his Liberty at the 
Enterceflion of Hercules, he return’d to Athens once more. 


The People and therr Leaders difputed every Thing he 


did after his coming Home, and though he oppreifed no. 
body, clamour’d fo much againft him, that havog fent 
away his Family for Fear of them, he, after loading his 
ungrateful Nation with the heavieft Curfes, failed to the 
Tfand of Sciros, where the King, to curry Favour with 
the then Rulers of Atheas, cruelly and treacheroufly de. 
ftroyed him. 

Such was the Infancy of the Athenian Power, and who 
but muft acknowledge, that their Profpe rity flowed from 
rhe Conduct of good Kings, and their Troubles from the 
Ambition and Stirrings of Pfeudo Patriots.

I know too well the Good-nature of your Heart, 
to think you intended it as the Reverfe of any particular 
exiiting Character. As to my Silence about the 0 
Club you belong’d to, it is truly unpardonable, as you fay.

—You enquire, about the Conduct of fome Gentlemen, 
of whom you fay you conceiv’d great Hopes. I have the 
Pleafure to tell you, that your Hopes are well anfwered : 
They acquitted themfelves very worthily, neither inclining 
to one Side or the other; burc hitherto have a¢ted accord- 
ing to Evidence and Conviction. As they hae ao Preju- 
dices againft Perfoas, they run into no unreafonable Op- 
pofition; in which they know there is as little Merit, as 
ina fervile Complaifance. Nor will they fuffer themfelves 
to be too much oblig’d, that they may not in any Manner 
lofe their Independency, or be branded with the Odium 
of Ingratitude. A Term of Reproach thrown about fre- 
Queutly, to afperfe Men‘of the beft Characters, who at 
any Time have what are call’d Scruples! I haye often 
thought, of what you us’d to fay of the Conduct of fuch 
Gentlemen as I am defcribing, That as they thereb 
gained the higheft Higheit Honour to themfelves, fo their 
Agreement with Admuniftration was the true(t Support of 
It» as well as Sanction tc it.. Indeed, it would be weil, if 
the Approbation of fach Men were at all ‘Limes its only 
Support: Not only as Gentlemen themfelves would then 
appear with real Dignity ; but as Perfons in Power would 
be alfo freed from rhe endlefs Applications of Friends and 
Dependants: Whofe Demands to frequently rife, not in 
Proportion to their own Wants; which they take no Care 
to prevent, or otherwife to provide for ; but in Proportion 
to the Neceffities of ,thofe they underftood to ferve, and 
to the Appointments of other People; till at laft, it thall 
be generally thought Weaknefs to attend the Publick Ser- 
Yice without a certain Gratuity. Iknow, you not only 
thought what Ihave mentioned to be practicable ; but chat. 
there was a Time, not many Years ago, when it might 


have been fuccefsfully attempted. And till fomething like 


this is affected, TThofe at the H ad of Affairs will firid it 
a difficult Task to condu@t, though they mean ever {> we Hs 
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Whereas if we fupofe fuch grea, Men to {ct out with 
Seatiments ouly for the Good of tMeir Priace and the Com. 
munity; and Gentlemen were led to think of no other 
Reward, as far as they concurr’d in thofe good Ends, but 
the Approbation and Efteem of their Countrymen: Ther 
Men only of true Honour would wifh to ferve ; and fuch 
woul. never inftruct any good Meafure for the Sake of a 
Bye-End! I might fhewGentlemen who fall into the flavith 
Stare, that they themfelves are yar from Gainers by the 
Bargain ; not only in their Characiers, (by which are the 
Lookers-on confider’d as given up,) but even their For- 
tunes: For when neceilary complaifant Expences, Atten- 
dances, (@¢. are thrown on the-other Side of the Account, 
there will little remain on the Ballance. And if we add 
to it, the Sacrifice o. inward Worth and Honefty, and the 
pleafing Confcioufnefs neceffarily refult:ng trom it, how in 
finitely foolith and weak is the Contract, as well as con- 
temptible the Condition! You will pardon me, ‘ir, that 
have run into the Digreffion of an Effay, upon the Hint 
I was giving you of fome Gentlemen of a very different 
Character: But you will think it lefs impertinent, as it Is 
a Truth not always attended to what it ought, That pub- 
lick Virture is no Enemy to Perfons in Power; and that 
Men who enjoy it in the higheft Manner are far from be- 
ing Obftructers of Bufinefs, anlefs the Bufinels is 
bad. 








FOREIGN AFFATRS. 


FRANCE. 


WO Frigates have lately failed from Toulon for the 
Adriatik, to prevent the deperialifsfeading any Re- 
inforceme) r Provifions by Sea, tothe r Army in Italy 
befides whi, a Squadron of eight Ships are ready to put to 
Sea from the fame Port, aad h urly expects Orcers to fet 
out on a prvite Expedition; itis thought towards Lisbos. 
His mcf Cirifiian Majefy has likewife 4 Ficet of 30 fine 
Ships at Brof under the Command of that famous Set 
Captain Moas’ da Gue Trouin. B 
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By an Arret of theCouncil of State of the roth of April, 
fhe King declares, that being informed that fince the Sree 
by which his Majsity fupprefs'd the Mandate of the Bi- 
fhop of Papoul, divers w ritings have been publith’d, in 

which the faid Mandate has been attacked and defended, 
and being willing to prevent the Difturbance which the pre- 
fent Hea: sand Anrmofities excite in the Minds of the Peo. 
ple, his Majefty has Coes it ‘fit to referve to himfell the 
Cogmizance of all the Confeguences o. an Affair of fuch 
Imp rtance. 

Mr. Paris Dean of the Parliament of Paris, d ied in tha 
City on the orth of Apri’, aged 84. 

The Marfhal de Broglio who as we obferved in our laft, 
ig returned to France from I[ta/y, and it is thought, will be 
laid afide, was prefented by t the King of Sardizsa, with his 
Pidure fet w 3 Diamonds, to the Value of 25000 Crowns, 
when he took his Leave of his Majetty at 7urin.——— A 
aoble Pre, in it, @nd yet bata fmall Conrfolatic a for the Lofs of 
bis Command.

French; but he would keep only thelatter, which was of the 

egument of Rivernois ; and after fome Hours, fent away 
the Caprain of that Guard alfo, but with a handfome Com- 
pliment, and a Prefent of a Gold Watch, reckon’d worth 
500 Crowns. Thefe two Generals had afterwards feveral

The 
Germans are continually in Motion ; General Konniz /ege is 
fti at St. Benedetto, where his Lady is lately arrived: 
There is no Appearance of the Troops drawing together 
till the Beginning of May, the Grafs being as yet but very 
fhort. 

The Duke de Montemar having fince had a va Sum re- 
mitted him from Spaza, it is thought, his Troop will fooa 
enter upon their March, and that the News of opeuing 
the Campaign may be expected every Moment.

GERMANY. 


REAT Part of the fine Epifcopal Palace at Harms 

has been lately burnt down, and 1s thought to have 
been fet on Fire defignedly by Incendaries, the Flames 
having broke out at fix different Places at once. Amongit 
the Curiofities of that ; alace, was the famous Picture over 
the Altar of St. Mertin’s Chapel, than which few were 
more remarkable for Antiquity, and the Subject reprefcnt- 
ed thereon, which would have been thought very monfir ous 
in a Protefant Country, though it was there the Object of 
abundance of mifplaced Devotion.

into a Golden Cup; one of which he feem’d pretenting 
to a Cardinal, who gives it toa Bifbop, the Prelate to a 
Prie#, and the Prie# to a Layman. , 

Prince Eugene 1s fet out tor the Rhine: The Jmperias 
Jifs have tound Means to break down the Banks of that 
River, and over-flow all the Neighbourhood of Philip/- 
bureb, in fach a Manner, that the Freach can have no 
Communication to it but by Boats, nor receive any Advan- 
tage trom its Bridges. The [roops oi Praffsa and Saxony 
are on their March to join the Imperial Army. . 

His Pruffian Majefty has augmented every Battalion oi 
his Forces with a Company of Grenadiers of 80 Men; 
this Augmentation in the whole will amount to 2000. The 
Emperor's Embatfador is on the Point of returning from 
Berlin to Vienna. 

In the mean while, his Praffian Majefty’s Health begins 
again to grow very precarious; his Legs fwell, and the 
Tncifion which was formerly made in his left Leg, and 
healed u», has opened of itfelf: His Majeity, neverthelefs, 
Continues to appear every Day on Horfeback, but at the 
Importunity of his Phyticians takes only fmall Rides. 

It is is faid, that the 30,000 Ruffians, which are to be 
fent to the Emperor's Afliftance, and the firft Column of 
which are already upon their March, are to to be emply’d 
as 2 Camp of Obfervation on the Motions of the Bava- 
ri2i7s. 

The Imperialif’s are encamping as faft as voffible ; and 
their Head Quarters will be at Bruch/all: The French wiil 
have theirs at Leadeu; fo that the two Armies will di- 
rectly face each other, and have only the Rdsnae between 
them. The former haye turn’d the Courfe of the Rivulet 
that fupply’d Philipfburgh with Water, fo that the Gar-

PoLAND, SWEDEN, and the NORTHERN PowErs 


F our Advics from Varfaw are to be depended on, the 

Polifo Army under Count Zar/o, which lately fpread 
fuch a Terror through Germany, by their Irruption into 
Silefiz, and the threaten’d Invation of Saxony, having been 
purfued on all Sides by the Ruffraa and Saxon Troops, are 
entirely broken and reduced, and the Count himfelf oblig’d 
to fly to K. Stanifaus for Shelter, after having crofs’d Pe- 
Jand in Defpair, under the Efcort of about 100 Horfe, who 
were determin’d to die or defend him. 4_ fare Sign 
be was well below d, and bis Conduf approv'd. Upon his 
Flight three Regiments of Dragoons, which he had formed 
upon the Foot of the German Troops, went off ina Body 
and are arriv’d at Warjow, where K. Auguffus has recei'd 
their Submifhion; but as they were a new Corps, and in- 
dependant on the Crown Troops, his Majefty broke the 
Regiments, in order to incorporate the Ojficers and Sol- 
diers with the Veteran: Forces. Count Zar/o, in his Re- 
treat from Si/efia, made feveral Attempts to crofs the /i/- 
tula, but the Waters being out, none of his Men would 
venture, except about four Po/ifh Companies, and they 
were no fooner got on the other Side than they were fur- 
rounded by a Party of Rujfians, and all taken ; rifoners. 
The Cafellan of Czersko, who commanded under the 
Count, feeing the Troops without a Pofflibility of fubfif- 
ing, threw down his Arms, and his Example was follow’d 
by all the Army, except three Companies, whom the Ru/- 
frans were purfuing when the Letrers came away. They 
have taken all the Artillery of the Polifs Army. 

‘The Court of Warfaw reckon, that, by one Means or 
other, they have got roo Troops of Count Yar/o’s Armys 
fince they left Karga, and that there is no Corps of any 
Confideration in the whole Kingdom againft them, though 
they allow there may be fome little Parties of 100 or 200

A Scheme for improving Trade. 


T is a general Maxim, Take away the Caufe, andthe 
i Effect muft ceafe of Courfe. This Inftance, to ftop the 
Progrefs of the Law, Secret Robberies efpeciaily, Baa- 
krupts, &c. with the great Burden of the Poor in Time 
of War. Thefe, with the reit, if not timely prevented, 
may ruin both our Trade and Nation. 

I take Want of Currency, to be the Caufe, and cannot 
fee fo long as Currency is thus fcarce, and Credit by that 
Scarcity fo much ftretched behind the due Bound, that till 
that Credit, by fome Method, be taken away almoft 10- 
tirely, any Law can reffrain the Progrefs of the Law and 
Bankrupts. To treat of the good Influence of Cur- 
rency, in a trading Nation, populous and full of poor Me: 
chanicks, deferves a copious Pen, and much Experience 10 
‘Trade; but let this fufice, that had we a Currency always 
ready for Payment, Trade would be free from Law and 
Bankrupt, and much fuller ; Country Tradefmen, on the 
Rumour of a War (deflrudtive Credit taken away) would 
then always have their Stocks in their own Hands, and 
would continue to employ the Foor, though at leffer Prices, 
and fo to be provided againft a Market come, which now, 
by Credit, for want of a Currency, is otherways, for te 
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Rumour of Wars makes Bankrupts, Money being fcarce, 
not to be collected, ‘Lrade for fome ‘Time at a full Stand, 
and the Poor. ftarving, and more chargeable perhaps than 
the War itfelf. I fhall now give Inftance, how much 
cheaper-any of our Factories might be afforded by a ready 
Currency in Spain, Portugal or Ruffia, and hope the Rea- 
der by this will eafily make out the reft, and likewifeo- 
ther Bankrupts, and only now apply a Branch of the Wol- 
lea Trade. 

A Tradefman buys Wool in Linconfbire, brings it to Hav- 
lifax or Coln, which is generally fold for Credit, and can- 
not afford it under rss. Advance per Pack, Rifque being 
great, and fix Months Credit, which is 151. per Cent. the 
Maker, if he fells for Credi., will have 101. for Rifgue, 
Intereft, Credit and Profit, the Country Merchant that 
fells at Londen, would expect for fix Months, and Intereft 
at leaft, unlefs he knew his Chap fafe, Gor 71. and haly 
per Cent. the London Merchant felling thefe likewife for 
Credit, cannot well afford them under g or 61. for Rifque, 
Profit and Credit . thefe four Sums Profit, with what we 
may reafonably expect, that the London Merchant mutt 
charge, that exports them for Foreign Markets, allowing 
him re or 201. per Cent. which fhould be the leaft, for 
Charges of Shipping of fix Months Intereit, and his 
Rifgue 6o1. on every Hundred, excluding his Profit. 

Credit, which occafions Rifque, is a Snake in the Grafs, 
Which effects our Wollen aud Cotton Trade, in an extra- 
ordinary Manner; in paffing through fo many diflerent 
Hands,” it advances like a Snow Ball, which Leadon Mer- 
Chants are not fo fenfible of, as we in the Country, who 
fee the Difadvantages and fatal Confequences of Cre- 
dit ; which, if it was taken away Only by coining our Brafs 
oad Silver lighter, fuppofing the Advantage went to the 
2overnment, our Brafs would then ftay with us 2s well as 
Meir Baife Currency does ia Holland.

This very imaginary Paper Currency of their Bank has 
made them rich and Powerful; for no Money from them 
can be exhaufted, unlefs from their Ufurers, and that in 
Forcign Parts, or their own Terms, yet with that Paper 
imaginary Credit or Currency they buy and fell as iccurely 
with Foreigners as their own Country, without any Dan- 

er of Lofs, or Treafure, or Diminution of Currency, of 
Ravine their Trade torn to pieces with the Fruits of Cre- 
dit, Law and Bankrupts. 

In anfwer to another of the Particulars, a poor Man 
with go}. ready Currency in Trade, what the Safety, to- 
gether with the quick Return, would enable him to do 
more than at prefent can be done with 2001. being he 
would offer his Goods no where, but, if he fold, he would 
get Money. This Currency would affect the Cotton Trade; 
and make it (going through fo many Hands) be likewile 
fold much cheaper abroad.

It is Pity bur that a greater Duty was laid on Lead ex- 
ported, fince Foreigners muft have it, and Eg/and is the 
chief S:orehoufe -in the World.

lick Faith empowered to fign Notes for any Sum or Suins 
not under twenty Shillings, transferable by Indorfement to 
any Perfon as Credit in that Bank, to any that thai) de- 
mand rhe fame, for either Trade, or to pay Debts with, 

t2!, 108. per Cent. Borrower giving Security for Repay- 
ment of fuchSum wth Intereft, thefe Notes to ftand gond 
during all the Sefhons of Parliament, then .renewable. 
This being a moderate Intereft, and ready, and the Notes 
having the Force of Law on them, woold pafs 2s-well as 
Moncy, and at laft circulate by the Revenues into the Fx- 
chejuer, and then likewife be as applyable as Money. 
Whac Intereft-Money, by this Method, might the Nation 
draw for Nothing? How eafily and readily might the Na. 
tion on kmergency ferve themfelves in a Month, by (after 
aSubfdy is granted) iffuing out in every County its Quota 
of thefe Notes for raifing Mea, buying Cattle, or othér 
warlike Stores; which Notes being without Intereft, might 
be cancelled as fuch Funds which they allotted bronght 
them back. By this, Money being more plentiful, and we 
naturally bent on Trade, a War would become eafier, and 
our Poor employ‘d ; for it is never that we want Mate 
rials to work up, but we want Currency to pay for the 
Working ; and that hurts us moft. Suppofe likewife if for 
three of the firft Years that all Duties, yee for Sup- 
port of the Government, that Excife an elfewhere fuch 
be paid one half Cath, the other Bank Notes ; this would 
drain the refp-ctive Counties of their refpective Cath, and 
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‘hrow it into their Banks, to make them valuable, with. 
out being any way feafible of the Lofs, haying fill a Mine 
of Paper Currency taken out by Perfons wanting.

The following Dedication is thought to have fomething in 
it fo remarkable, that we do not much doubt but our Read- 
ers will be pleas'd with baviag it laid before them. 


To the Right Hon. Sir Robert.Walpole, Kaighz of the moh 
noble Order of the Garter, Chancedlor and Under-Treafurer 
of the Exchequer, fir? Commiffioner cf the Treafury, and 
one of bis Majefy's moft Hon. Privy Council, &c, 


SIR, 


S foon as the Demand of the Publick made it necef 
A sry to collect the following Papers together, I took 
the Refolution of addrefliug them to you. The Style oi 
my Dedication will be very different from that, whichis 
commonly employed to Perfons in your Station. But ii 
~~ find nothing agreeable in the Style, you may find per- 

aps fomething ufeiul and deferying your {erious efiection, 
in the Matter of it. I thall compare you neither to Bar- 
deigh nor Godolpbin. Let me not prophane the Tombs of 
the Dead, to raife Alrars to the Living. I hall make you 
no Compliments on the Wifdom of your Adminiftration, 
nor on the Wonders you have performed, to the Honour 
and Advantage of this Kingdom, in the Courfe of 14 0r 15 
Years, either at home or abroad. I fhall leave thefe copr 
ous Themes to others, and fhall confine myfelf to Reafons 
©: another Kind, that induce me to this Dedication. 
thefe Reafons prove fufficient to convince the Publick 
the extreme Propriety of it, I have all that I propofe to 
my felt. Give me leave to prefent to you, in one 
View, the general Defign of thefe little Efays. 

They are defigned then tc expofe the Artifice, —_ 
po 
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int out the Series of Misfortunes, by which we were di- 
vided formerly into Parties, whofe Contefts brought even 
the fundamental Principles of our Conftitution into Quef- 
tion, and whofe Excefles brought Liberty to the very 
Brink o. Ruin, 

They are defigned to give true Ideas of this Conftitution 
and to revive in the Minds of Men the true Spirit of it, 

They are defigned to affert and vindicate the Juftice and 
Honour ot the Revolution ;- of the Principles eftablithed, 
of the Means employ’d, and pf the Ends obtained by it. 

They are defigned to explode our former Diftinctions, 
and to unite Men of all Denominations in the Support of 
thefe Principles, in the Defence of thefe Means, and ia 
the Purfuit of thefe Ends. 

They are defign’d to fhew how far thefe Ends were an- 
fwer'd at the Revolution, or have been anfwer’d fince ; and 
by Confequence how much, or how little is wanting, to 
render that glorious Work compleat, according to the o- 
tiginal Plan, and agreeably to the Engagements taken, at 
that Time with the Nation. 

Let me now appeal to you, Sir, Are thefe Defigns, 
which any Man, whois bora a Britoz in any Circumftan- 
ces, in any Situation. Ought-to be afham’d, or afraid toa- 
vow? You cannot think it. You will not fay it. ‘That 
never caa_ be the Gafe, until we ceafe to think like 
Freemen, as well as to be free. Are thefe Defigns in Fa- 
vour of the Preteader ? I appeal unto the whole World; 
end I fcorn, with a juft Indigaation, to give any other 
Anfwer to fo fhamelefs and fo fenfele{s an ObjeCtion. No, 
they are Defigns in Favour of the Conftitution ; Defigns 
to fecure, to fortify, to perpetuate that excelleat Syftem 
of Government. I court no other Caufe; I claim no o- 
ther Merit. 

Stet. fortuna domus, (F adi numerentur avorum. 

Let the illuftrious and royal Houfe, that hath beer cal- 
led to the Government of thefe Kingdoms, govera them 
till Time fhall be no more... But let the Spirit, as well as 
the Letter of the Conftitution, they are entrufted to pre- 
ferve, be, as it ought to be, and as we promife ourfelyes 
it will be, the fole Rule of their Government, and the 
fole Support of their Power; and whatever happens in the 
various Courfe of human Contingencies, whatever be the 
Fate of particular Perfons, of Houfes, or Families, let 


the Liberties of Greaet-Britain be immortal. ss 
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They will be fo, if that Conftitution, whofe genuine 
Fiffects they are, be maintain’d in Purity and Vigour. A 
perpétual Attention to this great Point is therefore the 
Intereft and Duty of every Man in Brite:n; and there is 
{carce any Man, who may not contribute to the Advance. 
ment of it, in fome Degree. The old may inform the 
young, and the young may animate the o!d.. Even they, 
who are moft retired from the Scene of Buiinefs, may be 
afetul, in this Caufe, to thofe, who are in it; to thofe, 
who are heated by the Action, diftracted by the 
Cares, or diffipated by the Pleafures of the World. 
T fay, they may be ufeful; and I add, they ought to 
be fo to the utmoft, that their Situation allows. Go- 
vernment is the Bufinefs of thofe, who are appointed to 
govern, and of thofe, who are appointed to controul them. 
But the Brttifs Conftitution is the Bufinefs of every Briton. 
Tt is fo more particularly, indeed, of Perfons raifed, like 
you, to the higheft Pofts in the Government. You lie un- 
cer particular Obligations of this Kind, befides the general 
Engagements of Intereft and Duty, that are common to all ; 
and a Neglect in others would be a Breach of Truftin you. 
We fay that our Kings can do no Wrong. The Maxim 
is wifely eftablifhed, and ought to be followed, no doubt, 
as far asthe Conduct of Princes renders the Obfervance of 
it practicable. But from the Eftablifhment of this Maxim 
refults the Neceflity of another, without which the Exer- 
cife of the executive Power would remain under no Con- 
troul. Though our Kings can do no Wrong, and though 
they cannot be called to Account by any Form our Con- 


fttution preferibes, their Minifters may. They are an- 


fwerable for the Adminiftration of the Government ; each 
for his particular Part, and the prime, or fole Minifter, 
when there happens to be one, for the whole. He is fo 
the more, and the more juftly, if he hath affected to ren- 
der himfelf fo, by ufurping on his Fellows, by wrigling, 
jatrigaing, Whifpering, and ‘bargaining himnfelf into this 
dangerous Poft; to which he was not called by the gene- 
ral Suffrage, nor perhaps by the deliberate Choice of his 
Matter himfelf. It follows then that Minifters are anfwer- 
able for every Thing done to the Prejudice of the Confti- 
tition, in the fame Proportion as the Prefervation of the 
Conftitution im its Purity and Vigour, or the perverting, 
avd weakening it, are of greater Confequence to the Nation 
‘44 aay other Inftances of good, or bad Government. 

Believe 
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Believe me, Sir, a Reverence for the Conftitution, end 
a confcientious Regard to the Prefervation of it, are in the 

itical, tike Charity in the religious Syftem, a Cloak to 
hide a Multitude of Sims ; and as the Performance of all 
other religious Duties will not ayail in the Sight of God, 
without Charity, fo neither will the Difcharge of all other 
minifterial Duties avail in the Sight of Men, without 2 
frithfal Difcharge of this principal Duty. Should a Minifter 
govern, in various Inftances of domeftick and foreign Manag. 
ment, ignorantly, weakly, or even wickedly; and yet pay 
this Reverence and Regard to the Conftitution, he would 
deferve much better Quarter, and meet with it too from 
every Man of Senfe and Honour, thana Minifter, who 
thould conduct the Adminiftration with great Ability and 
Saccefs, and fhould at the fame Time procure and abet, 
oreven connive at fuch indirect Violotions of the Rules 
of the Conftitution as tend to the Deftruction of it, or even 
o fuch Evafions as tend to render it ufelefs. A Minifter, 
who had the ill Qualities of both thefe, and the good ones 
of neither; who made his Adminiftration hateful in fome 
Refpects, and defpicable in others ; who fought that Secu- 
rity by ruining the Conftitution, which he had forfeited by 
difhonouring the Government ; who encouraged the profi. 
gate, and feduced the unwary, to concur with him in this 
Defign, by affecting to explode all publick Spirit, and to | 
ridicule every Form of our Conftitution; fuch a Minifter 
would be look’d upon moft juftly as the Shame and Scourge 
of his Country ; fooner or later he would fall without Pi- 
ty; and it is hard to fay what Punifhment would be pro- 
portionable to his Crimes. To couclude this Head 
therefore; fince the Obligations of Intereft and Duty on 
every Man, efpecially on every Minifter, and more efpe- 
cally ftill ona Prime, or fole Miuifter, to reverence the 
Conttitution, to conform his Conduct to If, and neither to 
invade, nor fuffer it to be invaded by others, are fo un- 
deniable, and fo ftrong ; and fince the Means, which tke 
Minifter’s Power gives him to preferve it in Purity and 
Vigour, or tocorrupt and weaken it, are fo many ; nothing 
could be more proper than a Dedication to one im your 
exalted Station, of Papers, that are written to explain 
this Intereft, and to enforce this Duty, and to prefs them 
on the Underftanding and Confcience of every Man in 
Britain ; but of him moft, who is moft coucera’d. 
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“After the general Reafons, for addreffing this Dedication 
to you, give me'leave to defcend into fome, that area lit. 
tle more particular, and that regard the Man, as well-as 
the Miniiter. 

If the Principles of the Revolution, and the Means em. 
loyed in it, haye not been vindicated by me, with as great 
Force of Reafon and Eloquence, as they were by by you, 
in a famous Oration you made at Sacheverel's Trial, | th 
have been vindicated however to the beit of my Power, 
The Caufe is the fame, thongh the Performances are not 
equal ; and fince the Caufe is the fame, the Caufe will re. 
commend my Writings to your good Opinion, how little 
foever you may like tHe Advocate. But I have fomething 
more to urge in my own Favours You had a Sermon to 
condemn, anda Perfon to roaft, (for that, I think, wa 
the decent Language of the Time) and, to carry on the 
Allegory, you roafted him at fo fierce a Fire, that you 
burnt yourfelves. Your Arguments being confined to 
the j ropofitions this Preacher had advanced, you may 
eem rather to have juftify’d Refiftance, or the Means em 
ployed to bring about the Revolution, than the Revolution; 
for though the Principles of the Revolution were, and 
muft for ever remain true, and though the Means were 
jot, aad will for ever be fo, im Cafes of the like Nature; 
yet true Principles, and juft Means, require to be farther 
fanctify’d by theirEnds. The Man, who fhould affect the 
greateft Zeal for the Principles ‘then eftablithed, and the 
Means then ufed, would deferve, IE think, to be rank’d 
among the f2ife Brethren, and would prove himfelf a 
treacherous, and a mercenary Friend to the Revolution, 
if he thew’d any Indifference about the Ends obtain’d, of 
endeavour’d in any Manner to defeat thofe, that were i- 
tended to be obtained by it. The People, who run fo great 
a Rifgue, and bring about fo great an Event, in order (0 
teftore their Conftitution, and to fecure their Liberties @ 
gainit Dangers of every Kind, and efpecially againit tholt, 
which recent Experience have ‘taught them to apprehend, 
have furely a good Right to the whole Benefit of fach4 
Revolution ; and they cannot be deprived of any Part of 
this Benefit, or left expofed to any Shadow of the fame 
Dangers, by any Rule of Juftice, or good Policy. 

Such Con iderations as thefe made me thinie that,-to af 
fert and vindicate fully the Homour and Fuftice of the Re- 
modution, 1c was neceflary that the Ends of the Rev 
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fhould be infited upon in my Arguments, whether they 
were fo or notin yours; and that the Impo:tance of the 
Subject, as well as the Difference of the Occafions, (forthe 
whole lay open before me) would be a fufficient Reafon 
for jupplying in the Copy what was wanting in the Origi- 
nal. i have endeavoured therefore to fhew how much our 
Conftitution hath been improved, how far our Liberties 
have been better. fecured by the Revolution, and how lit- 
tle is wanting to compléat that glorious Defign, and°to 
render the Britis Confitution the moft perjet Syitem of 
a free Goverament, that was ever eftablithéd in the World. 
Ifall the acs of the Revolution are already obtdined, it 
is not only impertinent to argue for obtaining any of them, 
but factious Defigns might be imputed, and the Name of 
Ticendiary be applied with fomé Colour, perhaps, to any 
one, who fhould per fift ia preffing this Point. On the other 
hand, if any of thefe Ends have not been fully obtained, 
the Reproach of Faction and the Title of Incendiary will 
belong to every Perfon, who raifes 4 Conteft by his Op- 
pofition to thefe Inftances, and who endeavours to make 
the Friends of the Conftitut’on pafs for Enemies to the 
Government. . Thus it is eafy to join [fue ; and when [f- 
fue is once joned; it cannot be difficult to decide. Tia 
principal End of the Revolution was to fecure the Nation 
for tie future againft all the Dangers, to which Liberty, 
as well as Religion, had been expofed before the Revolu- 
tion ; if one of thefe Dangers arofe from the dle pr 
that had been employ’d to create a Dependency of the 
two Houfes of Parliament on the Crown ; if this Corrup- 
tion might have fucceeded, very probibly then, had the 
Means been fufficient to fupport it; if no Provifion was 
made, at the Revolution, to fecure the Independency of 
the two Houfes, and the Freedom of Elections, againft Cor- 
ruption; if no Proyifion hath been made againft this Dan- 
ger, fince the Revolution, proportionable to that Iacreafe 
of the poffible Means of Corruption, which hath happened 
fince the Revolution, by the Increafe of the Revenue of 
the Crown, of Debts, of Taxes, and of Officers, and 
Powers to raife thefe Taxes; if all this be fo, (and the 
whole Merits of the Caufe may be fafely refted there) how 
Can it be pretended that‘all the Ends of the Revolation have 
been already obtained? They have not moft certainly. 
When, and in what Manner, they fhall be obtained, it 
Would be Prefumption in any private Perfons fo much zs 
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ro infinuate. They may reprefent fuch Things as they 
judge to be of Ufe to the Publick, and may fupport their 
Reprefentations by all the Reafons, that have determined 
their Opinions, ‘Thus far their Province extends. All be. 
yond this belongs to their Superiors; and, in the Cafs 
before us, to the Wifom of the Nation affem led in Par. 
Jiament. This however I would add ; that as a Confiftency 
ot Character feems to exact from you a Zeal for obtaining 
all the Ends of the Revolution, fuitable to that, which 
you have expreffed for the Principles it eftablithed, and the 
Means it employed; fo the particular Obligations you lie 
under to promote the Honour and Intereft of his prefent 
Majefty, and of his Royal Family, feem to exact the fame; 
for, after all, the Revolution is the Foundation of the pre. 
fent Settlement ; whatever ftrengthens the Foundatio 
ftrengthens the Superftructure ; and there can be no Ne 
of going about to prove that to obtain all the Ends of the 
Revolution is to ftrengthen that Foundation. The Argn- 
ments, that prevail’d formerly with many againft the Prune 
ciples and Means of the Revolution, are quite exploded; 
the Prejudices againft them are quite Worn out. We may 
thercfore perfuade, without flattering ourfel.es, that the 
Foundation of our prefent Settlement, and of al! our fu 
ture national Happinefs, is laid immoveably in thefe two 
Refpects. Shall it not be fo, and does it not become you 
jn a particular Manner to endeavour that it fhould be fo, 
in every Refpect; Could you forgive yourfelt, if you neg- 
lected the firft Opportunity of concurring to remove the 
Jeaft Pretence from the Difaffe¢ted, nay from the Well- 
affected, to fay that the Ends of particular Men, of Pat- 
ties, and of Families, have been anfWer’d by the Revolution, 
-even beyond their feveral Expectations ; but that the ba- 
tional Expectations have not been fo fully anfwered, nor 
the Ends of the Revolution entirely obtain’d. No Man 
knows better than you the Truth and Force of what hath 
been here advane’d. No Man therefore is able to makes 


-jufter Application of it to the moft important Interefts of 


your Country, to the true Intereft of your Royal Maf- 
ter, and to your Private Intereft too; if that will add, 3s 
I prefume it will, fome Weight to the Scale, and if that 
requires, as I prefume it does, a Regard to Futurity # 
well as to the prefent Monument.

lie F the Athenians treated Thefeus thus ungratefully ; i¢ 
nt they rebelled againft the Prince, who had deprived him- 
e ; felf of the Power rather than leave them any Caufe of 
res Difquiet; if they drove them to Exile, and to an imma- 
ture Death him who had fettled their State, and left them 
¢ in Safety, we are not to attribute it to the Hatred of his 
he Perfon, but to their Diflike of his Ofhce, to a Love of 
U Change, and to a wanton Defire of fhewing their own Pow- 
Ne er: Thefe were apparently the Motives which pro- 
F duced this extraordinary Revolution, andin the Place 
Yy of their lawful Sovereign, fet Menefheus, the Chief of the 
¢ Anti-Courtiers, on the Athenian Throne. This Man had 

- before procured an Army of Foreigners to enter his native 
0 Country, and now, after declaiming fo long and fo fuccefs- 
0 fully againft Royal Power, with great Readinefs affumed it. 

i, To the Siege of Troy he went, with the other Gracian 

. Princes, at the Head of a confiderable Body of froops, 

e and with a Fleet of fifty Sail; whence it appears, that his 

. Predeceffor left the Affairs of the Kingdom in good Order, 

. for Agamemnon, then the moft powerful Monarch in Greece 

a brought but a hundred Ships to the Phryg aa Coait,and Me- 

b atlaus his Brother, who, no doubt, exerted his utmoft 

' Strength, came with no more than thirty. Menefbeus 

: however performed nothing remarkable during that famous 

) War, nor did he live to fee his Kingdom after it was finith- 

; ed; but died in his Return in the Ifland of Me/cs. 

f Demophon, the Son of Thefeus, was alfo at the Deftruc- 





tion of Troy, and after that was over, determined with 
himfelf to attempt the Recovery of his Right at Arbens. 
In this he met with little Trouble; for the Athenians, as 
they made no Scruple of expelling his Father, tho’ he had 
done them noHurt, fo they made no moreDifficulty of ad- 
mitting his Son, tho’ he had done them no good. Demo- 
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phon however proved a very virtuous Prince, and raifed 
the Credit, and improved the Wealth of his Subjects cog. 
fiderably. He reigned Thirty-four Years in Peace and 
Honour, and was then fucceeded by his Son Oxyantes, of 
whom we know little more than he held the Athenian Scep- 
tre Twelve Years, and then left it to his Son Apbhydas, 
who held it but One, being murdered by his Baftard Bro. 
ther Thymartes, who, notwithftanding the Barbarity of this 
Fact, and the flender Claim he had to the Regal Power, 
cay it quietly for Eight Years, and then difcovering 

imfelt to be not only a Villain but a Coward, by refufing 
to fight Xanthus, King of Boaria, he was depofed by the 
People, and Me/aatheus, a Stranger, who flew Yanthus, re 
ceived the Crown for his Reward, and reigned with great 
Reputation, Thirty-feven Years, when he was fucceeded 
by his Son Codrus, a much braver and better Man than 
himfel® In the Twenty-firft Year of his Reign, the He. 
raclida, who then held Peleponefas, who had long been up- 
on ill Terms with the Athenians, invaded their Dominions, 
promifing themfelves great Succefs, becaufe the Oracle had 
affured them of continual Victory, provided they hurt not 
the Athenian King; but Codrus preferring his Country 
to his Crown, and the Safety of his Subjects to his own, 
went difguifed into the Enemy's Camp, and in a Fray pro. 
voked them to kill him, which, as foon as they difcovered, 
they immediately retired in great Confufion, leaving the 
People of Athens to proceed as they thought fit, as to the 
Difpofition of their Crown. Out of Gratitude to Codrss, 
they put by his Son from the Throne, and wifely refoved 
to have no more Kings, for fear they fhould not have fuch 
another. 

The Convenience of a fupreme Magiftrate inclined them 
to leave Medon, the Son of their late Prince, the Title of 
Archcn, and a more reftrained Power than their former Mo- 
Harchs poffefled, and the fame Degree of Favour and In- 
dulgence was extended to Thirteen of his Race, who were 
his Succeffors, under whom they enjoyed Peace, Plenty, 
and Freedom. Then they took it into their Hands to make 
another Alteration, and to allow their Archons but Ten 
Yeers, which after a while, they altered again, and reduced 
to One. By thefe Steps was the Form of Rule at Athens, 
or, in the modern Phraife, the Attick Conftitution chang 
from a Monarchy to a Democracy, of which Government 
the natural Ficklenefs of their Difpofitions made ther Jy 
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fond, thatnot content with fettling it among themfelves, 
they were for intruding it on every other State in Greece, 
as Thucidydes tells us in his Hiftory of the Pe/eponefian 
War. But, before we part with this Subject, it may not be 
amifs to look a little into the Advantages which accrued to 
this People from that Kind of Regimen which they laid 

alide 
What the Arhenmians owed to the ancient Form of their 
Conftitution, will in fome Meafure, appear, if we confider 
firft, the Number, of Years they lived quietly under it. 
And, fecondly, the wife and prudent Rercletion made by 
their Kings, for the equal Adminiftration of Juftice, and 
the promoting, in every other Refpect, the Welfare of the 
State. Now, in the Point of Time, upwards of Eight 
hundred Years elapfed from the Death of Cecrops to the 
laying afide of fingle Magiftrates ; but, if we run back to 
the Ogyeiza Times the Amount will be increafed confider- 
ably; yet this alone if we reflect on the Nature of political 
Structures, is a ftrong Evidence in Favour of the Athenian 
Monarchy ; for had not the Princes, who in this long flux 
of Time, poffeffed byTuras, the Royal Authority, manag- 
ed with great Prudence, Mildaefs and good Fortune, it 1s 
impoflible to conceive how they. fhould conferve their Do- 
miaions unfubdued by foreign Force, and undivided by Fac- 
tions athome; but the Excellence of this Kind of Goyern- 
ment is ftill more ftrongly demonffrated from the jew 
Acs of the Kings of Athens, which Oblivion hath not 
fwallow’d up. By Cecrops the Athenians, who afterwards 
bumaniz’d the World, were taught waelig’| themfelves ; 
by Cecrop the Second they were led from Huts and ftrag- 
ling Cottages, into Towns and more regular Society. By 
Tbe/eus the Plan of publick Happinefs was fill farther pur- 
fued'; he Jaid out the Flower of his Days in the Service 
6! his Subjects, and raifed that Superitructure, to w hick 
the Genius of the free State added rather Luftre than 
Strength. He invited Strangers to fettle at Arheas, as the 
only Means whereby his Citizens could be taught beneficial 
Arts, and how to improve their Trade; but to prevent 
that Confafion, which might eafily have happened trom 
luch a Mixture of Nations, and to arg | thofe Inconve- 
Niencies which were threatned thereby, he divided the whole 
ody of his Subjects into three Claffes, viz. Nobility, 
Husbandmen. and Mechanicks. Tothe Nobility belong- 
ed the Choice of Magiftrates, the Care of publick Affairs, 
A 2aaz2 2:44 
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and the fupervizing Religious Rites. In other Refpe@s, an 
i. guality as far as poffible, was fettled; yet fo as that the 
tirit excelledin Honours, the fecond in Wealth, and the 
lait in Numbers; fuch was the Contrivance of Thefeus, 
which as it was perfectly fuited to render the People great 
aod happy, fo it had not the leaff Tendency towards ag. 
grondizing himfelf or his Succeffors, which <Ariforle juttly 
acknowledges, when he fays, that he was the firft, who 
out of Regard to the People, diminith’d the? rerogatives of 
a Crown. Thofe who reigned after him, followed his Ex. 
ample; and tho’ it cannot be affirmed, that they extended 
their Dominions by Conqueft, or carried the Glory of the 
Athenian Arms very high, yet Hiftory will bear us ont in 
afferting, that they protected their Subjects from Infults, 
and govern’d them in Peace. 

From the Virtues of the Arbeniaa Princes, jet us turn 
Our Eyes on the Genius of the Athenian Nation, and we 
thal! find that as it owed its Cultivation, and even its Birth 
to the Advantages which their Government beftowed ; fo 
we thall without Difficulty, difcover that it grew bold and 
enterprizing, in i roportion to the many Advantages they 
drew from the fingular Felicity which they enjoyed under 
Aufpices of a longTrain of Monarchs. Under Cecreps they 
were Savages, under his Succeffors Men, under 7he/es 
they acquired Courage, Science, and politenefs ; and whea 
Meneftheus led them to 7; roy, they were fo remarkable for 
Eloquence, that the Right’ of making FuneralOrations for 
thot who were flain in the War, belonged to them. Under 
the following Kings and Archons, they doubtlefs made fill 
greater and greater Improvements, and by Degrees rofe fo 
high, not only in the Opinion of others, but themfelves, 
that they thought it inglorious to acdnowledge the Sove- 
reignty of one; and therefore when they made the Mag 
{tracy Annual, the appointed nine Archons, tho’ the Year 
was denominated from the firft. But the Form and Sut- 
cefs of this memorable Mutation in the Arbenian Policy, 
mult be referred to fucceeding Papers.

I muft here beg Leave to make Ufe of the Name of 
an honourable Perfon, Sir R W » be- 
caufe ’tis well known, that whatever hath been faid ow 
this Subject has no other meaning than to Ax fome Imputa- 
tion upon him ; ’tis therefore juft that it fhould be known 
what Share he had in this Tranfaction, and in what Situ- 
ation he then was. 

This Event happened in the Month of September, 1720. 
It is well known Sir R W— ———- was then no 
Minifter, was in no Confidence with the Miniftry ; but 
was look’d upon by them as no Promoter of their darling 
Scheme, and indeed had no Credit or Power at Court: He

was demanded to affift in faving a finking Nation; and, 
as he wes then thought to have fome Credit and Influence 
with the Bans, whofe Affiftance the South-Sea Projectors 
flatter’d themfelves might fave their defperate Game, Sir 
R ——ee was defired and importun’d to uf 
bis Credit with the Bank, to induce them to agree to a Pro- 
pofal mide by the South Sea Company for circulating a Num- 
ber of their Bonds. 

It mu here be remembred, that nothing of this Kind arofe 
from the Bank, or was at their Motion; and, I have been 
told that nothing but an Apprehenfion of the Refentment 
of the People, which they were loudly threatened with, could 
have prevailed upon the Bank to have treated at all with the 
South Sea Company, and to involve themfelves in their Ca- 
lamities. 

_But the Clamour was irrefiftable; and the Bank, out of 
Neceffity, hearkened to the Propofals of the South-Sea Com- 
pany? for, from them, every Step and Motion proceed.

The firft Expedient was, for the Bank to circulate Bonds 
of the South-Sea Company toa certain Value, for a Time 
to be agreed upon ; and, a Propofal to this Ef-@ was, on 
the 16th of September, 1720, fent to the Bank by 
the Sub and Deputy-Governors of the South-Sea Com- 

any. 

r This not being relifhed immediately, it was propos’d that 
there fhould be a meeting of a Committee, confifting of 
five of each Company at the Poft-Mafter General’s Houfe, 
where were prefent, Lord Prefident, Mr. Secretary Craggs, 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Robert JValpole, Etq; 
Mr. Craggs Poft Mafter General, and Sir Fohn Fellows Sub- 
Governor of the South Sea Company, Charles Foy Deputy 
Governor, Sir Theodore Fanfen, Mr. Gore, Mr, Che/ter, Mr, 
Hanger Governor of the Bank, Sir John Ward, Sir Gilbert 
Heathcote, Sit Peter Delm-. Sir Nathaniel Gould. T his Meet- 
ing was onthe Nineteenth of Sept. 1720, three Days alter 
the Propofal. 

I have been told, that this Conference lafed for many 
Hours, with great Reluctance on the Part of the Bank, 
but prefled with fo much Eagernefs and Authority on 
the other Side, that the Bank was prevail’d upon to 
yield, 

It 
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It was thought proper, before they parted, that fomethin 
fhould be reduced into Writing, as a Minute of the Subftance 
of what had been under Confideration,and to ferve as a Foun- 
dation of a future Agreement,or Contraét,to be made between 
the Two Companies. 

I have been told that there was fome little Difpute who 
fhould write down or draw the Minute; but it being the 
general Defire of the Company thit Mr. W 
fhould do it in the prefence of the whole Meeting, he put 
down in Writing what has ever fince been called the BANK 
ConTRACT, littledreaming that he was then drawing an 
Article of Impeachment againft himfelf or that he was to be 
made re{ponfible for any South-Sea Tranfaction of the Year 
720, 

The Minute, commonly call’d the Bank Contract, which 
was in Mr. &% ’s Hand writing was in the Words 
following: ‘* That the Bank of England fhall undertake 
*‘ to circulate Three Millions of South-Sea Bonds for one 
“ Year, at a Premium to beagreed upon by the Two Com- 
‘“‘ panies ; aSubfcription to be taken for enabling theBank 
“to carry on this Circulation ;---perCent. to be paid down 
“by every Subfcriber, and--per Cent. upon every Call, at a 
* Notice: The Coutraét with the Subfcribers, to be made 
“in the Nature and Form with former Contracts for 
“ Circulating Exchequer Bills, and the Charges of 
“ Circulation to be born by the South Sea Com- 
“* pany. 

‘© That in Confideration of this Undertaking, the South- 
“ Sea Company fhould pay the 3,700,000 /, to be paid to 
“ the Bank by Notice of Parliamigns, in the South-Sea 
*“‘ Stock, at a Price to be agreed on betwixt the two Com- 
“¢ panies.” 

There were two other Paragraphs wrote down at, the 
fame time ; but Both crofs’d out and eraz’d before the 
Meeting broke up, but not at all relating to this Quefti- 
On, 

This is all that was wrote by Sir R--- ¥----, at this or a 
ny other Time, relating to this Affair; and I have been af- 
fured, in the future Meetings upon this Bufinefs, he was ne- 
ver once prefent. 

This Paper which is called, The BANK ConTRACT, 
b Stile, Title, or Preamble to it, fignifying what it im- 
ports : 
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ports: it is neither af Agreement or Contract, or Articles 
of Agreement: The effential Part, viz. the i remium {op 
Circulating, and what wasto be paid down fo: the Circulation, 
is left Blank ; and the moft material Part, of the Whole, 
which is, at what Price the Bank was to,take the South Seg 
Stock for 3,700,000 /, wasreferred to a Yugfequent Agree- 
ment, to be made betwixt the two Companies, I beg then 
that any Man will tell me, in what Senfe this is to be called 
a Contract, or any thing more than the firft rough 
Draft or Sketch of a future Agreement, that was to 
be made, void of all Form, or any manner of Obliza- 
tion. . 

But now I’m about it, that the Hiffory of this whole 
Affair may be feen together, which, I belicve, was 
never before done, I will through the whole. 

On the 23d of September 172°, at a Meeting of a 
Committe of the Directors of the Two Companies, 
*“* A Propofal was made by one of the Directors 
** of the South Sea Company, That the 3,700,000], 
“© Pounds fhould be fubferibed by the Bank, into the 
** Stock of the South Sea Company; for which the 
*¢ Bank was to have fuch Shares as the Funds would 
** produce, the Stock being valued at 400 /. per cent. 
Ss ee. 

On the 24th of Sept. at a Court of Directors of the Bank 
upon a Report made of the laft Propofal made by the South 
Sea Company, it was agreed to by the Court of Directors 
of the Bank. , 

This Agreemen: was, the fame Day, communicated by a 
Direétor of the Bank toghe Court of Directers of the South- 
Sea Company. = 

But, on the roth of November following, the Governor of 
the Bank reported from the Committee appointed to treat with 
the. South- Sea Company, that the Tranfactions between the

feat Repofe, made ita Merit in Them not to efpoufe the

enced and uninfluengeable Freedom of Elections, are once 
effectually fecured againft the Dangers, that may arife pof- 
fibly hereafter from the Growth of Corruption ; then will 
our future Kings be reduced to the agreeable Necefhty of 
eftablifhing their ‘IDhrones, as we are obliged to acknow- 
ledge that the Throne is now eftablifh'd, not on the narrow 
and fandy Foundations of Court-Craft, and unconilitutional 
Expedients, but on the Popularity of the Prince, and the 
wniverfal Affection of the Subjects; Foundations of the 
Kingly Authority fo evidently fuppofed by our Conftitud 
tien, that a King, who will add Weight to his Scepter, 
muft govern by them, or govern againft this Conftitution, 
againft the very Rule of his Government. . 
_ Lam now comé to the laft Reafon, drawn from the Sub- 
yect of thefe Writings, that'I fhall-trouble you with, for 
dedicating them to you. The Attempt to ex:inguith t 
Animofities, and even the Names of thofe Parties that di- 
Rracted the Nation fo long, fo fatally at firit, and fo fool- 


ithly at laft, intitles this Volume to your kind Receptios, 


of it, at leaft as properly as the Attempt to expole 
the Dangers that may poffibly arife hereafter, from 
Corruption, tothe Independency of Parliament, and to the 
Freedom of Elections. Whilft a real Difference of Prin- 
ciples and Defigns fupported the Diftinction, we were ditt- 
National rarties ; and this Misfortune was enough. Ir was 
lamented asa grezt one, at the Time, by every good Mao 
¢ c! 
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of every Party. But if the Diftinétion fhould remaity 
wien the Difference fubfifts no longer, the M:sfortune would 
be fill greater; becaufe they, who maintain’d the Diftine- 
tion, in this Cafe, would ceafe to be a Party, and would be- 
come a Faction. National. Interefts would be no longer 
concerned ; at leaft, on one Side. They would be fome- 
times facrificed, and always mide fubordinate to perfonal 
Interefts; and that I think, is the true Characteriftick of 
Faction. ‘This Attempt there,ore ought to have your Ap- 
probation, ‘To dedicate it to you may be conftrued to fup- 
pofe that it will have your Approbation ; and he who fup-. 
pofes that 1¢ will, makes you no indifferent Compliment. 
When the Court fomented onr national Divifions, the 
very worlt Defigns were carried on; for to divide can ne-. 
ver be an Expedient for good Purpofes, any more than to 
corrupt ; fince thePeace andProfperity of a Netion wilial- 
ways depend on uniting, as far as pofhble, the Heads, 
Hearts and Hands of the whole People, 4ud on improving, 
not debauching their Morals. Divide & impera, isa Max- 
im olten quoted. How are we toapply it? There is no 
Place for it in aftbitrary Governments ; for in them, the 
Intereft of the Governors requires that a ferviie Union, if 
it may be called an Union, thould be maintained by the 
Weight of Power; like that of Staves in aGalley, who are 
united by their Chains, and tug the Oar together, at the 
Sound af a Whiftle. In free Governments, it can have 
Place as little, whilft they, who are at the Head, intend the 
Maintenance of Liberty. To what Cafe then can it! be 
apply d? There is but one, acd that is the Cafe of thofe, 
who afpire at more } ower than a Free Conftitution of Go- 
Vernment gives them. Such “Governors muft divide 
aad incenfe Parties one arainft another, that they may be 
always able to bribe the Peffions of one Side, and fo ufurp 
on both. But the Prince who purfues this Method, rifgues 
the Power he hath fora Power he docs not want. He 
Would be the more inexcufable, under fuch a Conftitution 
% ours ; becaufe, if he could not gain Efteem by his great, 
might gain Affection by his good Qualities ; and this 
inciple would carry him, eyen better perhaps than the 
her, tothe Power he would obtain. What can'a Prince 
fire more than to he placed at the Head of a united Peo 


io) . —— 
an ee 


‘¢; among whom he ma¢ have as many Friends as he plet- 
fes, and can have no Enemies, unlefs he creates them, by 
“ping them to be fuch, and by treating them pies <> 
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ly? If the Defigns of a Prince, in fomenting the Divifions, 
are to invade the Liberties of his People, his Defigns, are 
jaid in the utmoft Iniguity ; and ifthefe are not his De. 
figas, they muft be laid in the utmoft Folly. Whena Peo. 
ple fubmits quietly to Government, and is willing to obey 
on the Terms, on which alone their Prince hath a Right to 
command, how extravagant muft his Demands be, and how 
unaccountable his Conduct, to divide fuch a People? Shall 
he expect, for Inftance, that all his People thould think like 
him and his Council, about every Occurence, about every 
Meafure he takes, and every Man he employs; and fince 


this is too much to ask of Freemen, nay of Slaves, if his 


Expectation be not anfwered, fhall he form a lafting Divi- 
fiona upon fuch tranfient Motives? Shall he profcribe every 
Man as.an Enemy to his Government, who diflikes the 
Adminiftration 9; it? Proftriptions are abominable, andin- 
human, when they are backed by aFulnefs of arbitray Pow- 
er. But to hang up the Tables of Profcription without 
the Power of fending Centurions to cut of every Head, 
that wears a Face diflik’d at Court, would be Madnefs ina 
Prince. Such a Condvet cannot fuit his Intereft, however 
it may his Paffions, in any Circumftances whatever. There 
are indeed Circumitances, wherein it may {uit the Intereft 
of a Minifier. Till the Sword of Civil War be drawn 
a Prince can fearce become irreconcilable with his People, 
and be reduced for want of national Strength, to fupport 
his Power and Dignity by the Force of Faction. Buta Mi 
nifter: may fall eafily, and foon into this defperate States 


and after fomenting, 2s long as he could, the Divifons ol 
Parties, he may nave no Reiugebutin Faction. There may 
be fuch a Conduct, as nonstional Party will bear, or at leatt 
will juftify. But Faction hath no Regard to national Iate- 
refis. Faction therefore will bear any Thing, fhare in aay 
Thing, juftify any Vhing. If the Minifter who takes this 
Method to fupporr himfelf, hath any Art, he will endea- 
vour to difguile his Faction under the Name and Appear- 
ance of a national Party. But even this Difguife will joon 
fall off. The belt of thofe, who were engaged in the Par- 
ty, will quit the Faction, and then the latter mutt ftand 
confefs'd to publick View. But it is not only the criminal 
Conduct of a Minifter, and the Feer of refting his Adm 
miirition on the national Judgment that may oblige him to 
govern by. Divifion and by Fadtion. As the moit oppofite 


Notions are often united in the Head, {fo arc the moft cpa 


trary Sentim.ots in the Heart of Man. Incapacity oitea 
begets 
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begets Sufficiency, and yet a Confcioufnefs of Incapacity of- 
tea bege:s 2 Jealoufy of Power, grounded on a Senfe of 
the fuperior Merit of other Men. The Miniter, who 
grows lef{s by his Elevation, like a little S:atue placed on a 
mighty Pedeftal, will always have this Jealouty ftrong a- 
bouthim. He mutt of Courfe felect a Faction to himfelf; 
and this Fa@tion muft be compofed, to anfwer his Purpofes 
of Men fervilely obfequious, or extremely inferior to him 
by their Talents. Whenever this happens, the Reign of 
Venality, of Proftitution, of Ignorance o Futility, and of 
DulnefSs commences, The Miunifter will dread to fee the 
Perfons employed, whom he fecretly efteems, for this very 
Reafon, becaufe he efteems them. Abilities to ferve the 
Common-wealth will be an Objection fuffiicient to outweigh 
the ftrongeftt Proofs of Attachment to the | erfon of the 
Prince, and of Zeal for his Goverament ; nay even the Me- 
ritof a whole Life fpent in giving thefe Proofs. In thorr, 
the very Reafons, that fhould determine the Prince toem- 
ploy Men, will determine the Minifter to profcribe them. 

Diflike, or Contempt of him, will pafs with his Matter for 

Difaffection to the Government; and under the pompous 
Name of Government, will nothing but the paultry Inte- 

ret or Humour, of the Minifter be couched. The Mini- 
fter will reap, perhaps (for even that may be doubtiul the 
immediate Benefit of dividing, or maintaining the Divifions 

of the Nation, and of nurfing up Faction, by continu- 

ing longer in Power, his fole Security, and by deferring, 

if not efcaping, the evil Day, the Day of Accouat and 

Retribution. But the Prince will reap, in this Cafe, the 
parmanent Mifchief of eftablifhing Divifion and Faétion ; 

and may poffibly make the lamentable Exchange of his 

own Popularity, for his Minifter’s Impunity. I need not 

finith up this Picture of Imagination, fice I write to 

you, who know fo much better than I pretend to do the 

Characters of Men, and the Arts of Governmént. I: is 

faficient that I have hinted the general Caufes and Effeés 

of the Endeavours, that are fometimes ufed, and to which 

Great Britain hath not been a Stranger, to foment nati- 

onal Divifions, and to govern by the Faction of a Minrfler, 

arm’d with the Power of the Prince, againft the Senfe and 

Spirit of a Nation, and the Intereft of the l’rince hinfelf. 

This may ferve, and it isall I fhall fay, to befpeak your 

Approbation of the Papers that foliow, on Account of the 

Matter they contain. 
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But Sir, the Reafons I have given, how pertinent foever 
they may be. are not the only Reafons T had for addrefling 
myfelf in this Manner, and on this Occafion, to you. There 
are Reafons of another Kind that come fti!ll more home to 
yourfelf; that appear very important to me, and will 
apear fo to you, perhaps, when you have reflected duly on 
them, and have weighed impartially the Confequences of 
them. I fhall prefs thefe Reafons with al! the Plainnefs 
and Force, that Decency permits, in fo publick and perfo- 
nal an Application ; becaufe, tho’ Trath may fometimes of- 
fend, I am very indifferent to Offences taken with Truth 
on my Side. If you hearken to Truth, which Menin your 
Station feldom hear, you may te the better for it. If you 
do not, theAuthor of thisDedication cannot be the worfe; for 
I will add, on this Occafion, that whoever he is, he is one 
you cannot impofe upon, in your private Capacity, neither 
as a Man, nor as a Gentleman; and that you can as little 
do it, in your publick Capacity. You cannot difappoint 
him; becaufe the Tempér of his Mind gives you no hold 
on him. He hath neither Ayarice to make him defire 
Riches, nor Ambition to make him defire Power, nor Va- 
nity to make him defire Honours. You cannot opprefs 
him, becaufe he is free from Guilt, and from every pro- 
bable (for no Man is free from every poflible) Emputation 
of Guilt. The Laws of his Country are his Protection; 
ahd they are fufficient to protect every Briton, who reve- 
rences and obeys them, in how peculiar a Situation foever 
he may be found. They, who att againft thefe Laws, and 
they alone, may have Reafon to fear, let their Situation be 
never fo high,.or their prsfear Power never fo great. 

Having faid this, I proceed to obferve to you, that you 
are in the right moft certainly to retort by yourfelf, or 
others, in the beft and fmarteft Manner that you, or they 
can, whatever the Writiags publifhed in the Craftsman 
may contain, which you judge to be injurious to your 
felf, or reflecting on your Adminiftration. The Publick 
will judge uprightly upon the whole Matter. The Lavugh- 
ers will be for thofe who haye moft Wit, and the ferious 
Part of Mankind for thofe, who have moft Reafon on their 
Side. Again, As to Affairs of Peace. or War publick Oc- 
currences, domeftick Management, foreign Negotiations, 
in fhort, the News of the Day, and the current Bu finels 
of the Time. weekly and daily Papers, or more e!abo- 
rate, angiverfary Treatifes, are properly employd " 
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ou to explain, in your own Fayour, the Series of your 
ea to refute Caleb, or, which is ftill more ealy, 
and by fome thought as ufeful, to keep up the Cavil on 
one Point, till a new one ts ftarted, that draws of the 
Attention of the World. All this may be called fair War; 
and whoever prevails in the Judgement of the Publick the 
Publick will reap Information from the Conteit, and will 
have Reafon to be pleafed with thefe Appeals,which prefene 
an Image of the Cuftom, that obtained in the ancient Com. 
monwealtns of Greece, and at Rome, where the greateit 
Interefts of the S-ate were debated, and the greateft Men 
inthofe Governments were accufed and defended in pub- 
lick Harangues and before the whole People. 

But the Writings of the Craftsman have not been confi- 
ned to thefe SubjeCts, that are perfonal, or temporary. 
The Caufe of the Brit Confticution hath been pleaded 
thro’ the whole Coutfe of cthefe Papers; every Danger to 
it pointed out ; every Security or Improvement of it ex- 
plained and preifed. Now here, Sir, begins my Complaint. 
I {aid that the Caufe of our Conftitution hath been plead- 
ed in the Craftsman; and Iam Sorry thae the Expref- 
fion is fo precifely juft, that no other would come up to 
the Cafe. “The Caufe of the Conftitution hath been plead- 
ded; for the Coattitution hath been attacked; openly, 
infolently attacked, aad is fo every Day by thofe againft 
whom the Craftsman fo often employs his Fen. Who 
could have expected (for I will give 2a Inftance or two) at 
this Lime, and under the prefent Eftablifhmeat, ‘to hear 
the Neceflity of maintaining ftandisg Armies io ‘Limes of 
Peace, even againft the People of Britain, who mawtain 
them, contended for and afferted? Who could have ex- 
pected to hear a Dependency, a corrupt Jependency 
of the Parliament on the Crown, contended -tor .and ai- 
ferted to be a neceffary Expedient, to fupply 2 Want of 
Power, which is falfely fuppofed, in the Crawns as if 
our jathers had oppofed, and at length deitroyed that 
Chimzra called Prerogative, formerly fo dangerous to-our 
Liberties, for no other Reafon but to furnith Arguments 
for letting loofe among us another Monfter, more dan- 
gerous to our Libertics by far? Who could have expeci- 
ed that Attempts to revive the Doctrines of old Whig. 
gifm, and the Principles and Spirit of the Revolution, . 
TP Oppofition to fuch maniiett Contradictions -of 
them all, would give any Umbrage, or Caule any Alarm, 
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among Men, who {till affect to cal] themfelves Whigs, ang 
pretend Zeal for a Government, that is founded on the 
Revolution, and could not have been eftablithed without 
it? This could not have been expected, I think; and 
yet fo itis, There are Perfons, who take to themlelves 
the Title of minifterial Writers, and have fometimes the 
Front to affume that of Writers for the Government, 
Thefe Perfons are not content to ring, in daily Panegy. 
rick, Encomiums on the Wifdom and Virtue, the Juttice 
and Clemency, the Succefs and Triumphs of your Ad. 
‘Miniftration, and to anfwer,or to attempt to anfwer,the al. 
moit innumerable Objections that have been made (it 
matters not here whether juftly,or unjuftly)to your Condud 
at home, and your own, and that of your Brother abroad ; 
but they take Fire, they fhew an Alarm, and they grow 
angry, whenever any thing is written, nay when a Word 
‘s dropt, in Favour of the Fundamental Articles of Bri. 
tifb Liberty. Sometimes they argue directly, and in plain 

€rms againft them. Sometimes they perplex and puz- 
zle the Caufe ; evade what they cannot deny; and when 
they cannot impofe a fallacy, endeavour at leaft to hinder 
Men from difcerning a Truth. Thus, Sir, they mingle your 
Juitification with the Condemnation of our Conftitution ; 
and Jabour, as much asin them lies, to make your pre- 
fervation and the Deftruction of this Conftitution a com- 
mon Caufe. If you could poffibly doubt the truth oi 
what is here advanced, I might reter you to the Parti 
cular Pamphlets and Papers, which are known at leaft by 
the Anfwers that have been given to them ; till fach 
Time as an Extra@ of all the Paffages, hinted at here, 
be made publick, as I hope it will; and whenever it 1s, 
I dare appeal beforehand to your private Thoughts, whe- 
ther the Principles they contain, and the Confequences 
ceducible from them, would not deftroy, if they were 
to take Place, the whole Scheme of the Aritifo Conftitu- 
tion. It hath been asked, why dothe Writers on one 
Side eternally harp on Liberty, and the Conftitution? 
Do they mean to inftil Jealoufy and Diftruft, and to alien- 
ate the Minds of the People ? In what Inftances have the 
Laws been broken, or hath the Conftitution been invaded 
by thofe, who govern? Thefe Queftions deferve an A® 
fwer ; and I thal] anfwer the firft, by asking another Que 
tion, Why do the Writers on one Side eternally labour 


to explain away Liberty and to diftinguifh us out “ 2 
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Conftitution ? If nothing had been faid of this Kind, , 
am perfuaded that much lefs would have been faid of the 
other ; andI can afflure you, with great Truth, that the 
Publick hath not been troubled particularly, with rhis 
Differtation upon Parties. As tothe other two Quettions, 
they may be taken together. There is a plain and real 
Diilereace between Jealoufy and Diitruft, thar may be 
obferved in the prefent Cafe. Men may be Jealous, oa 
Account of their Liberties, and I think they ought to 
be fo, even when they have noimmediate Difruf, that 
the Perfons, who govern, defign to invade them. An 
Opportunity of invading them opened, is Reafon fuffi. 
cient for awakening the Jealoulfy ; and if the Perfons 
who have this Jealoufy, apply to thofe, who govern, to 
help to cure it, by removing the Opportunity, the latter 
inay take this, if they pleafe, as a Mark of Confidence, not 
Diitruft, at leaft, it will be in their Power, and furely 
it will be for their Intereft, to fhew that they deferved 
Confidence, in this Cafe, not Diftruft. But it will be 
always trifling, and foolifh, to ask what Laws have been 
broken, what Invafions on the Conftitution have been 
meade ; becaufeas nothing of this Sort will be done, when 
there are no Defigns dangerous to the Conftitution carri- 
edon, fo when there are fuch Defigns, whatever is done 
of this Sort will be private, indirect, and fo covered, that 
the greateit moral Certainty may be deftitute of Proof. 
Whenever any of thefe Things are done publickly, direct- 
ly, aad in a Mannerto be eafily proved, the Danger will 
be over, the Conftitution will be deftroyed, and all Fear 
for it and Concern about it will be impertinent, becaufe 
they will come too late. If ever that old, trite Maxim 
P rincipiis obfta, was well applied, it is fo in the Cafe, we 
{peak of here. ’ 
The Reafons I have given for mentioning thefe Writers 
oughtto excufe me from it; at leaft, to you ; and even to 
you I thall fay very little more about it. The Flowers 
they gather at Billing /gate, to adorn and enliven their Pro- 
ductions, fhall be pafs’'d over by me, without any Reflecti- 
on. They affume the Privilege of Watermen and Oyfter- 
Women. “Let them enjoy it in that good Company, and 
exclufively of all other Perfons. ‘They caufe no Scan- 
dal: they give no Offence ; they raife no Sentiment but 
Contempt in the Breatfts of thofe they attack ; and it is 
to be hoped, for the Honour of thofe, whom they would 
be thought to detend, that they raife, by this low 
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end dirty Practice, no other Sentiment in them. Bye 
there is another Part of their Proceeding, which may be 
attributed by malicious | eople to you, and which deferves 
for that Reafon alone fome Place 1m this Dedication, as 
it might be fome Motive to the Writing of it. When 
fech Authors grow feurrilous, it would be hizhly unjuft 
to impute their Scurrility to any Prompter ; becaufe they 
have ia themfelves all that is neceTary to conititute a Scold, 
fii Manners, Impudence, a foul Mouth, and a fouler 
Heart. But when they menace, they rife a Note high- 
er. They cannot dothis in their own Names. Men may 
be apt to conclude therefore that they do it in the Name, 
as they affect to do it onthe Behalt, of the Perfon, in 
whole Caufe they defire to be thought retained. Many Ex. 
zmples of thefe Menaces might be quoted, and moft of 
chem would be found directed againft one particular Perfon. 
After employing the whole Impotence of their Rheto- 
rick againft him, and venting for many Years together, al- 
moft without Notice on his Part, as much Calumny as 
their Imaginations could furnith, a Pempb/et hath been lately 
pudlithed, the profefi’d Defiga of which is to call fora 
wigerous Proceeding in Parliament againft this Man. (See 
p. 29.) ‘To introduce this Propofal, it is preceeded by a 
ong Series of Fats ; fome notorioufly falfe ; fome, which 
it is impoffible fhould be true; others, which is is im 
poffible this Writer fhould know to be true, if they 
were fo; and others again, not only deftitute of Prool, 
but evenof Probability. Such Accufations muit be brought 
by fome * Creature, of fo notorjoufly proftituted a Cor- 
fcience, that his Evidence would be reje4ted in any common 
Caufe, and fhould not be refured therefore by me, if I was 
concerned to refute him. But, Sir, If I take Notice of 
this Libel, or refer to others of the fame Kind, it is not 
done out of Regard to thefe Authors, whom I defpife, 28 
Tam perfuaded the Perfon does againft whom all the V!- 
tolence of their Malice is dire@ed. My Concern, upon 
this Occafion, is for you alone, and you will allow me to 
reprefent what that Concern dictates. It is poffible thet 
you may have very ftrong Refentments againit this Perfon, 


and he againft you. It is poffible that you may have fhewa 
yours,

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yours, and he may have fhewn his, according to the dif. 
ferent Circumitances you have been in, and th different 
Opportunities you have ha d. Bur this will not become 3 
Matter of State, thor ugh you are a Miniter of State. The 
Publick will efpo ufe your fathons no more than bbls : nor 
concern itfelf to nquire w ho gave the firit Oceafion to 


a 
thefe } efent ments; who have acted a Part of a Fair, 
and who ot a treacherous E. lemy. I doubt, too cer- 


tain that the Publick hath been Bre be fometimes ta 
revenge private Q) uarrels, and to ferve the low Turns of 
Envy, or Jealoufy. But, in all thefe Cafes, the Publick 
hath been impofed Upon thefe Motives have been con- 
ceald; others have been pretended; and the others hae 
been of a publick Nature alone; hecavfe the hare Su fpi- 
con of any private Intereft, or Paffion in a publick Pro- 
fecution is fuficient, and moft juftly fo, to create invit- 
cible Prejadices to it. The Scriblers I fpeak of have laid 
you therefore under abe Difadvantages, notwithitandiag 
your Eleyation and your Power, whether you defiga any 
T hing : wainit the Perfon {9 obnoxious to you, or not, They 
fhould have conceal’d induflrioufly, what they have affe@ed 
to proclaim; fince it Js certain that, how great foever your 
Popularity in the Nation be, they will never bring up 
Mankind d to think that any Perfon fhould be protecuted by 
Methods extraordinary, or even Ordinary; purely for you r 
de your Pleafure, or your Safet y. If they could prove 
lat they frequeat ly throw out, thatevery Man isa Sriend 
) the Pretender, who is nota Friend to you; and that 
+. who abjects to your Conduct in the Adminiftration, 
endeavours to pull down the prefent Government, and fe 
‘p another; then indeed, they might raife a Spirit again 
this particular Perfon, for ov wht i know; but math cer- 
tainly againit many others, of much greater Confe jaence, 

vNO appear every Day, in the Face of the W orld ne to 
be your Friends, and who make no Scrup'e of objeGting, 
with the utmoft Freedom, to your Conduct. But fuch Af- 
fertions as thefe will oaly ferve to make Men angry, or 
laugh. They, who hay teit Opinion of your Abulit 
Will no more agree thar tl 
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e : 
eprefent Fitablithment is {y>- 


ported, than that if ws made by you. They will never 
be winting in their Refpsct to the Crown fo much, as ta 
COofsund the Canfe of the Kine with the Canfe of his 
Minter; orto fuppof that the Reins of Government 
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of Power, or ovt of the World. Ia fhort, Sir, you may 
pafs, and I believe you do pafs juftly, for a Man of ex- 
tream good Parts, and for a Minifter 0, much Experience; 
but you would not defire, I think, to be reprefenred as 
the Atlas, who fupports this State ; and your Brother will 
pot certainly pafs for the Hercules, who relieves you, and 
who fuftains, in his turn, the important Burthen. 

I know very well that fomething is added to fupply, if 
poflible, this Dele€t, and to make the Caute more plautible, 
{t is pretended that the Writings imputed to this particu. 
lar Perfon, and feveral others publifh’d in the Craftfmaa, 
contain Reflections of a very extravagant, indecent, and 
even feditious Nature ; fuch as they alone, who are capa- 
ble of fuppofing them, are capable of making. But thea 
thefe Reflections are to be prov’d by the Conftructions, 
which the Accufers make of the Expreilions employ'd by 
thefe, whom they accufe; Conftructions as arbitrary, and 
2s forc’d, as many of thofe, by which fome of the bef 
Men at Rome were brought within the Interpretation of 
the Law ot Majefty, by fome of the worit. Examples 
of much the fame fort have been fet even in Britain, whilit 
the Practice prevail'd of fuppofing Innuendo’s ‘and Paral- 
Jels, and oblique Meanings, and profecuting and condemn- 
ing Men on Suppofitions and Interpretations. But there 
is NO Room to fear that any fuch Examples fhouid be re- 
new'd, whilft * a Britith Spirit prevails in a Britifh Parlia- 
meat. Whilft that Spirit pre ails, no Parliament will 
condemn any Man upon Principles, which Parliaments 
have alwayscondemn’d as unjuft and tyrannical. Lefs than 
any will they condemn thofe, who write in Detence of 
this Conftitution, at the Requeft and on the Inftances of 
thofe, who attack it. A Britifh Spirit, and the Spirit of 
the Britith Conftitution are one and the fame; and there- 
fore § if ever there arifes a Britifh Spirit in 2 Britith Par- 
lament. of which I prefume no douht ought to be made 
at this Time, Vengeance will not overtake the former ; it 
mev be the latter. & Jb.

* See fome Confideration concerning the Publick Funds, 
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nothing to fear, at a Time, when Zeal to preferve the 
Conftitution in every Part inviolate feems daily to increafe. 
Bur fince I have enter’d on the Subject, and the Matter 
feems ot fome Concerament to you, give me leave to add 
one Confideration more, that may ferveto thew how toolifh 
and vain fuch a Proceeding would be, even at any other 
Time. Let us fupoofe that the very + erfon pointed at was, 
and could be proved to be, the Author of this Diflertation 
upon Parties, for Inftance, which I now dedicate to you. 
Let us fuppofe that the Refolution was taken to follow the 
generous and equitable Advice of the Pamphlet-writer, who 
thinks he ought to be proceeded againft in a peculiar Man- 
ner. Let us even fuppofe that we liv’d in an Age, when 
Parliaments were brought, in fome Degree, under that 
very Dependency, againft which fo much is faid in this 
Difertetion, In fhort, let us fuppofe that the moft inno- 
cent Man, who was obnoxious to thofe in Power, might 
have reafonable Grounds to fear an exorbitant Exercife ot 
this Power againft him. But then let us make one iingic 
Suppofition on the other Side. Let us fuppofe that this 
obnoxious Man was really in earneft; thst he wrote from 
his Heart ; and that he felt there the fame Warmth for 
the Britifh Conftitution, which he exprefs’d in his Writings, 
and labour’d to infufe into the Breaft of every other Man. 
I would ask you, Sir, Do you think fuch a Man would be 
atham’d to avow, in the Face of his Country, the Con. 
tents of the following Sheets, or be afraid to fuffer tor 
them? Could any Eloquence, ¢ven yours, if you would 
employ it fo unworthily, expect, by-the Heip of falfe Sur- 
mifes. and invidious Comments, (the bafe Inventions of 
little Railers) to make him pafs for an Enemy to the pre- 
fent Eftabliment, who had prov’d himfelf a Friend to that 
Conftitution, in Confequence of which, and for the Sake 
of which alone this Eablifhmeat was made? Would. his 

ndeavours to reconcile Parties, and to abolifh odious Dit- 
tinctions ; would pleading for the Attainment of all the 
Ends propofed by, and promifed at the Revolution ; for 
fecuring the Independcy of the two Houfes of Parliament, 
and the Freedom of Elections, as effectually again Cor- 
Tuption, as they ate already fecured againit Prerogative , 
would this, I fay, make him pafs for the greateft of Cri- 
minale? No, Sir, not in the Breafts even of thofe, who 
gave Sentence againft him, 3 Fie capable of giving foch 
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a Sentence could be found. Among the reft of Manking 
hisInnocency would be ackfowledg’d ; his Conftancy would 
be applauded ; his Accufers, and his grand Accufer in the 
firft Place, would pafs alone for criminal. He might fill 
a Victim to Power; but Truth, and Reafon, and the Caufe 
of Liberty would fall with him; and he, who is buried ir 
their Ruins, is happier than-he, who furvives them. Thus 
Fam perfuaded the Perfon here intended would be found, 
upon Frial, to think. The Event therefore of fuch a 
Pro‘ecution, whatever'it might be, could not turn to his 
Difadvantage ; and confegueatly, to threaten him with it 
would be ridiculous, even at fuch a Time as we have fup. 
pofed, much more at the prefent. Void of all Ambition, 
except the Ambition of honeft Famie, he might ftand the 
Efforts of Violence in fuch a Caufe, not only with little 
Concern, but with much inward Complacency. Wear 
of the World, determined and preparing to retire totally 
from it, he would furely fufpend his Retreat to face the 
Perfecution ; and whatever his | erfecutors might imagine, 
they would erect a fort of triumphal Arch to the Man 
they hated. -He would leaye the World with more Ho- 
nour than they would remain init. By fuffering in Defence 
of the Conftitution of his Country, they who had thought 
f2¥ourably of him, would think that he crown’d the Good, 
znd they, who had entertain’d Prejudice againft him, that’ 
he attoned for the U1, which had been imputed to him. 
Such different Judgments you know, Sir, will attend every 
Wian’s Characters, who acts on our divided Stage ; and he 
is happy, who can reconcile them fo nearly. It never 
happens that there is a Man, of whom all fpeak well ; <s 
it rarely, very rarely, happtns that there is a Man ol 
whom all fpeak ill, except thefe, who are hired to {peak 
well.

4 Own we might probably think our felves at fir not 
@ fate and happy, our ‘Banks not being valuable to our 
Notes ; but Cuftom, and the cheerful Difpatch of Bufinefs, 
would prefently diflipate thofe Fears, and: further convince 
them, to hape to fee thofe Banks full and valuable to their 
Currency, by offering a Premium af 501. per Cent for any 
Merchant trading abroad, or otherways, that imported 
Silver or Gold, and would bring it into the Bank, on which 
he should be entitled to the Premium of 50s. over and a- 
boye Bank Notes for the Principal, to trade, buy more 
Goods with, or otherwaysto have aBankBondatInterett, but 
no Bond transferable with Antereft Notes only; by thefe 
Means all the Bullion or Treafure imported into the Na- 
tioa fwhich is a great Sum every Year) would be brought 
inte the Banks (and there ferviceable and more fecure 
than fjuanderd thro’ the whole Nation) unlefs whac the 
Companies pick’d up, which would not be fo readily done 
as uow, whza perhaps one of their Sales amount to a 4th 
Part of the Nation's Cath which then would be only Paper, 
hot \vioney. 

Then there would need no Law againft Strangers, or o- 
thers for tear of Cath going out; foras we fare now in 
Hioilend, and New Eneland, fo ftrangers might be encou- 
raged to coms: from any Place, for we could lofe nothing 
by them, they haviog oniy ourPaper Vurreacy Bank Notes, 
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which wouldonly terminate in the buying of ourGoods, Pa. 
per beingBallance of Exchange, which would fet our Poor zt 
work fornew. By this, in a few Years, fecuring what Cah 
was imported, England would be the richeft Bank in Ey. 
rope, if not the World, exceeding Amferdam, and doubt. 
lefs have three times the Cafh we have now, andall our 
Banks valuable to their Notes, and by the Intere{t from the 
Currency a good finking Fuad provided, and the larger our 
Trade, the more our Currency, and thet would ftill in- 
creafe Intereft for finking the publick Debt, any Perfon in. 
debted by delivering in Notes at Bank of Value to what 
he borrowed with Intereft, to have up his Security ; the 
Foreigner by this would prefently find our Cloth and Lead 
was real Treafure as his Gold and Silver, and of more Va. 
lue ; thisCurrency would anfwer any End amongft ourfelves, 
and when our Menor Fleets happen abroad, we might fup- 
ply with our: Commodities there. The good Influnces of 
this Currency would make Tradefmen and their Fami- 
lies fafe and cheerful both at home and abroad, Law at a 
Stand, Goals empty, Street Robbers would have Work, 
could take nothing but Paper, which would prefently be 
detected, People being cautious, as of bad Money, who in- 
dors’d to avoid Lofs by Counterfeits, Land advanced pro- 
portionable full of Intereit, vis. 50 per Cent. Trade carti- 
ed on with an eafy Interef, and half the Expence, Lofs of 
‘Time and Charge as at prefent, the Nations Debts gradu- 
ally diminifh'’d at the Legiflature’s j leafure, without Inte 
reit, by redeeming their Funds by either Money or Credit 
in the Ranks. 

We fhould have a Brafs Money coined under Par, cur 
rent in 7 County only, and ftamp’d with its Arms, to 
fupply all Payments under 20s. which would occafion tf 
to ftay with us, and hinder our Money-Merchants from 
picking it up to tranfport abroad ; for Itake it to b= agreat 
Piece of Wifdom in France, to have their Silver under 
Par, by which Means if it happens to be fqander’d in Eng: 
fand, our Money-Merchants prefently fend it home. 
with ours from other Nations might have as quick a Re- 
turn, for Woollens is the Produét of England,nst 
Silver or Gold ; therefore was the Value of that advanc’d, 
our Goods would go off, and we never want a Currency: 
An Inftance of which we had in the old Broads, 
which, being light, would never leave us, and fupply’d the 


lace as well as better, while current, and if Fore ed 
ike 
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liked them not, as being under Par, what Damage would 
the Nation receive, fince they had their Choice either to 
take them or our Manufa¢tures, which would terminate in 
imploying our , oor, and the higher Value a Trading Na- 
tion fets upon Gold or Silver, which is not the Product of 
that Place, the more thofe that deal with them fall upon 
their Manufactories ; for what Advantage is t¢ that the 
Helland Eaf-India@ Company have at this Lime, moft-or all 
their Silver from hence. 

When our Cuitomhoufes come to be fearch’d, it will ap- 
pear, that excepting Portuga/ and the South Sea Company, 
Turkey and fome Jork/bire Cloths, to Ho/laad, that the refit 
of our Woollens are moft or all taken off by our own 
Plantations, that Ho//and Eaf-Indie Company cannot preju- 
dice their Common-wealth, being their Currency is either 
baife, or otherways fecured, fo as not to be diminifhed by 
their Bank ; but at this Time the Ballance of Trade, both 
in Holland, Sweden, Denmark, and Ruffia, is, and will be 
againft us, the Equilibrium, between our Woollens and our 
Cath being deftroyed; fo that though England naturally 
produces not Silver, yet atthis Time, it fupports both the 
Holland Eaf-India Company, as wellas Sweden, Denmark, 
and the reft of the North, with Silver; yet fhould we ad- 
vance our Brafs in Value, and our Silver. or leffen their 
Weight, and let the Advantage go to the Government, in 
Proportion thereto, our Woollens would advance; the 
more Currency, the lefs Credit ; and the lefs Credit, the 
le(s Rifgue ; and fo the cheaper our Woollens by 251, per 
Cent.

I do agree, it is one of thofe Things that is not wantoa- t 


ly or frequently to be pra¢tis’d, and never but occafionally, 
or in Cafes of Neceffity, and fuch a Neceffity as the Cir- 
cumtances of Time, publick -Appearances, and the Noto- 

rity 
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sity of the Pofture of Publick Affairs plainly point out and 
indicate. 

But asin the Methodsand Rules in Parliament for yai- 
fing Money, any Innovation is in itfelf an Objection, it i$ 
proper to confider how farthis Practice is an Innovation; 
and I fhall prefently demonftrate, that there is no Diffe- 
rence between what has lately been done, and what has 
formerly and frequently been practifed, only the one was 
in Linxe of War, and che other in Time of Peace ; and if 
that Diftinction doth not always hold good, this Difpute 
will foon be at an end. 

For the In:ormation of thofe that haye not Opportu- 
nity, or will not give themfelves the Trouble to examine 
thefe Matters, I will give you fome Precedents among ma- 
ny, where more than. this has been done without any Ob- 
jection Or Apprehenfion. 

That the applying feverat Sums of Money; granted 
by Parliament, to Services not provided for, as well with- 
outa previous Authority of Parhament as withit, has been 
frequently done, is moft notorious. 

That Objeétions having been made to this Liberty, ex- 
ercifed without Authority, begot the Method of giving 
fuch a Power in feveral Claufes of Appropriation is moftt 
certain, and can be traced from the firft Rife and Spring 
of it. 

That this Method having been introduced, to obtain pre- 
vioully the Confent of Parliament, gives a great Security 
egainit any fuppofed Abufes, is very plain. 

And the Power given by the jare Claufes of Appropri- 
tion, now fo much complain’d of, was taken out of for- 
mer Claufes of Appropriation, which were {requentty re- 
peated, and are to be feen in the Statute Books. 

I will give one Inftance, which was afterwards continued 
for feyeral Years fuccefively. In the Year 1706, a Lati- 
tude is given in the Claufe of Appropriation of the Sup- 
plies of that Year to pay Sums due upon Treaties made, 
orto be made; and other Charges of the War, jor any 
Time before, of until the 25th of December, 1798. 

Ef beg it may be obferred, how general and unlimited 
this Power is, fortTreaties made, or to be made ; 
by which, if any Treaties had at that Time been 
Made, altho’ they were not laid felore the Parlia- 
ment for their Approbation, a Power is given to anfwer 
n¢ Charge and Expences incurr’d by them. 

Upon 
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Upon what Foundation of Reafoning couldjThis be fupe 
pofed to be done, but that their might be, cr even were, 
Treaties at that Time made, attended with an Expeuce; 
which Treaties it might have been very prejudicial to haye 
divulged at that Time. 

The Author of the Confiderations produces an In. 
fiance of Moncey iffued out of the Supplies of the Year 
4703, by Virtue of Treaties or Agreements, of Which 
no Notice was takea in Parliament in the Year 1704. but 
was fupplied in the Year 1705. What Reafon can te gi. 
ven for this Delay,but that the Nature of the Services made 
it unadvifable to he them be known at the Lime they were 

rform’d. 

But fome Objections being made in Parliament to iffuing 
thefe Sums without Authority of Parliament, did, as] 
have already obferved, introduce the Method of giving 
Authority by Parliament, feveral Inftances of which the 
Author produces; and then fays, I could carry down 
thefe Sorts of Accounts to the End of the War in Queen 
Anme’s Time; and likewife add, that the fame Latitude 
is given in the Claufes of Appropriation ‘till the End 
of the Year r71o. But what I have faid is fufficient for 
my Purpofe; and proves, that in all Times, confideta- 
ble Sums of Money have been both iffued and granted up- 
on very general Heads, without any particular Services 
being fpecified or mentioned; and that the Accounts given of 
thefe Services to Parliament have been conceived in moff 
general and uncertain Terms, which differ’d but little, 
or not at all from having no Accounts rendered. Nor 
did this proceed from any Remifnefs or Neglect in the 
Parliaments of thofe Days, butthey were fenfible that there 
were publick Services which were abfolutely necefiary to 
be provided for ; and yet by the Nature of them, would 
not admit any Publick Accounts or Explanations to be gt 
ven of them ;and therefore fuch Accounts were never 
expected or demanded, altho’ equally liable to fach C# 
vils or Objeftions as are now made upon the fame Sub- 
ect.

Arcrepus. Oh! Astothat, whenever you find | 
any Thing that appears lame, don’t be afraid to tell the 
Painter fo. If he is ingenuous, he'll confider within him- 
felf, and if he finds his Fore-fhortening not juft, he will ea- 
fily difcover if the Fault lies in the Difpofition of the 
Light and Shadow, or the Drawing; for when thefe 
Things are juftly exrefs’d, they ftrike only with Admira- 
tion. And this is one of the fineft Effects of the Magick 


of Painting. 


DAMon. But it is mot poffible for the Fore-thor- 
tening to be well defigned, and the Light properly dif- 
pofed, and yet the Attitude to be difagreeable, tho’ juft, 


to the Sight ? 


ALcrppus. What is true in Nature, may fometimes 
appear doubtful : However, a perfect Piece of Fraga, 
can never difpleafe a Man of Senfe, and he may fafely tel 
a Painter, if any thing fhocks him. I think I have faid 
enough, my dear Damon, to let you fee, how far good 
Seafe, and a Knowledge of. Nature, may carry any one 
that has no Skill in Painting ——It is certain, that the 
Knowledge of the Principles of the Art helpsa great deal ; 
but our Study of them muft be fair and ingenuous; we 
muft not cheat ourfelves with the high Cant of Connoiffeurs, 
and never make ufe of their Terms, unlefs we underftand 
their Force. As to the Difference of Hands, and 
Manners, that is I think, where every body fhould end.

this Nature, are nothing but the Effects of Difcontent and 
the Refult of Faction. 

They will do their beft to perfaade the World, 
that no Man atts upon Principle, that all is fway. 
ed by particular Malice, and that there is not left in 
the Kingdom any party of Men which confult the publick 
Good. 

They, who are confcious of their Guilt, and appre- 
henfive that the Juftice of the Nation fhould take No- 
tice of their Thefts and Rapine, will try to give all 
Things a falfe Turn, and fill every Place ‘with falfe 
Suggeftions fometimes they will accufe innocent Per- 
fons, that by putting the People on a wrong Scent, they 
may avoid the Purfuers, and fcape unpunifh’d. At o- 
ther Seafons they will boaft of the Number of their,Friends 
and Adherents, thinking to awe both the Court and Coun- 
try with an Opinion thattheir Party is too ftrong and too 
Powerful to be refifted.

All this tends to leffen the Monarchy, invade 
the Prerogative, and to fet up a Doge of Venice. Yes, Sir, 
perhaps there may be added, aad the Majority are of this 
Opinion. 

By this Bearing and falfe Suggeftions, well-meaning Per- 
fons have been frighted from reaching at great Offenders, 
and eyen the beft Patriots, by feeing with what Zeal the 
{ma'left Corruptions are defended, have been wearied in- 
to Silence ; and this has perfuaded fome of our Kings 
the Offenders were grown above Laws, or the People cor- 
fented to what they did not think fit to publith; but wife 
Princes fee through this, They know an honeft and faith- 
full Minifter will be contented with moderate Favours ; 
that very often nothing but the ill Contrivance of the Aid 
belongs to thofe he employs, and that the Gifts come 
from the free Affections of the Subject; that Patterns to 
rule by areto be fought from good not from loofe Reigns ;

Minifters are Thought no more on when they are out and 
certainly bad ones may retire without being mift ; that ab- 
folute Power is nota Plant that will grow in this Soil, and 
Statefmen who have attempted to cultivate it here, have 
pulled on their own and their Mafter’s Ruin. A wife Prince 
does not care to feecorrupt Officers fo earneft to fave one a- 
nother, for it is always at hisCoft; nor does he like his Mini-

Men retired, and becaufe neither they, nor fuch as were 
called of their Party, fhewed any Inclination to meddle in 
Bu lnefs, it muft be that they meditated fomething elfe, and 
hore ijl Will towards the prefent Government. Indeed, 
the Ambition of Mankind confider’d it was a Wonder to fee 
Perfons the moft confpicuous for Underftanding and Expe- 
rience, employ their Time in Books, Gardens, or Build- 
ings, and not feek thofe Dignities to which their Birth and 
faperior Abilities ina Manner gave themajuft Right.

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They knew our Laws but little Difference between 
Minifter who contracts actual Guilt Himfelt, and him 
who permits others to commit a Crime, which by the 
Authority of his Office he might have prevented ; there- 
fore when bad Things were in Agitation, and when de- 
ftructive Advices were promoted, fome have refufed Em- 
ployments, others have laid down white Staves, the Secre- 
tary’s Seals, the Privy Seal, the Great Seal, and other 
Offices of high Truft, rather than act againft their Mafter’s 
true Intereit and the Conftitution of their Country. 
And for thefe Reafons the ableft and greateft Perfons ia 
the Nation, and fometimes whole Parties of Men. Haye 
refufed to meddle in the Employments and Bufinefs of 
the State. 

But when thefe Errors may be correSted, whicha few 
commit at the Expence of the whole Kingdom; when 
Things will bear a right Adminiftration ; when the Na- 
tion’s Money may be frugally manag’d ; when Thefts upon 
the Publick may be look’d into and punifhed ; when thofe 
Servants may be call’d to an Account, who have broken 
their Truft, and their Ofices confented to the Plunder af 
their Mafter ; when true Order is promoted ; when that 
Thrift can be fet on Foot which will eafe the People of 
their Taxes ; when the pleafant Work of doing good is 
to be perform’d; and when they have not before their 
Eyes the frightful and heavy Task of fupporting ill Con- 
duct, all Perjons will embrace the Government ; all Par- 
ties will chearfully come in, and the beit Men will be mot 
eager to to affift the State with their Purfes, Councils, En- 


deavours and Affections.

Mr. SPEAKER, 


Find written in a little Volume thefe Words. 
Sweet is the Name of Liberty, but th 
Thing itfelf a Value beyond all ineftimable Treafure , 
fo much the more it behoveth us, leaft we being c 
ed with the Sweetnefs of the Name, !ofe and fo 
Thing itfelf, being of the greateft Value that cai 
into this noble Realm, the ineftimable I 
fure is the ufe of it in this Houfe, and therefore I do 
think it needful to put you in remembrance, that this 
honourableA ffembly is affembled,and met together in this 
Place, tc make and abrogate fuch Laws as may be for the 
Prefervation of ournoble Sovereign; but that is not all, we 
are alfo met to make and abrogate fuch Laws as may be the 
chiefeft Surety, fafe Keeping and Enrichment of this no- 
ble Realm of Facland, fo that I think the Part ofa faith- 
ful-hearted Subject, is todo his Endeavour to remove all 
ftumbling Blocks, that may impair, or any Way hin- 
der thefe good and godly Caufes of this our coming to- 
gether. 

¢ I never was of Parliament but the laft, at which Time 
I faw the Liberty of free Speech, which is the only 
Salve to heal all the Sores of this Commonwealth, fo 
much and fo many Ways infringed, and fo many Abufes 
offered to this greateft and moft honourable Council as 
hath much grieved me in very Confcience, and Love to 
my Prince, and to this State ; wherefore to 2- 
void the like, I do think it Expedient in a few Words, 
to open the Commodities that grow to the Prince, and 
to the whole Realm, by Freedom of Speech ufed in 
this Place, at leaft fo much as my poor Wit can gather of 
it, which is very little in refpect of that which wifer Heads 
can fay thereon. 

‘ Firit, There is nothing commodious, profitable, of 
any Way beneficial to the Prince, or to the Realm, 
but what faithful loving Subjects will offer in this 
Place, 
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‘ Next, All Things perilous, diftommodious or hurtful, 
© to the Prince or the Realm will be prevented for there 
« will be at all Times, thofe here who will be fufficient to 
‘ offer Remedies. 

‘ Next, The Purpofes of evil-minded Men will be difap- 
‘ pointed as foon as they are known. 

‘ From thefe I conclude there is nothing fo neceflary 
for the Safety of the Prince, and of the Realm, as pre- 
ferving this Freedom of Speech, an‘ without it, it is a 
Scorn and Mockery to call this a Parliament Houfe, for 
in Truth it will be none, but it will become a School of 
Flattery and diffimulationr, and fo fit a Place to ferve the 
Devil in, not to ferye God and benetit the Common- 
wealth. 

‘ Now to the impediments thereof, te —— Which 
by God’s Grace, and my little Experience, I will ut- 
ter plainly and faithfully. — I will ufe the Words 
of Eliza Behold I am as new Wine which hath 
no Vent and burfeeth the new Veffeis afunder, wherefore J 
will ‘peak that I may bave a Fent. lL will open my 
Li's and make Anfwer Iwill! regard no Manner 
of Perfon. —-uNo Man will I [pares for if f[ 
foould go about to pleafé Men, know not bow foon my Ma- 
‘ ker may take me away.

‘ Among others, Mr. Speaker there are two Things 
which I take to be very bad in this Place, of both 
which I do intend to fpeak, and one is certain Rumours 
which upon Occafions are fpread about this Houfe, and 
Men have been told thus.

Queen’s Majefty liketh not of it, or commandeth or e- 
ven defireth that we fhall not deal tn it, — 
greatly were fuch Speeches as thefe to her Majefty’s 
Difhonour, and an hard Opinion it would be, Mr. Speak- 
er, that fuch Things as thefe fhould ever enter into her 
Majefty’s Thoughts, much more unnatural were it that 
her Majefty fhould like or command any Thing again 
God, or hurtful to herfelf and the State, 
the Lord grant that this Thing may be far from her 
Majefty’s Heart. Here what I fhall mention may 
be objected, which is, that the Queen’s Majefty fhould 
have Intelligence of any thing perilous or beneficial to 
her Majefty’s Perfon or the State, would not you have 
her Majefty give knowledge.of it in this Houfe, where- 
by her Peril may be prevented, and her Benefit and 
Safety provided for * God forbid the fhould 
not; for otherwife her Majefty were in a worfe Cafe 
than any of her Suubjects ; and in the Beginning of mv 
Speech, I fhew'd it to be one Special Caufe of our Af- 
fembly ; but my real Intent is, that nothing fhould be 
contrary to God’s Honour, to her Majefty’s Safety, or 
the Good of this noble Realm of Eng/and, and therefore 
I willthew the Inconveniences that may grow from thefe 
Thefe. 
‘ I fay then that if we will difcharge our Coufciences 
and be trueto God, to the Prince, and to our Countryy 
we muft have due Confideration to the Place and to the 
Occafion of our coming together, that is to fay, we mvft 
have due Confideration to the Circumftances of — 
other- 
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otherwife we fhall neither ferye God nor our Frince, 
nor our Country faithfully, we muft not dif- 
femble as Eye-pleafers, either to avoide the Difpleafure 
of our Prince, or of any other Perfon, how great foe- 
ver he may be, for So/omon faith, im the Ways ef the 
Righteous there is Life, as for any other Way therefore 
itis the Path to Death; fo that to avoid everlafting 
Death and Condemnation with the high and mighty 
God we onght to proceed in every Caufe according to 
the Nature and Circumftances of the Matter, and not, 
like Flatterers, according to the Princes Humour and 
Mind. Many Times it falleth out that a 
Prince may Favour a Caufe perilous to his own Safe- 
ty, as well as prejudicial to the true Intereit of the State, 
What are we in fuch a Cafe, if we fol- 
low the Prince’s Humour and Mind, are we not un- 
faithful to our God, to our Prince, and to the whole 
Realm ? Is it not known to ali the World 
that we are chafen of the whole Realm, out of a Spe-

This Laft Refolution being fignified by the Lord Chancellor to 
the Petitioning Peers, they drew up the following Anfwer 
or Remonftrance, which they delivered into_the Howe 
of Lords on February the 27th. : 


MY LORDS, 


OUR Lordfhips Order of Feb. the 21 Inftant hath 
been fignified to us by the Right Honourable the Lan 
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High Chanceliwr, with reipect to which we do humbly 
fubmit to Your Lordfhips, That we haye not, by our Pe. 
tition, ftated our felves Accufers of any Perfon whatever, 
nor did we intend to do fo; but thought it our Duty, to 
Jay before Your Lordfhips, by way of Petition, that fuch 
Methods and Practices were ufed towards carrying on the 
lat Election of Sixteen Peers for Scotdand, as appeared to 
usdangerous to the Conftitution and Independency of Parli- 
ameats. The Prefervation of our happy Contftitution, is 
what we have in View, without regard to any particular 
Perfons ; and we humbly conceived, that any Matter which 
fo nearly concerns this Conftitution, or might appear to be 
an Incroachment upon it, was a proper Subject for Your 
Lordihips Confideration and Enquiry, as a High Court of 
Parliament. “That, without {tating our felves as Accufers, 

hich is far {from our Intention, we conceive we cannot

That the opening the Particulars of the Faéts to be proy- 
ed, may necefiarily produce fuch a Difcovery of Evidence 
-before Examination, as is ufually thought dangerous, even 
in Courfe of ordinary Tryals, and may be much more fo ig 
the Cafe of a Parliamentary Enquiry. 

Yet, neverthelefs, in Confequence of your Lordthips Or. 
der, as far as we are able trom the Nature of the Thing, we 
do humbly acquaint Your Lordfhips, that we laid the Peti. 
tion be.ore You, upon Information, that the Lift of Sixteen 
Peers for Scotiand had been framed by Perfons in high Tru 
under the Crown, long previous to the Election it felf;

And it being moved to Refolve, That the Petitioners, 
by their Anfwer, have not complied with the faid Order. 

After Debate, the Queftion was put thereupon, and it 
was refolved in the Affirmative.

Diffentient’ 

1. Becaufe it was agreed in the Debate conformable to 
the Rules of Reafon, That no Impoffivility was required 
from the Lords Petitioners; and tho’ we allow that they 
have not literally complied with the Order ; yet we think 
the Affertion in their Anfwer, that it is impoffible for 
them to inform the Houfe who are the Perfons, that in 
the Courfe of the Examination, and from the Teftimony 
ot future Evidences may eo have been a shai 
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was fofficient to fatisfy the Houfe, that they have not 
wilfully difobeyed the Order. 

And from the Nature of Things, We conceive it jim- 
practicable tor the Lords Petitioners to name all the Per- 
fons, who may be concerned in thofe illegal Proceedings : 
for altho’ the Offers of Places, Penfions, and other Gra- 
tuities, muft be prefumed to come from Perfons in 
Power ; yet fuch Offers may reafonably be fuppofed to 
be conveyed by Under agents; and we muft alfo obferve, 
That if thofe Under-agents fhould be publickly named 
before Examination, they may either be prevailed upon 
to abfcond, or to take the whole upon themfelves, to 
skreen Offenders of higher Rank. 

We muft further declare, it is our Opinion, that fach 
corrupt and dark Defigns as are fpecified in the Anfwer, 
may have been carried on with that Secrecy and Dexterity, 
that altho’ a moral Certainty may appear of their 
having been executed, the Perfons concerned in the 
Execution may never be difcovered ; yet this good Ef- 
fect might have arifen from the Enquiry, that the Ligifla- 
ture would have found means to prevent fuch pernicious 
Practices for the future, and even in that Cafe, the Lords 
Petitioners, by bringing this Affair before the Houfe, 
would have done a real Service to the Peerage of Scot- 
and, to this High Court of Judicature, and to the whole 
uuited Kingdom. 

2. Becaufe we can no ways conceive, That the going 
on upon this Examination, without having the Names of 
the Perfons produced, could be attended with any poffi- 
ble Injuftice to, or HarJship upon, thofe who might after- 
wards be named by the Evidence ; on the contrary, we 
are perfuaded, that fuch Perfons would have an Advan- 
tage Which could not happen in any other Courfe of Pro- 
ceeding, the whole Matter of the Actufation would lye 
open to them, the Witneffes againft them would be 
known, who could not afterwards be fuffered to vary 
from their Teftimony, and the Houfe would in Juftice 
allow, fuch Perfons a fu!l Time to anfwer the Accufation, 
and to bring up Witneffes Gif neceffary) to prove their 
Innocence. Neither is this look’d upon as an Accufation 
at prefent; for (as it was juftly obferv’d) there are no 
Accufers nor Perfons accufed, but we apprehend it to be 
the moft proper Subje@ for a Parliamentary Enquiry, 
that can poffitly be brought before this Houfe. 

3. How- 
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3. However it may he neceffary in the Courfe of other 
Proceedings, whether upon Impeachments or Appeals 
brought before this Houfe, that all the Perfons concerned 
fhould be named, We can by no means think it neceflary 
upon an Enquiry, no final Sentence being thea to be given, 
and thofe Rules which are confifteat with Juftice in the 
former Cafes, muft, in our Opinion, tend to obftrué all 
Juftice in the latter; We cannot conceive, that an innocent 
Perfon, who fhould happen to be named in the Courf: of 
fuch an Examination, can pofiibly be deprived of the 
Means of making his Innocence appear: But we can well 
forefee, that guilty Perfons (and thofe probably of the 
higheft Rank) may efcape by fuch a Method, which im-- 
poling an impoffib:ility on the Informants, muft, as we ap- 
prehend, tend to defeat all Parliamentary Enguiries ; and 
therefore, could not be, in our Opinion, within the In- 
tention of the Order. , 

4. Becaufe the Matters fpecified in the Anfwer are of 
fich a Nature, as feem only proper to be examined in 
this Houfe ; and hadthe Lords Petitioners fought a Reme- 
dy any whereelfe, they might have been juftly cenfur'd : 
We apprehend therefore, that the pinning them down to 
the precife Words of the Order, may be attended with 
this fatal Confequence, That all Parliamentary Enquiries 
may be rendered much more difficult hereafter, which 
may probably give fuch Encouragement to corrupt Mi- 
hifters, that they may be prom ted to make the moft 
dangerous Attempts upon the Conftitution, and hope to 
come off with Impunity: Such Apprehenfions naturally 
fuggeft the melancholly Reflections, that our Pofterity 
may fee the Time when fome of thofe Lords who fit 
upon a more precarious Foot, than the reft of the Houfe, 
having, thro’ Motives of Virtue and Honour, oppofed 
the evil Defigns of fome future Minifter, for that, and 
that alone, may be excluded at an enfuing Election ; 
and tho’ the whole World may be fenfible of the Caufe 
of their Exclufion, no Remedy may be found, but their 
Cafe may become a Subject of national Concern, Indigna- 
tion and Refentment.

Remarks on the Athenian Government continued ; the Hiftcry 
of Draco and brs Laws; the political Inffituticn of ol on 
and the fubfequent Afairs of that Commenwealth, tothe 
Battle of Marathon. 


LL Nations were at firft governed by Laws, refulting, 
if I may be allowed the Expreflion, not from the 
will but the Reafon of the Prince: This was the Manrer 
wherein al] Suits, whether Civil or Criminal, were deter- 
mined in Athens before the Time of The/eus. He, mre 
other Reftrictions of the Royal Prerogative, relinguifhec 
this Right of judging without Rule and without Controvl. 
He introduced a few general Laws, according to which he 
bound himfelf and his Succeffors to adminifter Juftice. The 
Archons and other Magiftrates, had gone on in the fame 
Track with their Predeceffors, without meetingeither with 
Contradiction or Repining, till the People obferving how 
far, when exerted, their Power would go, exprefled a ge- 
neral Difaffection on this Head, intimating that the Wills 
and affections of Men were variable, and very frequently 
liable to be biafled ; wherefore it was not fit that Right and 
Wrong fhould depend longer on thefe Decifions ; or that 
the People in general fhouldnot be exactly acquainted with 
what they might, or what they might not do; and alfo 
with what Penalty each Offence fhould be attended. [t 1s 
an eafy Matter to array the Difcontents of a Nation 10 
Words which may render them plaufible, and feem fo 
point out the Neceflity of giving Redrefs ; but frequently 
thefe Remedies have terrible Effects, and very juftly raife 
thofe Pafflons they were applied to appeafe. It happens fo 
here; one Draco was entrufted with an unlimited Power 
of framing Laws for Athens: Whether it was that being r- 
gidly Virtuous himfelf, he had conceived a furious Hatred 
againft vicious People; or whether the Difpofition which 
then reigned, made him conclude, that nothing lefs than 
the Severity with which he treated Offenders, abfolutely 
neceflary ; {o it was that a Gallows was fet up at the End 
of every Prohibition in his Code ; and he that ftole a Cabbage, 
was as fure to pay for it with his Blood, as he who butchered 
his Father, or plugdered a Lemple, I 
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In thirty Years from Draco’s fettling this extraOrdinary 
Body of Laws, the People of Athens jell into the greateit 
Contufions ; the Citizens, ftrictly fo called, that is, thofe 
who inhabited withia Athens, and were continually near the 
Pjace where the ‘ublick Affemblies were held, inclined to 
mold the State into a perfect Democracy : Thofe who had 
Fitates in Land, and Were more at their Kafe, were like. 
wife Diffatistted withthe prefent Condition of Things, aimed 
at introducing an Oligarchy, while the Traders imagining 
that either oi thefe Changes could do them no good, fo far 
interpofed as to balance the Power of each Party, fo that 
neither could do more than clamour againit the other. In 
the mean time, the Rich extorting exceflive Intereft from 
the Poor, and oftentimes feizing on their Bodies, and mak- 
ing them Slaves on default of Payment: The latter grew 
Seditious, and in fhort, Feuds, Jealoufies, and De‘tractions, 
fo broke the Spirits of thefe Men, who were formerly fo 
fond of !.iberty, that'they voluntarily offered the Sovereignt y 
to So/on, if he would have taken it upon him, in hopes that 
his Wifdom would difcover fome Method for rectifying 
thefe Diforders, and for reftoring Safety and Peace. ‘The 
Virtue of this Citizen fayed the Athenians trom falling un- 
der even arbitrary Power ; for he refufed to become their 
Prince, tho’ he undertook to reform the State, under the 
ordinary Title of Magiftracy, viz. that of Archon; but 
how far the Fears of fome, and the Woes of others would 
have led them, in cafe So/on had been inclined to have taken 
this Advantage, is rendered manifeit, by the Powers which 
Plutarch tells us were vefted in him on this Oceafion: 
They remitted to him the Choice of Magiftrates, Affem- 
blies, Courts, Senates, giving him Authorityto appoint the 
Number, Times of Meeting, and what Eftate they fhould 
have, that could be capable of being admitted to them ; al- 
lowing him alfo to diffolve or continue any of the prefent 
Conftitutions, according as he fhould think fit. Thus the 
Dread of Tyranny and Oppreffion led the Athenians to pull 
down Monarchy, and to devife various Forms of Govern- 
ment to avert thefe Evils, which in Spite of all their Care, 
were actually introcu ed by thefe Mutations; nor could thefe 
Inconyeniencies be remedied by any of their [nventions, us- 
til they had recourfe to their old Mode of Rule, and fet up 
at leaft, pro Interim, a Prince. We thall fee how fuccets- 
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So/om, endeavoured as far as was poflible, to compofe ail 
their Difierences, to eafe their Grievances, and give all 
reafonable Perfons Satisfaction: In order to this, he divided 
the whole People into four Ranks or Clatfes, the firit were 
fuch as had five hundred Medims of Liquid and dry Com- 
modities, the Second were the Horfemen, or fuch as were 
fuppofed to be worth two hundred Medims, the Third 
confitted of fuch as had two hundred only, and were called 
Zengiiai ; in the laft he placed the ref of the People, who 
had the Apellation of Zhetes ; but thefe he allowed not to 
be capable of bearing any Office in the Government, only 
gave them Liherty to give their Votes in publick A ffemilies, 
which tho’ at firft it appeared inconfiderable, was aiter- 
wards found to bea very important Privilege ; for it being 
permitted any Man after the Determination of the Magi- 
ftrates, to make an Appeal tothe People in their Affembly; 
it thereby came to pafs, that Caufes of the greateft Weight 
and Moment were brought before them: -\ud thus he con- 
tinued the Power of Magiftracy in the Hands of the rich 
Man ; and yet neither expofed the inferior People to their 
Cruelty and Opprefiion, nor wholly excluded them from 
any Share in the Government. Thus the Commonwealth 
of Athens had once more a certain Form, and Things had 
the Appearance at leaft, of being perfectly fettled. How- 
ever, this was but of tranfitory Continuance. 

The Commotions which had difturb’d the Athenians, 
were only {tified for a while, the common Sort repinining 
becaufe Sc/om had not eftablifh’d a thorough Democracy, 
which was what they expected ; and the Perfons of Rank 
and Fortune, complaining, that, in the Regulation which 
he had made, he had allowed the People too much; the 
Confequence of this was, that Factions broke out again 
with more fury than ever, and Piffratus, a Perfon of 
enormous Ambition, but otherwife of great Qualities, took 
Pains to heighten thefe Feuds, and to encourage under- 
hand both Parties. At laft, by a Stratagem too well known 
to be repeated, he procured a Decree of the People of 
Athens, whereby Guards were affigned him for his De- 
fence. Afterwards he made ufe of thefe Guards to feize 
the Citadel, and to enflave the People, or rather, more pro- 
perly fpeaking, to poffefs himfelf of the fupream Authority > 
tor he did not tyrannize over his Feilow-Citizens fo much 
in Fact asin Name; for he governed mildiy, tho’ he 7 
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ed the Principality illegally ; and notwithftanding So/on, 
who was his Relation, had perfonally oppofed him, yet he 
treated him with great Refpect, and caufed his Laws to be 
reverenced and maintained After this Piffrartus lived 
thirty Years, feyenteen of which he was in Poffeffion of the 
Principality of Athens ; but the State continued allthat Time 
unfettled, and in continual Stirs, the City Party or the 
Patriots fometimes prevailing againft him, and driving him 
out, fometimes again being worfted by him, they were 
forced to fubmit to Fortune, and to fuffer him to return in 
Triumph. 

His Sons, Hipparchus and Hippias, fucceeded him in his 
Power. Theformer of thefe was flain by Arifogitoa ; and 
the latter was, three or four Years after, compelled, by 
Clifhenes, to relinguifh his Government, and to fecure his 
Perfon by a difhonourable Flight. Being thus exiled his 
Country, he retired into Perfi2, where he lived many Years, 
earneftly folliciting the great King Darius to undertake 
fomewhat againft Greece, and in particular againft Athem, 
which at laft he affected. 

As I am neither writing the Hiftory of Greece, nor even 
the Hiftory of Athens, farther than what relates to the 
Changes its Government underwent, fo it cannot be expect- 
ed; that I fhould enter into the Detail of this War. One 
Thing however is proper for me to obferve, that as the 
Athenians had Recourfe to So/on to fettle their Civil Affairs ; 
fo now, when they were threatened by the whole Power 
of Afi2, Miltiades was their whole Refource ; it was he 
who undertook to make Head againft the Perfians, and by 
the Battle at Marathon, fixed the Liberties, and raifed the 
Reputation of Athens to a Height, which the true Friends 
of their Country would haye refed fatisfied, if it never hag 
furpaffed.

Refiettions upon the CONSTITUTION, occafioncd by 
the Jjate PLACE-BILL. 


HE Bill to incapacitate Gentlemen who hold Place 

under the Crown from reprefenting the People in 
Parliament, carrying with it this Notion, “hat thofe who 
ferve the Government are difgualified for ferving their 
Country, hath induced me to review the Difcourfes which | 
have publifhed upon the Conftitution. 

The Advocates for Power and Prerogative have always 
talked indeed, and acted too, (when ini Power) as tho’ we 
could never be fafe nor happy til] all Power was in the Kiug; 
and the Advocates for Liberty (or fome of them at leait) 
have talked and acted as tho’ we could never be fafe nor 
happy till all Powers were in the People. Both are 
miftaken. I would keep the Mean; and be as much againtt 
the Excefles of the Zcerses on one hand, as againft the Ex- 
cefles of fome idigs on t’other: For, all Power in the 
King would be the Tyranny of one Man, as al! Power in the 
People would be the Tyranny of Thoufands of Men. 
‘There’s no other Difference. I am therefore for the Con- 
fiitution as it is at prefent; in which (as the Author of The 
Differtation on Parties wifely fays) the ** Three Confiiinent 
“¢ Powers o, the Legiflature are cffential Parts of the fame 
& Syfem, intimately join'd and co-operating, actin: and aded 
“ upon, limiting and limited, controuling and controuled, 
*“ by one another;” which mutual Powers (and in thofe 
alone confifts our Safety) wouid immediately ceafe, was the 
King abfolutely dependent upon the Commons, as truly as 
at the Commons were abfolutely dependent upon the King. 

Some of the /Vbigs at the Revolution, who had feen and 
Sele the Severities of arbitrary and illegal Powers in our 
K ings, fell upon reducing the Monarchy to a meer Name ; 
without confidering the Nature of our Confitution, or the 
Reafea of Things. 

We did, at the Revolution, reduce our Kings to govern 
by Law, which was reducing them far enough. Had we 
gone further, as the Republicans of thofe Days defired, we 
fhould have weaken’d, inftead of ftrengthen’d, the Security 
of our Liberties, by taking away one of the Checks which 
keeps us from finking uader a jingle Power ; tor there ay 
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was a fngle/upreme Power yet in the World, sxacheck’dand 
unconsrouled, but fell into a Tyranny. 

‘Tis very true, that when the Crown was firtt fettled 
upon the Houle of Hanover, the Friends of that illuftrious 
Houfe, rather than not have the Act of Settlement pafs, 
confented to haveit pafs’d with this Limitation among othérs 
*© That all Men who be/ld P/aces under the Crown, thould 
‘«< be incapable of fitting in the Heu/e of Commons.” ‘Other 
Limitations were mentioned, fuch as would have quite 
changed, not indeed the Form but the E ffence of our Contti- 
tuion, and_render’d the Crown ftitu/er and precerius,, as 
may be feen in a Pamphlet publifh’d while the Bill for the 
Proteftant Succeffion was depending, intitled, Limitations 
for the next Foreign Succe for, or new Saxon Race, and bound 
with the State Trads. 

HER E are fome of the Limitations propofed : 

‘© That no Noblemen be created but by Confeat of Partia- 
‘* ment; nor Lord Chancellor, Treafurer, Admiral,» or 
“ Commffioners for executing thofe Offices. 

‘© That a Committee of Parliameat be appointed to fit con- 
‘< ftantly during the Intervals of sarliament, to give Ad- 
‘* vice in all arduous A fiairs,/uperiniend the Adminiftratica, 
“< and make Report tothe Parliament at the next Meeting. 

‘© That all Great Officersia the Church, Army, Militia, 
‘Cand Navy, be named, not without Confent of Par- 
‘* liament. 

‘ That the King have no Power to refufe paffing fuch 
«© Aéts as thall be offered him by both Houfes. 

‘© That the Parliament, or their.Committee, be con- 
“< faulted, when Orders are iffued for paying the Army and 
‘© Navy ; for raifing and disbanding ‘Troops; equipping, 
“ fending out, and laying up Men of War ; and Power to 
‘< direét in all Matters relating to Magazines, Forts, 9c. 

<< That the Parliament have their ftated Times of Meet- 
‘ ing annually enacted by Law, without Dependance upon 
‘© Proclamaticn to call them together. 

Thefe Limitations,with many others,were pr opofed to be 
paffed into a Law, and to commence when the HanoverSu.ce/- 
fion took place. Now I affirm, that thefe Limitations wayle 
have abfolutely deprived the King of a// real. Power, 4p 
placed the idle Power, Legiflative and Executive, ip the 

arliament; which would then have poflefs'd, not a Cyr- 
Sritutional, bnt abfolute Independency, erected upon the 
Mmm Ruins 
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Ruins of the Kings Conftitutional Independency. Andyt 
affirm further, that the depriving the King of the Po. 
wer of Difpofing ofall Places, Civil, Military, and Ec. 
clefiaftical, would have ineluded all the other Limitations 
mentioned aboye, tho’ they had not been named; for the 
King having no real Power to ballance againft the other 
Powers of the Legiflature but fuch a Difpofition of Pla- 
ces, muft neceffarily have conceded to all the Parliament 
infifted upon at all Times. And thus there would have 
been a Period put to the beft Conftitution in the World, 
confifting of three Powers checking, controuling, limiting, 
or affifting one another, as Occafions required.

‘y Am far from contending that Britain fhould a fo in- 

glorious, or fo unwife a Part, as to fuffer the French to 
deftroy the Liberties of Germany: I amas fenfible as e- 
very Man ought to, how much depends upon the For- 
tune of War, and how far the French may extend their 
Views, if they extend their Arms much further. But 
whatever Oppofition this Nation may give to the Pro- 
grefs of their Arms, I hope whenever it fhall be ne- 
ceflary or advifable, that it will be a well confidered 
Act, and that we fhall not fee the Kingdom precipitated 
into a dangerous deftructive War on any unequal Terms ; 
but that, as the Intereft of Europe is the fame to other 
Nations as to Britain, the Danger, when it fhall be alarm- 


ing, wiil exite the Care of our Neighbours, as much as of 


ourfelves, and when they are afhamed of their Neutra- 
lity, the People of England may then reproach this Go- 
vernment, if Want of Courage or Vigor fhall appear in the 
Adainiftration. 


£ will add on this Subject, that there is nothing can be 
a greater Encouragement to any Power whatever, which 
thall arm itfelf againft the Liberties of Europe, than to 
fee a Party in Britain who lie in wait feeking Mifchiei 
againft the Government of their Country, refolved thats 
whatever Meafures fhall be taken, though for the Pre- 
fervation of Mankind, they’ will ftand in Obftrudtion £ 
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) 
their Succefs; they will load them with Cenfure, Re- 
proach, and outrageous Abufe ; and every doubtful Cir- 
cumftance, and every unprofperous Event, fhall, with all 
their Malice and Induftry,to be turned againft the Minfters 
who have the Burthen of fuch Affairs, and fhall be made 
ufe of to procure their Deftruction. 


For this ReafonI think the Party againft an Admi- 
niftration fhould be afhamed to upbraid a Miniftry with 
procuring their Peace by vile Methods, when they make 
it neceflary to preferve Peace by any Methods, It is un- 
modeft and decent Expreffion, that Word Vile. If I 
were to fay that the Gentlemen on the contrary Side 
carried on their their Oppofition by Vile Methods 1 fhould 
be feverly rebuked for taking fach Liberties with them ; 
and yet I cannot but be of Opifiion, that any Methods 
to procure the Peace of a Country are much more honour- 
ele and Juftifiable, than Meafures taken to diftrefs it, to 
bring all Kinds of Shame upon the Government, and all Ca- 
lamities upon the People.

FRANCE. 


HE moff Chrifiian King haying ifued an Arret to 

fupprefs that ot the Parliameut of Paris, relating 
to the Bithop of Camiray, the feveral Chambers of that 
Parliament afembled thereupon, and ordered a new Arret 
to affert the Prerogatives ; but agreed neverthelefs, that 
as the inteftine Divifions of the Kingdom were grown to 
fuch a Height, as to threaten fatal Confequeuces, they 
owed fo much to the Publick Peace, as to with-hold the 
Execution of this Arret tilla more convenient Opportunity 
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which st is more than probable, the King wil 
never fuffer them to fee. In vain, alas! ave their Strug. 
gles mow, after their Anceflors bave bafely given 1 ip 
ibeir Power. 

The Report of the Marfhail de Broglio's being to pe. 
netrate into Bavaria; with a Body of 25000 Men gains 
ground daily at Paris; that General haying lately hed fe- 
veral Conferences with Cardinal I'veury, and the Keeper 
of the Seals. The Court affure themfelves the Elector of 
Bavaria will declare openly for them,:and turn his Arms 
againit the Emperor affoon as he finds himfelf fupported 
by a fufficient Force. ~— Lhe Bavarian Family have 
never been’ very good Friends to the Houfe of 4xzfria, 
tho’ they owe ail their Grandeur to it: Befides they can- 
not eafily forgive being difpoffefs’d of their Dominions 
in the late War, and being put to the Ban of the Empire, 
tho’ they gave the firft Affront, by declaring then for 
France, who accordingly infifted very honourably upon 
their being reftored, as one of the Preliminares, without 
which they wou’d not conclude a Peace. 








HOLLAND, ond the Low-Counr RIES. 


T is affured, that in cafe the Emperor has the Succefs 
@ onthe Rhine, which is generally expected in the en- 
fuing Campaigns, Great-Britain and Holland, wil| renew 
their Endeavours for an Accommodation during the Win-

The Court of France never much troubled themfelve:

to call, Ratio ultima Regum, and accordingly had it in- 
jevib’d upon his Canon, 


SPAIN @Qnd PORTUGAL. 


UR Adviccs from Spain and Portugal, leave Things 
pretty much in the fame Situation, as they were in 
our laft, only it is faid the Spantfh Troops have actually 
made fome Incurfions into the Portueucfe Territories, 
and, committed fome Hoftilities, but without Orders. — 
This, if true, may probably widen the Breach, which, by 
fome Accounts, will ‘nct be difagreeable to her Cathalick 
Majefy, who defires no better than to have @ good Pretence 
to invade Portugal, and revive an old dormant Title, im- 
agining there can never happen a fairer Opportunity, and 
perheps, having already allotted it as @ Portion to one of 
ber Sons. | 
In the mean while, the King of Spain has equipt eight 
Men of War, to cruife upon the Portugueze in Cafe of 
an open Rupture. it is furprizing to think wh at a ba 
midahle Figare the Spaniards have made at Sea within thefe 
few Years: They, who, ia Queen Anne's Time, had /carce 


aShip that durft peep out of Port. — 
The King of Portuga/ has taken into his Service, near 


Soo German Officers.—— This docs not look with a very 
peaccable A/pee. It is faid, however, that the Mifunder- 
ftanding between the two Courts, is on the Point of being 
accommodated. ——Jt is certainly the Intereft of the Allies 
it foould be fo; the whole therefore will probably depend 
ipon whether they or the Emperor have mop Friends at the 
Court of Portugal. 





RoME andITaLy. 


Spanifo Officer, who arriv’d lately at Rome from Sy- 
recufa, Was pleas’d to addrefs himlelf Cardinal Cren- 
fuego, 
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fucgos, to know of his Eminence, whether the Garrifon 
of that Fortrefs might have Permiffion to furrender to 
the Spaniards; upon which the Cardinal, who has, per- 
haps been tired out with fuch unwelcome Demands trom 
one Place or other, would not hear him, but order’d his 
Secretary to bid him be gone back to the Place from 
whence he came, 

The Fortrefs of Mount Péilip, having been forioufly 
batter’d with a great Fire from the Spani/h Batteries, the 
Germans difplay’d the white Colours on the rsth patt ; 
but the Governor demanding to march out with all mili- 
tary Honours, and to have the Garrifon fafe conducted 
to Mantua, was anfwer’d, that no other Conditions 
would be granted, than to furrender with the whole Gar- 
rifon, Pritoners of War. 

The Court of Rome have not yet difpatch’d to his Cz. 
tholick Majefty the Lift of the Prelates to fucceed to the 
Nunciature of Spain, becaufe that Office remains now 
fufpended, till his Holjne/s fhall think fit to acknowledge 
Don Carlos as King of both the Ssci/ies. The fame Difii- 
culty prevents the new Cardinal Spinelie from taking 
Poffeffion of the Archbifhoprick of Naples, to which he 
has been nominated by the Pope ; Don Carlos refufiog him 
Leave to enter upon it, on the fame Account. 

Four hundred of the brave Corficans, who have revolt 
ed, under the Command of Fobn ag de Caftineto, Si- 
mon Fabiani, and Fulieni, went lately into the Country of 
Volmeto, to feize fome Arms in that Province, belonging 
to the Republick of Genoa ; and finding that the Peafants 
had given them up to the Commandant of the Fortrefs of 
Firengza, they burnt four Houfes of the principal People, 
who were for preferving the Country in d bjection to the 
Geaoefe : In retura’ng by the Province of Barbaggio, they 
burnt likewife a Houfe, belonging to one of the Chiefs af 
the Contrary Faction. After this Expedition, they di- 
vided the Body into three feveral Detachments, two ai 
which it is mot yet known whither they were fent ; but 
the third, confifting of but 6o Men, under the aforefaid 

Jobn Fames de Caffineto, advanced to the Province ol 
Beguglia, where he halted to repofe himfeif that Night i 
but the next Morning, he was unexpe¢tedly furprized by 
a Party of 1800 Genoe/e, (including 300 Cor/icans, Who 
were in their Intereft) commanded by Colonel Love, and 


Major Marche/li, who, at tirft, eblig’d the Revolters % 
; retire ; 
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rétire ; but in retreating, they pofted themfelves in Places 
fortify’d advantagioufly by Nature, whence making a con- 
fiderable Fire for two Hours, they put the Gencefe to 
flight, killing 46, and wounding feveral others, among 
whom the Lieutent of Cortinef#, and the Lieutenant of 
Captain Bafora, and Captain fanchefchi, with 30 of his 
Soldiers were made Prifoners. This was not al! the 
Succefs that crown’d fo remarkable an Action; for 100 of 
the Genoefe and Corfican Soldiers deferted with the Arms 
of the Republick, and went over to the Revolters : The 
gain’d likewife 200 Fufils by this Defeat, with only the 
Lofs of one Man, and fome tew wounded. 

The Spanifh ‘Troops, who have by this join’d the A//ies, 
are to have the Honour of befieging Mirando/a, after 
which, the Siege of Mantua is abfolutely refoly’d on ; 
the Allies, on one Hand, affuring themfelves they have 
found the Means, not only to remove all Difficulties, but 
even to turn moft of them to their Advantage; while the 
Germans flatter themfelves, on the other Hand, that what 
with the Experience of their General, the Goodnefs of 
their Troops, and the Strength of their Fortifications, 
they fhall not only cut them out Work enough for the 
Campaign, but make them dearly repent their Enterprize. 
Time muff fhew whefe Hopes are bef grounded ; wherefore 
we fhall only fay; that Troops, fiufh’d with continual Suc- 
ce/s, have vaft Advantages, over on Enemy difpirited by an 
uninterrupted Series of Misforounes. 


GERMANY. 


HE Freach Army was to have their Rendezvous 

on the rath Inftant, upon the Plains near Sires, 
where they were to be review’d the next Day by the 
Mafhal de Coigny. It is believ’d, they will be chiefly 
upon the Defentive ; and form their Projects principally 
to prevent or divert thofe of Prince Eugene, and to raife 
Contributions upon the neighbouring States of the Empire. 
That, we fuppofe, is unlefs the Eledor of Bavaria declares 
for them, which wil! make them probably take other Mca- 


fures. 


They write from Vienne, that the King of Praffia ia- 
tends to form aCamp of 20000 Men, in the Neighbour- 
hood of the Ruffian Auxiliaries; fo that there will be 
three 
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three confiderable Armies watching one another, ofz the 
Raffians and Saxons in one Corps, 2,5000 Bawarians, and 
the Body of Pruffians abovemention’d. 

*Tis affur’d that the Emperor will make his utmof 
Pufh this Year upon the Résae; Prince Eugene, however, 
has undertaken nothing confiderabic, as yet, fince his Ar- 
rival at the Jmperia] Camp. 

The Elector Palatine, has prefented a Protef to the 
Diet of Ratisbon, againft the Title his Britannick Mayetty, 
as Kleftor of Hancver, Claims, of Arch-Treafurer of the 
Empire. 

The large Quantities of Ammunition, aad warlike 
Stores, which have lately been fent down the Saar, make 
it univerfaliy believed, that the French will undertake the 
Siege of Cobleniz. 

This fcems to contradid? the Report, that ibey intend to be 
chiefly upon the Defenfive ; and indeed it 15 hardly credible, 
there being no Exampe in Hiftory, of late Sears, of the 
French baving ever betray d in that manner when vifio- 
rious. 

The Defigns which it was faid, the IJmperialif's had 
egainft Philpsburgh, {feem to be entire:y laid afide ; and 
the Pruffians, and other Toops, which were on their 
March to Brick/al’, have received Prince Eugene’s orders 
to return back again towards the Necker; from whence itis 
concluded, that his Highnefs intends to crofs the Rhine at 
Mertz, and Penetrating on the Side of the Mo/e//, to Poft 
his Army in the HleCtorate of reves. The Execution of 
this Defign will make it eafy for him to raife Contribution 
on the French lerritories, or lay Siege to Thronville. 
‘Thus far is certain; if that forty Pontoons, bought by the 
Emperor of the King of I’rufa, lye ready at Metz, and 
may be fix’d in2 few Hours. The French are making all 
poflible Preparations, to hinder the Germans from attemp- 
ting this Ex: edition; end are Refortiying Tracrbach. and 
gathering a large Bocy of their Troops on that Side. Their 
Main Camp will be between Worms, and Spires. 

Phey write from the Rhine, that the Drought has bees 
fo exceflively creat, thet there is no Herbage in the Field, 
nor any mannero{ Forzge; the French pretend however,that 
having 2 Month’s dry Provifions left, they refolve upon the 
ftrengrh of that to Crofs the Rhiag, and take the Germans 
tefore their whole Force is got together. —meeeZ b/s again

1. Becaufe tho’ the Lords Petitioners have not literally 
complied with the Order, according to the Senfe of the 
Houfe ; yet. they may have laid before us Facts that are of 
fo criminal a2 Nature in themfelves, and fo dangerous in 
their Confequence to the Nation in general, and to this 
Houfe in Particular, that we think a due Regard to the 
Safety ofthe one,and the Honour of the other,required the 
ftri@teft Examination.

5. Becaufe we cannot conceive, that the Arguments 
drawn from a poffibility of a Riot at an Election, or of a 
Rebellion or Invafion, during the Time of Election, where- 
inthe Afliftance of Military Power may be neceflary, were 
in any Degree fuificient to induce the Houfe to leave out 
this Claufe; fince, in the Cafe of a Riot, the Civil Magi- 
ftrate is already armed with a rigorous Penal Law, known 
by the Name of the Rrct- A@ ; and, in the Cafe of a Rebellion 
or Inyafion, it is well knowa, that this and al! other Laws 
would be filent. But, on the other Hand, we apprehended 
creat Inconveniencies may arife, if Troops have Liberty to

Evil! by all poffible Means to be prevented; fince Hate 
begets Hate, and an Adminiftration become unpopular, will

Di ffentient’ . 
1. Becaufe we apprehend a Bill of this Nature, fent up 
from the Houfe of Commons, ought, at leaft, to have un- 
dergone the Form of a Commitment ; fince whatever was 
unneceflary, or wrong in it, might there have been left out 
Or amended. But feveral Matters contained in the Bill 
{eem to vs highly expedient to be paffed into a Law ; for, by 
the Law of Scotland, as it now ftands, any Judge may, by 
a fummary Warrant, commit Perfons upon pec 
fign’d, without any Oath made, and without convening the 
Parties before him, or hearing what they can ae” “s 
Ppp their 
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their own Juftification, and fend°them to a remote Prifon 
in any Corner of the Kingdon. 'SNo exprefs Words, inan 
Statute, do at prefent forbid facta Practices andowe have 
great Reafon to believe, that fome Abufe of thistenlimited 
Power did cppear before the Houfe of Commons, which 
might probably give the firft Rife to the Bill. 

2. Recaule, as the Azbcas Corpus ACt is the great Secu- 
fity of the Liberties of this Part of the united Kingdom, it 
would be, in our Opinion, both untafe and ungenerous, not 
toextend the fame Liberty to the other. For, fhould they, 
who have hitherto been brave Affertors of their Liberties, 
find themfelves expofed to Oppreffions from which the reft 
of their Fellow-Subjects are fecured by Law, Neceflity may 
prompt them to attempt, by Violence, to free themfelves, 
cr, Revenge provoke them to become the Inftruments of 
Power, and bring us under the fame Dependence. Andthe 
Hiftory of late Times fufficiently convince us, that in thofe 
Reigns when arbitrary Power was defigned and attempted 
in this Kingdom, defperate and adventurous Agents were 
firft fent to try the Experiment in Scotland. 

3. Becaufe there was a Provifion in the Bill, to prevent 

n Abufe of feizing }erfors on Pretence of Debt, and de- 
talning them till the Elections were over, where they had 
a Right te vote; the Froteciion granted by the Bill was no 
more than what every common Court of Juftice a¢tually al- 
lews to any Evidence whofe Prefence may be neceffary in 
\fatters of much lefs Confequence : And, we cannot help 
teftifying our Surprize, that this Regulation has not already 
been made over the whole united Kingdom: We hope how- 
ever, another Seffion will not pafs without taking effectual 
Care to prevent fuch a dangerous-Abufe of Law. 

4. Becaufe Experience has fhewn.us the Benefits which a- 
rofe from delivering the Subjects of that Part of the King- 
dom from their Vaiialage, and freeing them from a fervile 
Dependance on their Superiors; and, as we conceive the 
Parport of this Bill was no more than a natural Extenfion 
of the fame Meafure, it would -have been the moft probable, 
if wot the cnly Method to eradicate any remaining Difaf- 
fection; tho’ we have no Ground to fuppofe, from any lat 
Tranfactions, that there is away fuch. On the contrary, 
thofe who were thought the, moft difaffe@ted, have lately 
appeer'd fufficiently. tractable. But what. Difaffection 
the rejecting fuch a Bill may create, even among ft the beft 

Subjects, 
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Subjects, and thofe who have always been moft attached to 
the prefent Eftablithment, we cannot reflect upon without 
Concern. For, as the Union was made ia Support of the 
prefent Eftablifhment, which is founded upon the Reyoluti- 
on, and the Revolution upon Principles of Liberty, they 
who have always afferted thofe Principles, may (as we ap- 
prehend) juftly complain, that the Liberty of the Subjects 
is not equally fecured in every Part of the united King- 
dom. 

5. Becaufe, we are apprehenfive it will appear very ex- 
traordinary to the World, that a Bilbfor the Security of che 
Liberty of the Subjeét fhould have’been thrown out of this 
Houfe without a Commitment, when fo many Bills have 
paffed for laying on or continuing fevere aud heavy Duties 
upon them. Remote Apprehenfions, Dangers barely pof- 
fible, and Sufpicions of Difaffection, have been Arguments 
formerly made Ufe of on the Side of the Crowa, for ena@- 
the fevereft penal Laws upor the Subject ; and we conceive 
it {till more incirmbent on the Legiflature to be watchful over 
the Liberties of the People, committed totheir Care, fince 
it is much eafier to reftrain Liberty from running into: Li- 
centioufnefs, thaa Power trom {welling into T’yranny and 
Oppreffion. . 

6. Becaufe Liberty being the common Birth-right of all 
Mankind, and ftill preferved to this Nation by the Wifdom 
and Courage of ovr Anceftors, we think an Infringment of 
that Right, tho’ but for an Hour, by wrongful Inprifon- 
ment, is not only an Injury to the Perfon immediately con- 
cerned, but a notorious Invafion of the Conftitution. We 
fhould not deferve thofe Liberties our felves, if we did not 
take the moft effe€tual Methods to tranfmit them in their 
full Extent to lateft Pofterity, and to reftrain, by pro- 
per Laws, any Flagitious Attempts of Minifers prompted 
by Ambition, or drove by Defpair, who may at any time 
hereafter endeavour to underomne or attack them. Huma- 
nity and Generofity particularly call upon us, who are 
diftinguithed by many Privileges and Advantages peculiar 
to ourfelves, to fecure to the People that Liberty which 
they have an equal Right to with us; a Blefling! the Mesn- 
eft Subje@ of this Kingdom ought ever to enjoy im common 
with the Greateft.

An ESSAY on Corruption. * 


F all Vices (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) both publick and 

private, the moft pernicious, as well as the mot 
odious, is Corruption, or being infiuenc’d, by pecuniary 
Motives, to A again our Fudgments and Confciences. I 
call This the moff pernicous of ali Vices, becavfe it is really 
an Inlet to every other,both with Regard tothe Corrupter and 
the Correpted, and is often made Ule of, in 4 genera! Senfe, 
to comprehend them all. 

A Man; in private Life, who corrupts another, or fuffers 
Himfelf to be corrupted, is a very dangerous Criminal ; 
becaufe Self-Defence will prompt Him to ftick at nothing 
afterwards, for Fear of Difcovery, and make Him endea- 
your to fcreen one Piece of Iniguity by another. 

A Perfon, in pudiick Life, who gives Himfelt up to the 
fame fcandalous Pradice, is ftill more dangerous; not only 
as his Example is of greater Influence, and will propogate 
the Mifchief much farther than any private Perfon ; but 
likewife becaufe He lies under a ftronger Neceffity to pro- 
ceed in the fare Courfe, when He hath once begun, and 
hath infinitely more Power to fcreen Himfelf, as well as 
Thofe Hecorrupts, from Detection and Punifhment. If 2 
private Man bribes. another, or is bribed Himfelf, to ferve 
any bad Ends, He hath no other Chance of efcaping with 
Impunity, but by keeping Himfelf undifcover’d ; becaufé 
the Community, who do not partake in the Profits of his 
Guilt, and may juftly apprehend the Confequences of it to- 
wards ‘hemfelves, will naturally purfue Him, and unite 
their Endeavours to bring himto Juftice. Buta Man who 
is intrufted with the Riches of a whole Nation, hath it in 
his Power not only to bribe Multitudes into his Meafures, 

buteven to ftop the Hue and Cry, when it begins to purfue 
Him. By thefe Means, the corrupt Party will foon grow 
too ftrong for the uacorrupt, and defy all their impotent At- 
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Confequence but that Virtue and common Honefty will be 
Jaugh’d out of Countenance ? The Generality of Mankind 
will grow afhamed otf rho/e old.fajbien'd Virtues, and chufe 
to be rich and wicked with the Majority, rather than poor 
and virtuous with the Minority. hus will Corruption be- 
come epidemical, and fpread itfelf, likea Leprofy, over the 
whole Nation; or, to {peak in Scripture-Language, rhe 
whole Head will be fick, and the whole Heart faint, From 
the Sole of the Foot unto the Head, there will be no Sousd- 
nefs init, but Wounds, and Bruifes, and putrifying Sores. 

Such a general Depravation, and evén Diffolution of 
Manners, 1s grievous enough of itfelf; but the worft Cir. 
cumftance is, that it will hardly admit of any Remedy ; 
for as Di/ea/es of the Biood arethe moft difficult to be cur’d, 
even in the zatura/ Body, they are much more fo, in the 
Body Politick; efpecially, when the whole Mafs of it is 
corrupted. A River, that is poifon'd even at the Fountain- 
Head, will purge off the noxious Particles, by Degrees, 
and purify itfelf again ; bout when all the Streams of Go- 
vernment are infected, nothing but a Miracle can effe@ a 
radical Cure. 

There are Inftances of People, eminently diftingnithed 
for their Leve of Liberty, who, being long and grievoufly 
opprefs’d by an infamous Cabal, refus’d to fight for their 
Country. They thought, perhaps, that even a foreign Yoke 
would fit eafier on their Necks, or be more honourable at 
leaft, than one impos’d upon Them by their Fellow. 
Subjects. Let us pray to God, and ufe our utmoft En. 
deavours, that this may never be again the Cafe of any 
free Natioa. 

What a Monfter therefore muft that Man be, who can 
deliberately project fuch traniceadent Iniquity ; and, not 
content with proftituting Himfelf, becomes a Sore of polst#- 
cal Pander, and makes it his Bufinefs to debauch the Minds 
of a whole People? This is infinitely a greater Crime than 
Murder, Treafon, or Rebellion, which are only temporary 
Evils, and will entail a much heavier Curfe on Pofteriry, 
than eventhe Judgments of Plague, Peffilence and Famine. 

But the Folly of fuch a deteftable Undertaking is equal to - 
the Iniquity of it; for though it may ferve to prop up a 
tottering Miniffer, for fome Time, fuch 2 rotten Support 
cannot laft long, and He will only fall with greater Weight 
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Great Pains have, been taken to prove, by 2 thoufang 
Repetitions of the fame fenfelefs Argument, that the Peop/e 
themfelves are the original Authors of our pre/ent Luxury 
and Corruption, byliving beyond therr Fertunes ; that all the 
Examples and even Incitements of their Szperjors have no 
Tafluence upon Them, in this Cafe ; nor will the contrary 
Example remove the Evil, without reforming their own 
Gondud7. But this is fuch a ridiculous Way of 
Reafoning, and hath been fo often confuted; particularly 
of late, that I am afhamed of giving it any farther Anfwer, 

‘Nay let us fuppofe that neither the Prince, nor the Mi. 
niffer fet any perfonal Example of Profufon Themfelves ; 
or that They are ever tainted with the oppoftte Vices yet it 
they manifeftly encourage /uch a2 Spirit in ail about Them, 
and even through the whole Nation, This would be fo far 
from being any Security to the People, that it would add to 
their Danger ; for what can be’ more ominous to Lidert 
than.a rich Court, and aluxurtous impoverifh’d People ? 

If any Thing can addtothe Enormity of Man’s attempt- 
ing to raife fuch ageneral Spiritof Luxury Venality at home, 
it is involving his Country in all the Squabbles of Europe, 
where it had no original Concern, and working it out of a 
State of perfect Tranguility into the moft perplex’d Situa- 
tion, and even the fae: ofa deftructive War. This 
would be ftill farther aggravated, if He fhould have firft 
exhaufted all the Riches of the People, in bu/y, fruitiefs, 
contemptible Negotiations, and thereby rendered Ihem un- 
able to fupport a War, which his blundering Head and 
wicked Hands had brought upon them, 

What Punifhment can be adequate to fuch Crimes ; or 
what Atonement can one guilty Wretch make toa whole 
Nation, which he hath thus undone ? That fhocking Re- 
fection of Adam upon the Curfe, which he had entail’d up- 
on his miferable Pofterity, is applicable, in fome Degree, 
to fuch a Manas ¥ have been defcribing. Let me therefore 


recommend it to Him, asit is beautifuyly painted by Mr/tos 
in the following Lines, .

On Met, ME OnLy, as the Source and Spring 

Of ALL CORRUPTION, ail the Blame Jights due. 
So might the Wrath— Fond Wifh !—Could’? Thou fupport 
That Burthea, beawier than the Earth te bear, 

Than all the World much heavier ? mm 
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There are fome Men, indeed, whom this generous Senti- 
ment of our frf Perent will nevertouch. Inftead of feel- 
mg Remorfe and Compunction for their Wickednefs, They 
glory in it; and, evea whilft They fee'themfevles falling, 
takea diabolical Pleafure in reflecting on the Mifchiefs which 
They have occafioned. ‘There hath been a Mizifer of fo 
fhamelefs a Complexion, as to confefs Himfelf de/perate, 
and publickly declare that He would make Thofe repent, who 
have. wrade Him fo. What can This mean, or how can fuch 
a profligate Declaration be put in Prattice, but by the Me- 
thods before deferibed ; That is, by corrupting the Princi- 
ples, enervating the Minds. and draining the Pockets of the 
People at home ; whilft He is negotiating of ‘Them inta 
fuch Difficulties airoad as cannot be overcome, without 
great Refource of Wealth, and an honeft Vigour of Spirit ? 
He may flatter Himfelf that he’ Hath, at leaft, fecur’d 
this Point ; and, whatever may become of Himfelf, hath 
put it out of the Power of his Succeffor, even with the 
pure Heart and cleaneft Hands, to carry on the Admini- 
ftration with any tolerable Eafe to the People, or Honour 
to Themfelves. He may think thatthe /ame hungry Blood- 
bounds, whom He hath nurs’d up in Rapine, will turn up- 
on Them, when They ceafe to be fed ; and that They will 
be never able to eradicate that Principle of Corruption, 
which He hath engrafted in the Hearts of the People. 

When a Man hath reduc’d his Country to this deplorable 
Condition, and brought it even to the yery Brink of De- 
ftruction, what can be more infolent, or more ridiculous, 
than to fee his Advocates begging for a og of Hoftili- 
ties againft Him, and pleading for a Coalition of Parties in 
his Favour, which They lately endeayour’d to explode,

In the Introduction to this Libe/ (fays Mt D’anvers) the 
Author falls very foul on my zoble Patron for juititying 
his Conduct by the Sanction and Authority of Parliament ; 
becaufe he happened to inrpeach a Miniffer, above twenty 
Years ago, for a Peace which a former Parliament had yo- 
ted fafe, honourable and advantageous. But give me Leave 
to tell You that This isa very unfair Way of Reafoning, 
to trump up every Adtion of a Man’s Life, for fo many 
Years pait, and infift on a rigid Conformity of Conduct e- 
ver afterwards. All Men are fallible, and Repentance is 
a glorious Virtue, when they find themfelves in an Error; 
as this Gen’leman feems to have done, in that Cafe, by 
his fabfequent Behaviour ; for tho’ it muft be confeffed 
that He was one of the moft bufy in the Impeachment at 
firftt, every Body knows what Part He took in it after- 
wards, and how it fell at laftto the Ground. What there- 
fore can be more ridiculous than to thteaten Him with 2 
Profecution of the fame Nature, which did not fucceed e- 
ven in thofe warm Times; or to flatter yourfelves with a- 
ny malicious Hopes that /ach @ Spirit will ever arife again 
#2 @ Britifh Parliament. 

There is one Paffage in this Introduction which is very 
furprizing ; becavfe, inftead of being any Reflection, as it 
feéms-to be defign’d, it is really one of the fineft Complt- 
ments, that can poffibly be paid to any Minifter ; I mean 
where the honoxrab/e Gentleman is charg’d with having 
faid that He bath fw-pt the Exchequer clean. For God's 
Sake, where is the:Crime of This, or what can be un- 
Gerftood by it, but that he found the Exchequer over-rus 
with Filth, like the Avegcan Stable, and undertook the 
Ferculean Labour of cleanfing it; which he hath at. laft 
accomplith’d to his own immortal Honour, and the inefti- 
mable Benefit of this Nation?

rejcentations to the Throne; which prove no more thanthat 
there formerly was fuch a Defign of paying off our Dedrs, 
and reducing our Yaxe:. ‘This 1s confets’d by the honoarzd se 
Gentleman Himfelf, ‘This is natural Inttability and Fluctua. 
tion of human Affairs, having render'd it neceflary.to lay 
atide that Defizn, at leaft tor the prefent, and to makeufe 
OQ: the “inking Fund tor other Purpotes, the Parliament 
thonght fit to concur with Him in it, as they had certainly 
a Powerto do. Nay, fhould even a Spurge become equally 
neceflary to wipe out the Jntere#, as well asthe Princina/, 


either for a Time or forever, who will prefume to fay that: 


the Par/iament could not doit; or that 1t would beany Vio. 
lation of publick Faith? The noble Author betore us hath 
an excellent Obfervation, which might be apply’d to rhis 
Ca/e, as wellas the other; * ‘© That the feparate Interefts 
‘Sot the Crevitors +f the Publick ought in Juitice to giye 
“ Way to tne Intereft of the /abiick. 

But farther. Suppoung the fnking Fund to have been 
really mifapply’d, as this Author labours to perfuade us; 
I think it cdemonftrabie thar the Blame of it ought to fall 
upon the Mock Patriots rather than upon the bonourel/e 
Gentleman. wom .hey Oppote ; for it is well known that 
fome cers ago He protefs'd a particular Regard for this 
Fund. ond even call’d it his own Chi/d, but They took 
unnfeal Pains to prove that fe was not the true Ferber of 
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I fhall not enter into the particular Sums, which are faid 
to be taken fromthe Axking Fund, becaufe I do not think ir 
of any Importance whether they did actually belong to it 
or not. -If the Money was wanted, and could not be fo 
eafily got any other Way, That wasa fufficient Reafon ; 
and it is for the fame wife Reafon that the whole Produce 
of the finking Fund hath been fince taken to defray the cyr- 
rent Service of the Yar. 

But the great Increafe of the Civsl-Lif’ Revenues, fince 
the Year 1721, is fet in fuch a glaring Light, and carries 
{uch an invidious Reflection upon the boaoarable Gentleman, 
whom I fhall always think it my Duty to detend, that Ican- 
not pafs it over without fome Notice. 

As to the 36,200/.@ 2¢ar in Pnefions, which was taken off 
from the Civil Lif, and laid upon the fnking Fund, in the 
laft Reign; let any Man confider whether it is reafonable 
that the Crown fhould be at the Expence of Penfions, 
granted by bis Majefy's Predeceffors, and intend, no Doubt, 
as Rewards for eminent Services done to the Pubjick. Itis 
true, indeed, that they had been conftantly paid out of the 
Civil-Lif Revenues, in all Reigns, till the ‘Time mention- 
ed; but This only fhews the Negligence of former Miniffers, 
and the laudable Care of Him, who did this Fuffice to the 
Crown, as He was in Duty bound. That He diditina 
private Manner, by flipping a Claufe into an Act of Par- 
ment, without any previous Motion, Leave, or Infturtit- 
on, might be owing perhaps to fome of thofe Mock Patriots, 
who oppofe only for the Sake of Oppofition, and would in all 
Likelihood have oppos’d Him in this Alteration, as well as 
other Meafures, hadthey been appriz’d of it. I will there- 
fore afirm, in Contradiction to the Libel/er, that this Way 
of taking the Senfe of Parliament, and avoiding /uch an un- 
reafonable Oppofition, was highly juft, prudent and ho- 
nourable. 

The additional 100,000/7. a Year, granted to his prefent 
Majefty, befides the 36,200/. before mention’d, is another 
Topick much on by this infifted Writer; though nobody can 
pretend to murmur at it, who does not wifh to fee the 
Kings Beneficence finted, and bis Majefty debar'd from the 
Exercife of the moft glorious Branch of his royal Prerogative. 
For my Part, I thould be heartily glad to fee a moderate 
Augmentation made to the Civi/-Li#, at the Beginning of 
every new Reign; which I am confident would be — 
wit 
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with very good Effects, in the Difpatch of Bufinefs, and 
the Quiet of the State. 

For this Reafon, I think the whole Nation infinitely 
obliged to that great Genius, who hath conftantly made it 
his Bufinefs, whenever He was in Place, to replenith the 
royal Coffers, and put it in his Mafter’s Power to manifett 
the Beneficence of his Heart, in befowing bis Favours on 
Such as difinguifh them/elves in his Service. : 

I thould not take any Notice of the 36,600/. loft by the 
Hawkers and Pedlars, which the Conftderer calls a Pedling 
and trifling Matter, it the Libei/er had not endeayoured to 
raife the Compaffion of his Readers towards a Couple of 
Gentlemen, who happened to be ruined by it. Upoa This 
He defcants very pathetically, and tells us, with an infoleat 
Sneer, «‘ That however able the Nation may be, inits pre- 
<< fent Circumfiance, to lote fuch Pedling Sums, it is seca 
*¢ that this Negle& in the Treafury hath been of terrible 
“© Confequences to the Securities for the Receiver, and 
*¢ thrown two worthy Families into fuch undeferved Diftrefs, 
*< as would draw Tears, rather than Puns and Quibbles, 
*€ from any Perfon of common Humanity.” This, 
perhaps, may be true enough in private Life; but does He 
think that /uch Peccads//oes ought to difturd the Affairs af 
the creat Werid, or come in Competition with the Kafe and 
Convenience of a Prime-Minifer. 

Let us now pafs on to the grand Article of all, relating 
to the Bank Contra, and the Two Midijons remitted to 
the South/ea Company, 28 it is there faid, in Confideration 
of their giving up the ether. Upon This, the Lrbeiler 
triumphs moft heroically, ana infults over his Adverfary, as 
if he had gain’d a compleat Victory. Let us therefore {ce 
how this Affair ftands.

Farther Remarks on the Athenian Hifery. 


HERE was no confiderable Revolution happened 
in the Athenian Affairs, which the People did not 
improve to the agrandizing of their own Power, on a vain 
Suppofition, that the greater, the more extenfive their 
Authority was, the ftronger and more lafting it would al- 
fo be; whereas too great Power in the Hands of the Peo- 
ple, cannot but be fatal to the People themfelves ; for 
not knowing how to Conduét it temperately, they quickly 
bring Affairs into fuch a Situation, that they either have 
that Power torn from them by Force, or are conftrained 
to yeild up ofthemfelves, inorder to be delivered out of 
fuch Diftrefles as their Follies have brought them into. ‘Thus 
fared it with the Athenians,as we fhall fee in may Inftances, 
About the Time that the Pifafrida were expelled this Ci- 
ty, Clifbenes, the arch Patriot, is thought to have intro- 
duced the Oftraci{m ; tho’ others contend, that it was 
fomewhat ancienter than his Time ; and fome would have 
us believe, that it had always been practifed by the Arhe- 
Atans, and that Thefeus was Vanifhed | by it: However it be, 
I fhall here take an Opportunity of giving an Account of 
that Famous Law, which was thought abfolutely neceffary 
to fecure ademocratick Government. The Oftracifm then 
compelled a ten Years Abfence, at the End of which the 
banifhed Perfons were permitted then to return, and en- 
joy their Eftates, which were all that Time preferved en- 
tire to them. It was inftituted (as the Favourers of po- 
Pular: Power give out) not fo much with a Defign to pu- 
nifh the Offender, as to migitate and pacify the Fury o 
the Envious, who delighted tn deprefling fuch as were ¢- 
minent for their Virtues, and had performed great Things 
in as much 2s b fixing this Difgrace upon them, the ma- 
licious Multitude vented, ina great Meafure, their Spleen. 


The manner in which this Judgement was given, was brief- 
n, or T'yle, carri- 


ly thus: Every Man taking an Oftraco 
ed it to a certain Place in the Market | lace, furrounded 
many 


with wooden Rails for that Purpofe, into which as 
Rrr Gates 
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Gates opened as there were Tribes in Athens; there the 
threw down each Man his ‘Tyle, with the Name of the 
Perfon he defired fhould be banifhed, this done, the Arc- 
hons firft took the grofs Amount of the Tyles, for if they 
fell thort of fix Thoufand, the Oftracifm was void ; but 
if they exceeded that Number, then the Archons pro- 
ceeded to examine every Tyle, and immediately declared 
him an Exile who had moft Votes. The fame Thing was 
practifed at Argos, Megara, and Miletus ; at Syracu/é the 
Term of Banifhment was but for fiveYears,and <3 the Peo- 
ple made ufe of Pefaiz, i.e. Leaves, ufually of the Olive 
Tree, fo, in this Country, this Law was called Petalifm. 
Some other Laws in Favour of the People by C/#- 
benes, and what Effects they had, we fhall fee immedi- 
ately. 

ioe time after the great Victories obtained by Miiti- 
ades over the Per/zaus, and when he was extravagantly 
high in the People’s Favour, he judged it highly conducive 
to the Publick Good, to oblige fuch of the Greek Iilands, 
as in the Time of the late Calamity, had either fided with 
the Enemy, or remained neuter, fhould be feverely chaf- 
tifed,and at leaft made to acknowledge their Offence,and to 
make fome Satisfaction by Fines. This, as indeed any thing 
propofed by Mi/tiades at that Time would have done, 
feemed highly Reafonablein the Eyes of the Affembly who 
thereupon granted him feventy Gallies, well mann’d, in 
order to his proceeding ona fecret Expedition, concerning 
which they were told that it was defigned to benefit the State. 
With this Force he fail’d to Paros, one of the Cyc/ades, and 
demanded an hundred Talents for their having affiited the 
the Perfans when they invaded Greece ; but here his For- 
tune forfookhim, he was wounded inthe Thigh and obliged 
to raife the Siege. On his Retura Leatippus the Father of 
Pericles, accufed himof Treafon, for having quitted Pares 
willingly when he might have reduced it. Mi/tiades was 
{> ill of his Wound that he could not appear to make his 
Deteace, and fo, notwithftanding that all his Friends could 
affer, and the Memory of his late Viétory at Marathon, 
hy which he had been delivered the City from being utser- 
ly fubverted, the People condemned him toa Fine of fifty 
Talents for Non-payment of which he was committed to 
vrifoa, where he dved of a Mortification in his Thigh, oc- 
caiioned by the Wound he had received in their Service ; 
wor did even Dexth releafe him from their Envy, his Corpfe 
being 
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being refufed a Funeral, until fuch Time as Cimon, his Son, 
rendered himfelf into Cuftody, in the Room of his deceifed 
Fathers Body ; tho’, as Cornelius Nepos obferves, it was not 
from an Opinion of MW:/tiades being guilty, that their Rave 
was carried to fuch Extremities, but merely froma Dread 
of that Power, which a Man of his Virtue and great Abili- 
ties, had he made ufe of them toan ill Purpofe, might have 
attained. 

Happy had it been for the Arhenians, if reflecting on their 
ill ‘Treatment of this Hero, they had from thence learned 
ufe thofe who faved and defended their Country, ina 
more grateful Manner for the future; but alas! they never 
knew the Value of great Men, but in Adverfity ; norcould 
they ever be taught to remember what was due to them, 
when by their Valour and Induftry the Athenian Common- 
wealth was reftored to Pofterity. TAemifocles fucceeded 
Miltiade, and the Care of publick Affairs ; and the People 
to balance a Man thcy could not be without, raifed up 
Arifiides againft him, a Man eminent for his Virtues, but 
above all for his obftinate Integrity and inflexible Love to 
Juftice. However, Themiffocles obferving how he grew in 
their Efteem, turned even his good Qualities againit him, 
and infinuating Jealoufies into the Minds of the People from 
his Adverfaries, allowing himfelf to be Sirnamed the $7, 
he procured him by the Oftracifm to fent out of his Way 
into aten Years Banifhment ; tho’ Arifides had always 
fupported the Power of the People, and Themiffocles was 
more than fufpected to bear no good Will thereto. But 
Xerxes King of Perfia, preparing to invade Greece, with 
fuch an Army as till that Time had fcarce been heard of, 
the People of Arbens were glad, in their Fright, to call 
Home from Exile, thofe whom they had wantonly banith- 
ed, among whom were Arifiides. ‘The event ot this War 
is fo well known, that I need not dwell uponit; I fhall 
only obferve, that Themiffocles had very defervedly the 
Credit of defeating all the Schemes of the Perfian Monarch, 
and of forcing him to defift with Infamy, from an Attempt, 
which in fome Meafures had exhaufted the Power, even 0} 
his wide exempted Empire. On the rebuilding of Athens, 
which had been burnt in the Courfe of the War, Ariftides 
refettled and ftrengthened the Democratick Form and Go- 
vernment in that City; and what was a material Alreration 
in their Conftitntion, he admitted the Tbetes, or lowett

had been denied them by Se/on. Themiffocics however -re- 
tained his Credit with them, and very wifely employ‘d it in 
perfuading them to raife ftrong Walls round ther City: At 
their doing this, the /acezemonians took Umbrage, appre- 
hending that the Principality of Greece, which they had jor 
fome time held, would be foon fnatched out o, their Hands. 
Themifocles fearing the Spartan Power, in cafe it fhould 
exert itfelf, before the City was fortified and put in Order, 
advifed his Countrymen to gain Time, by fend Ambaifa- 
dors to Sparta, himfelf being their Chief there: By many 
artful Delays, he fpun out his Negotiations, till he was ad- 
Vifed that the Fortifications of Athens were very near finifh- 
ed: At which however the Lacedemonians were exceflivel 
angry; but he intreating them not to believe idle Reports, 
or to entertain Jealoufies of thofe who inteaded them no 
‘Hurt, he moved to have three Commiflioners of Ductincti- 
on difpatched to Athens, to examine Things upon the Spot, 
by whofe Report he defired to be determined, and offered 
to remain as 2 Hoftage until their Return. This Scheme 
of his took Effect; they difpatched three Commiffioners as 
he defired, with whom the Collegues of Thems/foc/es re- 
turned Home: On the News of whofe fafe Arrival, he 
threw off his Difguife, and at his next Audience, frankly 
told the Ephori, who ruled all Things at Sparta, that the 
Athenians had done their Duty, in taking proper Meafures 
for the Seturity of their native City ; that they had done it 
by his Advice; that he had purpofely amufed them with 
vain Negotiztions, until his Defigns had taken Effect, and 
that now they muft be content to let him go back in Safety, 
if ever they expected to fee their own Commiffioners 
again. 

ve his coming back, he exhorted his Citizens to take 
fuch Meafures as might effectually fet them at the Head of 
the Affair of Greece; he particularly engaged them to for- 
tify their Port, and above all Things, to apply themfelves 
to the cultivating a Naval Power; he even projected the 
burning the Lacedemonian Fleet as it lay at Anchor, that his 
Covatry might have no Rivals at Sea; but his Defign was 
defeated by Arifiides, who, though he allowed might be 
very profitable, yet he could not confent to it, whcn he con- 
fidered it was manifely unjuft. All thefe Services one 
would have thought, mignt have purchafed him at leaft a 
never failing-Intereft, among thofe for whofe Sakes he had 
done all thefe Things ; but it proved otherwife ; the grow- 
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ing Favourites of the People took Pains to calumniate him 

and to reprefent his Services in fuch a Light, as to make 
him appear dangerous in the Eyes of the Multitude; thig 
one effected, his utter Ruin quickly followed ; for firft he 
was banithed to 4¢rges, on the old Pretence, that having fo 
great Intereit, he might poffibly attempt fomething againg 
the Power of the People ; being thus out of Sight, and in, 
deed ont of Mind, with all but his Enemies, a new Accufa- 
tion was preferred againft him, for a fort of Mifprifon of 
Treafon; becaufe he had not revealed certain Correpon- 
dency between Panfanias the Lecedemonian, and the Per. 
fian King, which had come to his Knowledge. Upon this 
his Life was fought, which when he had difcovered, he 
made his Efcape with great Difficulty into the Dominions 
of Perfez, where he was entertained by Xerxes with the 
preateit Kindnefs, and was even loaded with Honours.

Remarks on the late Petition aad Remonftrances of the 
Scotch Peers. 


Shall in this Paper confider the Petition againft the 
T Election of the Sixteen Peers for North Britain, and the 
Clamours occafioned by difmiffing it. 

The Noble Lords were elected by as great 2 Majority, 
againit a feeble an Oppofition, as ever was known on fuch 
an Oceafion. The Oppofing Party had not more than from 
Two Voices to Nine above their own, to fupport their } re- 
tenfions: The Lords who were returned had from Thirty. 
three to Forty-four Votes befides their own. And when 
the Return was made, the Sixteen Candidates who loft the 
Ele¢tion, had but Four Peers of the whole Peerage of Scot- 
dan adhering to their Protefation. 

The Return being thus made, and the Oppofition being 
thus unfupported, we thall next find the lofing Candidates 
themfelyes divided, and of the Sixteen who figned the Pro- 
te, but a few of them figa the Pertstion, which even ad- 
mits the Sitting Peers to have been chofen by a Majority, 
againft which Majority of the Peers of Scot/and the Petitia- 
ners arecomplajning, rather than agaimft the Sixteca elected 


by them. It 
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It might be obferved, that the Defection of {> many 
Lords from the Oppofition, 1s a Circumftance in Favour of 
the Return, and a tacit Confeffion that they had furmifed 
more in their Proteft than they could bring to the Light in 
a Publick Enquiry. Whatever was the Reafon, certain it 
is that Zen of the Sixteen Lords who loft the Election 
acquiefced in the Return of thofe who were elected, and 
would not fubfcribe the Petition againft it when the Parlia- 
ment aflembled. 

The Petition itfelf, figned by the Six Noble Lords who 
thought themfelves aggrieved in the Cafe, doth neither 
alledge, that themfelves, nor any of the Candidates who 
joined with them, were duly elected ; nor does it alledge, 
that the Sixteen Peers returned were not the true and legal 
Reprefentatives of the Pecrage of North Britain. On the 
contrary, as hath been already obferved, it admits, that 
they were elected by a Majority, but complains, that this 
Majority was obtained by undue Influence and illegal 
Pra¢tices, and prays fuch Remedy as may fecure the Free- 
dom of future Elections. 

This Petition being thus exhibited againft the Return of 
Sixteen Noble Lords of as great Honour, illuftrious Quality, 
and independent Fortunes, a8 any in the Kingdom, it mutt 
concern all reafonhble Men, notwithftanding the Deference 
due to thofe who figned it, that the entire Reprefentation 
of the Scotch Peerage thould be ftruck at by a Charge fo 
vague and uncertain, which none knew how to anfwer, nor 
even to apprehend what was meant by it. 

The Order, upon Confideration of this Petition, was, 
That the Petitioners fhould explain whether the Charge 
of illegal Practices, and undue Methods was levelled againft 
any of the Sixteen Peers now fitting. 

The Lords Petitioners, by their Remonfrance to this 
Order, (for it is called a Remonfrance by thofe who have 
made it publick) fay, «‘ That they do not ftate themfelves 
«« Accufers of any Perfon, nor intended todo fo.’ Hence 
the Sitting Lords are neither to have Accu/ers, nor to know 
whether there is any Accufation againftt them, but never- 
thelefs are to be Tried, and, if poffible, to fuffer the worft 
Condemnation. And it is a Matter extraordinary, that 
the Noble Lords Petitioning have fuch Tendernefs, that — 
they will not take upon themfelves to be Acca/ers, yet at 


the fame time propofe to put the Sitting Lords under the 
Circumftance of an Jnguifition. I 
t 
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{It is admitted on all Hands, that the Houfe of Peers is 
nota Court of my we | to form Examinations for acquitting 
or condemning of Perfons under Sufpicion. But where there 
is this Power of Inqueft, even in the Houfe of Commons ; 
yet there no Impeachinent can arife, nor Perfonsbe brought 
to ‘T'ryal, unlefs they are fpecifically charged. And con- 
fidering that the Lords will take no Manner of Notice of 
any Impeachment or Charge brought into the Name of all 
the Commons of Great Britaiu, unlefs they know againft 
whom it is levelled, nor then, till they know the fpecial 
Matter charged ; is it poffible to conceive, that they will 
enter into Examinations of fuppofed Illegalities, charged ar 
random, upon Peers and Perfons neither known nor 
Damed ? 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
FRANCE. 


N Whitfunday his moft Chrifian Majefty held a 
Chapter of the Order of the Holy Ghof, wherein he 
declared Don Philip, his Catholick Majefty’s third Son, a 
Knight of that Order. His moft Chri#ian Majefty has 
demanded a free Gift of Twenty Millions of the French 
Clergy, for the Service of the prefent Campaign: His Ma- 
jefty has likewife Sent a Letter to King Staniflaus, to de- 
fire that Prince to continue at Koningsburg, or at leaft, re- 
fide at fome other Place, equally near the Frontiers of 
Poland, his Majefty being determined to affift Him with a 
Force fufficient to Regain that Kingdom, and not doubting 
but he fhall be able to procure Them a Rout, even through 
the Heart of the Empire. If this Article be true, 
it forebodes no good to the Emperor, the French Minifers 
being Gentlemen not very apt to build Caftles in the Air, and 
the Thing being far from impratticable if the Elector of Bava- 
ria fhos' d once join beartily with France, to which that Prince 
does not feem very Averfe. a ee ee 
The Viarceal je Chabannas, a Brigadier in his mee 
Chrifian Majefty’s Army onthe Rize, has been lately bit 
by a Horfe in fuch a defperate Manner that He ts given 
over. The Horfe, it feems, had been broush: a little be- 
fore to the French Camp, from England, where he = 
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been brought Up, with a ftring of fourteen others, for the 
ufe of the French Officers; and the Marquis in taking a 
View of Him, happening to give him a lath with his Whip, 
to try his Mettle, the /ur/y Briton, refenting it, turn’d a. 
bout in an Inftant, and lugg’d the poor Marquis by his Ears 
till his Life is defpair’d of. 'T1s fome comfort to find 
the Britith Horfes don’t degenerate, whatever their Mafers 
do. 





HOLLAND, and the Low-COUNTRIES. 


JE are again affured from Holand that her Royal 
Highnefs the Princefs of Orange is certainly with 
Child, but fhail fufpend our belief thereof rill it is better 
confirm’d: Be that as it will, fhe intends to pafs the Sum- 
mer at Loo in Guelderland, 

It is likewife reported at the Hague, that the King of 
Prufia is expected to take a turn thither Incognito: How- 
ever that be, Hounflaardyk, and the Palace call’d the Old 
Court, are actually repairing, and now furnifhing for his 
Majefty’s Reception. 

There is alfo fome talk at the Hague, of buying off the 
perpetual Clamours of the Court of Vienna againft their 
High Mightyneffes, as if they refufed to fulfill their Treaties 
With the Empercr, by remitting his Jnper'a’ Majefty a M I. 
lion of Florins, inftead of fending him a Body of Troops - 
This being what the King of France is willing to confent 
to, without Interpreting it any Breach of neutrality. 

Some Days ago, the Marquis de Feae/on, made a very 
Magaificient Entertainment, for the Embaflador whom 
King Steniffaus is fending to Verfailles ; to which feveral of 
the Foreign Minifters, and moft of the Lords of the 
Regency were invited: But it was obferved, that none of 
them went, but the Minifters of Sweden, Pruffia, and 
Bevaria. 

The Maritime Powers have reply’d to the Anfwer made 
by the A//es tothe Project of Pacification, and infift, that, 
fince they don’t approve of the laft Plan for a Peace, they 
will agree to a Ceffation of Arms, that a new one may be 
concerted ; but there is not the leaft likelyhood that any 
Thing of that Nature will take Place ; on the contrary, 
News isexpected every Poft, of fome confiderable Action, 
as welloa Rhine asin Saly. 
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Mr. Coymans, Minifter of the Srates General at Copen- 
haguen, has fent their High Mightineffes Word, that ‘Mr. 
Zitle his Britannick Majefty’s at the Court, haying in- 
finuated to the King of Denmark, that it was very poffible 
his Mafter, might foon have Occafion, for the Danish 
Troops for which he had bargained, in Ordér to fend them 
to the King of Portugal, his Danifs Majefty had anfwer'ds 
that the faid Troops fhould be ready: But that, as hé un- 
derftood, by the Treaty concluded with the Court of Greet 
Britain, the Troops Denmark had engaged to furnith, were 
to be employ’d in the Empire, wherefore he could not let 
oie go to Portugal, without an Au¢mentation of his 

ubfidy. 

The Czarina’s Minifter at the Hague, has lately made 
the following Declarition, in his Miftrefs’s Name, to their 

1gh Mightine/s’s the States Gencral. ‘* The Emprefs of 
** Rafiz mutt derogate from the Punity of Her Intentions,

“ Power of Europe, in particular Her Imperial and Cszrian 
« Mayjefty conceives, that the fureft method of Strengthen- 
“ isg a good underftanding with the States-General of the 
“* United Provinces, will by the Tyes of a mutual Advan- 
“< tage in inCommerce ; that to fettle and fecure the Friend- 
‘< fhip of Great-Britain, fhe has furmbunted innumerable 
“ Difficulties, in order to conclude a Treaty with that 
“< Crown; and that fhe hears with a Singular Satisfaction, 
“ the Difpofition their High Mightineffes are in to enter 
« into a Negotiation with her on the like Occafion. Her 
‘© Imperial and Cearian Majefty thinks proper to add, that 
“< as the Treaties fhe has juft concluded with the Emperor

Spain and PORTUGAL. 
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Merchants concern’d in the Fleet bound Home from the 
Brazils, the News of a Britifa Squadron’s being foon to 
fet fail for Portugal, had fill’d both the Court and City with 
the greateft Joy imaginable, and all poffible Preparations 
were making to give fuch welcome Guefts a fuitable Recep - 
tion. His Portugueze Majefty had but three Men of War 
ig, any Manner of Condition to put out to Sea, wherefore 
he has arm’d and mann’d out a lage Nnmber of fmall Vef- 
fells to cruize about the Mouth of the Zagus, and give No- 
tice if any Spani/h Shi; arrive: all the Forts upon that Ri- 
ver likewife put in a State of Defence. In the mean while, 
the Troops the King has fent to lie on the Frontiers in- 
creafe daily, through the Zeal his Subjcéts fhew in pro- 
curing Levies ; and divers Noblemen have armed all their 
Vaffalls, propofing to maintain them at their own Epence, 
for his Majelty’s Service. It is computed the Portugueze 
Troops amount, by this Means to about 30,000. The 
Spaniards under the Marqpis de Spinola, are reckoned about 
15,000; but that General having been obliged, for want of 
Men to incorporate with his Troops the Jmperialif's brought 
Prifoners of War from Jta/y, they not only defert daily in 
eveat Numbers themfelves but intice away feveral of the 
Spaniards with them. The Prince, Dona Emanuel, with the 
other Portugueze Generals are at Elvas on the Frontiers 
towards Spain. They are hourly in Expectation of the 
Officers whom the Emperor has given Leave to enter into 
his Pertugueze Majefty’s Service, to difcipline the Troops, 
ia a proper Manner. We caanot help thinking it 
would have been more prudent in the King of Portugal to 
have diflembled his Refentinent, til] he bad put bim/felfina 
better Poture of Defeice , but yet even this redounds to bis 
Glory,.as it foews this Confidence be repofes in the Affection 
of bis Subjeds, and the Event proves he was not mifeken in 
fo doiag : Tho’ tew Princes wou’d care to run the Hazard of 
making the SAME EX; ERIMENT. 

On the other Hands they write from Madrid, that his 
Catholick Majefty, has given Orders for Augmenting to 
twenty Sail, the Ships defigned to cruife upon the Coaft of 
Portugal. [Ut is ob'erved that this Augmentation was not 
order’d, till aiter the Arrival of the two laft Couriers, dif- 
patched by the Count de Montijo from the Court of Loz- 
don. Orders have been likewife fent to.Casalenia and the 
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other Provinces,to detach all the Troops that can be fpared 
to join the Forces on the Frontiers. : 
The King of Spaia has taken all the Seamen out of the 
Flota at Cadiz, bound to the /ndies, in Order to Man his 
Squadron defigaed again Portuga/, fo that the FYora, in all 
probability , will not fail this Year.

As that which follows this propofition, (if I may do it 
the Honour to calj it one) is no Way applicabje to it, but 
is defigned rather as an Anfwer tothe Limitations propofed 
long after the Revolution, to be annext to the Crown inthe 
Hanover Succeffion, we may confider this diftinctly, 
and treat it as one of the Articles of her Politica! 
Creed. : 

I propofe to be at little Expence of Thought, and there- 
fore thall only draw out of hers thofe Confequences, which 
I think will fully illuftrate all the Qua/ities that I at firft at- 
tribute to her.! erformance. . 

If the Governing by Law isa fufficient Limitation of the 
Power of the Crown, and confequently a fufficient 
Security againft the Mifery that may attend the Excefs 
Of it, then it will follow, 

Firft, That the Crown hath not fufficient Power to 
influence a Sanding Majerity in both Houfes of Parliament, 
or, that if it hath, it ought not to be employed to obtain 
this Influence; fince the Danger of Slavery being en- 
acted by Law, is fo much the greater, as the People 
have lefs Pretence to complain of the Steps which lead 
to it. 

Secondly, That if the Crown ought not to have fuch 
an Influence, it ought not to be poffefs’d with that De- 
gree of Power that is cages to the obtaining of it, 
becaufe the Abufe of Power is almoft infeparable from the 
Ufe of it. 

Tshindly, That if the Abufe of Power be infeparable 
from the U/e of it, then proper Refraiats to preventa 
dangerous Encreafe of Power, are as neceflary to prefervea 
Community, as the Want of them are to defrcy it, and 
confequently, 

Fourthly, That if for Want of fuch Reftraints, 
Laws may be enacted or the Approbation of the whole 
Legiflature obtain’d of PROJECTS that read from the 
People their Properties, inftead of fecuring their Enjoy- 
ment of them; that opprefs them with every — 
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which can fink and ruin a State, inftead of raifing its Cri- 
cit, and fupporting its Dignity, than it will be fo far from 
being true, that what may juftly be call’d the Laws 
oi the Land, would be the Standing Meafure of the King’s 
Government, and the People’s Obedieace, that they would 
rather become the Standing Meafure of the King’s Tyranny, 
and the People’s Slavery. And therefore, 

Fifthly, Tbat the reducing our Kings at the Revolution 
to govera hy Law, is no more a Proof that their Power 
was reduced far enough, than it is a Proof, that this forry 
enfeebled Drone hath either Karw/edge enough to be ac- 
quainted with the Subject the writes upon, Meaning enough 
to make any Body attend her, or Credit enough to prevent 
all Mankind from thinking that the is the Jowe@ Teol 
that any Statefman ever condefcended to work with.

ting in +arliament, which the afferts, then it will follow, 
that the People are JUST deprived of their Right to chufe 
what Gentlemen they might think fit to reprefent them ; 
and yet fhe urges the Injuftice of their being deprived of 
this Right, as a Proof as things ought to ftandas they do ; 
fo that in the fame Breath the Re¢titude of this Reftraint is 
afferted, and yet the Right of the People to be freed from 
it, is contended for, as a Proof that the Reftraint is 
reafonable. 

I hope I have made my Way pretty clearly thro’ this 
Affemblage of Du/nefs, Darknefs and Corruption, and have 
brought to Light what feems to be the natural Refult of the 
whole. 

I will conclude with a fhort Remark, whea I think a juft 
one, That this Lady was never known to be fo much ia 
Love withthe People, as to contend for their Right in any 
Enftances but thofe where they were left at full Liberty to 
exercife it tothe Ruin of them/elves and their Poferity.

“HE Troops which were difperfed in divers Parts of 
the Dutcky of Mcdena, are now encamped along the 
Bank oi Senta Vi@oria, on the other Side of Croffolo, to 
the Number of 312,000 Men, the Allies having fiaifhed 
the Bridge over the Po, between Viadana and Berfello, 
croffed that River on the 17th of laft Month, and on the 
e8th drew a Line under Guefal/a, where the Marthal de 
WVoaitles has his Head Quarters. The King of Sardinia 
with the Duke de Montimar, were at Gucfalia, on the 
roth the Army is divided into three Bodies ; the Center 
which 1s at Gauffallz, is commanded by the King, and the 
Marfhal de Noailies, and extends from Regiolo to the Sec- 
chig; the Right which is upon the Modeneze, is commanded 
by the Duke Montemar, the Marquis de Suze, and the Mar- 
guis de Retz; and the Left is commanded by the Marquis 
de Mallebois, and a Piedmonteze General reaches from 
Viadana to Bezolo, Two Drums were lately fent from 
the Army, one to Mantua, and the other to the /mperia/ 
Camp, but it is not known upon what Account. ‘The 
Jatter was killed by the Croatians, without its being known 
for what Reafon, or in what Manner ; but Count Koaig/erg 

offers to make Satisfaction for the fame. 
~ The Duke de Montemar arrived at Parma unexpectedly 
onthe 18th, and the fame Night vifited the Dutchefs Do- 
rothea ; and the roth he fet out for Geufaila, with a large 
Body of Troops, which crofied the Po over a Bridge fac- 
ing Berfeilo, as did the whole Army that was on the other 
Side that River.

‘The Regiments of Dragroons of 
jorger, and A/than, and that of Cuiraffiers of Darmfads, 
were pofted behind the Camp; and thofe of Saxe Goertha 
and Palf, went to encamp near Geasaga. His Excellency 
was of Opinion, that being intrenched within fuch ttrong 
Lines, the Allies would never have attacked him: bur 
finding by his Spies, and the Approach of the Hnemyy 
that they really defigned it, he thought proper to retire Reary 
erto Man‘ua, having but 12,000 Men with him. His Ex: 
cellency’s Retreat was made with fuch Precipitation. that 
he had not ‘Time even to deftroy the Works, which he 
had contrived and fortified in an excraordinary Manner. 
This Beginning of the Campain looks Omnius to the, 
Emperor. ; , 

The Garrifon of Mirandola, which is at prefent envied 
by the Allies, confifts of rooo Men, but it is believed mutt 
foon Surrender, having no Profpect of Relief. The Allies 
have pofleffed themfelves of Quella, Ofigho, and are 
determined to penetrate even to the Mantua, the Siege 
whereot is certainty refolved on: For which Reafon the 
King of Sardia‘a will perfift in purfuing the /mperialifs, 
and will attack them wherever he overtakes them. ‘The 
Gallies belonging to the Allies, which have lately cruized 
on the Po, have already deftroyed three of the Emperor's 
Vefiels, fo that a// the Element feem to con[pire again? his 
Imperial Majefty.

. E Prince of Ferfenberg, principal Commffioner from 
the Eempercr to the Dyet of the Empire, arrived at 
Ratishon on the gth Inftant from Vienna, charged with an 
important Commiffioa, which he is to communicate to the 
States of the Empire. The Elector of Bavaria has divi-

ded his Yroops into four Bodies, with one of which he 
has formed a Camp of Obfervation near the Frontiers ob 
Bohemia. . ' n 
The Fren-} Army are at prefent incamped near (/pen-

beim, where they have their Head Quarters, and ox - 
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themfelves to Niederulm, two Leagues from Meatz. The 
Count de Belliffe is ftill at F/onbeim with the Body of 
Troops under his Command, which confifts of 45 Battalions 
and fome Squadrons. Thereis no alteration in the /mpe. 
rial Army, which is ftill Incamped about Bruch/a//. ‘The 
Regiments of Old Savoy, and Philips, which have been 
Derached towards Schetzwingen, have pafled the Necker in 
Order to reinforce the Troops guarding the Banks on ed 
Side of Gerajoeim. The Saxon ‘Troops lately Arrived ani 
EIncamped in the Neighbourhood of Ledenburgh. T 
Copper Pontoons, which were at Frankfort for fome 
Time, were lateiy removed to Hochts upon the Maiz. 
The French have erected a Battery upon the Banks of the 
Rbine near Upon Him, which carries as far as the Prufffan 
Camp. In the mean while they continue making their Ap- 
proaches to Mertz, where they have already attempted to 
carry off fome Advanced Guards, though without Succefs. 
Some Days ago, a Detachment of Auffars having pafs’d the 
Rhine at Gernfbeim, Suprized one of the Enemy’s, of whom 
they Kill'd feveral, and got a great Booty. 

A Party of French made Incurfions latély up to the 
Gates of Mente, but the Garrifon fallying, after a fhort 
Skirmish, obliged them to retire, and took a few Prifo- 
ners. 

Several Officers of the Garrifon of Mentz have been 
detecicd in holding a Correfpondence with the Enemy, 
Prince Eugene has lately made a general Forage, and it is 
believed intends fuddenly to draw nearer Mentg. The 
Complaifance ofthe French tothe Prufiaa Troops, whilft 
they continued incamped at Gers Perm, on the Banks of the 
Rbine, oppotite to their Army, in not firing a fingle Gun 
at them, has occaficned Abundance of Speculation ; as has 
likewife the going over of a Major General of the Pru/fian 
Troops with feveral of his Men to the French Ser- 
vice. 

[t is univerfally reported oa the Rhine, that the Freacb, 
will undertake nothing this Year in Germany, for Fear of 
alarming the Durch, but will lye upon the Defenfive, and 
wait the Conqueft of Jta/y: On the other Hand, it is ftill 
a Doubt where Prince Eugene is in a Condition to crofs 


the Rline acd act offenfively ; It is certain, at leaft, 
that he has not yet made any coafiderable Attempt.
